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The injustice which many National Guardsmen feel is 
done by the section of the Military law governing the 
New York National Guard, providing for the “shelving” 
of an officer by means of the “supernumerary list,” is said 
to have inspired the two bills introduced in the New York 
Legislature to change the present effect of withdrawal 
from active service, without retirement, of officers ren- 
dered surplus by reduction or disbandment of organiza- 
iions. Under existing laws an officer of the New York 
National Guard may be placed upon the supernumerary 
list and may be returned to duty at any time, only to 
tind that during the time he was on that list, men in his 
grade, many years his junior, originally have become 
senior to him by virtue of the fact that his commission 
dates only from the day of his reassignment to active 
duty. During the time he is supernumerary, he is sup- 
posed to keep himself equipped and ready for active duty, 
but his status all this time can be affected disastrously 
for him at any moment. Being on neither the active 
nor the retired list, the supernumerary officer like Ma- 
homet’s coffin is suspended in air. Though guilty of no 
offense whatsoever, he is subject to what is equivalent to 
punishment when he is made junior to officers in his 
grade to whom he was superior only a short time before. 
The infliction of a loss of seniority is in the nature of a 
punishment and visiting punishment of any kind upon 
an officer without a trial is opposed to Service practice. 
It is held that in this respect alone the changing of the 
operation of the supernumerary list in New York would 
accord with those fundamental principles of justice which 
inilitary law is supposed to reflect. In the Army the 
supernumerary list is unknown. There are only the active 
and the retired lists, and when an officer, not retired, is 
not on active duty in his particular organization or de- 
partment he is classed as “detached” or “unassigned,” 
hut thereby suffers no loss of numbers. The Dick bill 
and other legislation for conforming the National Guard 
of the states to the standards of the Regular Army have 
been met by the state of New York with progressive legis- 
lation to effect the requisite changes for this conforma- 
‘ion, yet one of the most offensive features of its military 
code, viewed from a Service standpoint, has been allowed 
io remain without any advantage accruing to the state 
service and with complaints of positive injustice produced 
by it. The entire question of the supernumerary list, as 
it exists to-day, might well be brought under a close ex- 
‘mination. If it is desired to retain competent officers 
na list from which they can be detailed to active duty, 
it seems strange to carry them on a list that includes 
officers who are incompetent, dead, or long past the re- 
\iring age, as is the case with the present New York 
upernumerary list.

The lesson to be drawn from the recent incident in 
San Diego, Cal., when a Baptist minister was charged 
vith having slandered men of the Services in a sermon 
is in the difference in the attitude of the naval com- 
nander and the Army commander. As soon as Lieut. 
(‘omdr. Louis C. Richardson, U.S.N., fleet commander, 
8. Pacific Torpedo Fleet, had his attention called to 
‘he alleged pulpit insult by bluejackets of his command, 
ie wrote a sharp letter of reproof to the minister, com- 
velling him to send a formal explanation of his remarks. 
\Vhen the matter was brought to the notice of the Army 
fficer in command at Fort Rosecrans he declined, the 
cal papers said, to enter into a controversy, saying 
hat he looked “upon the affair as a piece of sensational- 
ism.” Judging the respective attitude of these officers at 
this distance from the locality in question, we believe 
that the naval officer took the position best suited to 
ustain the dignity of the Service and to check the 
arelessly uttered slanders too often circulated by press 
ind pulpit. Nothing is to be gained by ignoring an at- 


tack upon the Army and Navy by any one occupying a 
publie or-semi-publie position. 


That used to be the prac- 


-tice. Silence was considered the best weapon with which 


to meet such traducers of the Services, but it was found 
that silence was precisely the thing upon which these 
false accusations flourished. Especially was this the case 
when magistrates or judges would withhold deserved 
punishment from criminals on condition that they would 
enlist in the Army or the Navy. In the last few years 
such judicial reflections upon the Services have called 
forth so many public rebukes from officers of the Army 
and Navy that less and less of this misplaced judicial 
leniency is being shown. In the San Diego case the 
minister said that “soldiers were coming to town and 
mothers should look to their daughters.” ‘The situa- 
tion in the Army is appalling, according to the report of 
the Surgeon General of the Army,” the pastor admits 
he said. In the congregations were some bluejackets 
from the Torpedo Fleet. They understood the minister 
to say that “sailors” were coming to town, and at once 
took the matter to Commander Richardson. This officer 
sent a vigorously worded letter to the offending clergy- 
man, telling him that most of the men of the Navy come 
from Christian homes, and that he had evidently based 
his pulpit criticism upon wild traditional stories of 
piratical days. This called out a reply from the pastor 
in which he said that he had only soldiers in mind, and 
that he had referred to them merely to bring to the 
notice of his listeners “certain facts.” We regret that 
the Army commandant did not rebuke this slanderer of 
the Army and point out that the “certain facts’ from 
the annual report of the Surgeon General of the Army in 
nowise justified the scandalous warning by which the 
men wearing the national uniform were put in a wholly 
wrong light before the public. As the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL has repeatedly shown, the records of which the 
Surgeon General speaks indicate a moral tone not a 
whit lower in the Army than in civil life; indeed, medi- 
cal men of wide experience say that, if the medical sta- 
tistics of civil life could be compiled with the same ac- 
curacy as those of the Army, it would be shown beyond 
question that young men in the Army lead a cleaner life 
morally than young men in civil life. This fact should 
have been brought out by the post commander and he 
should have told the ministerial critic that he could, with 
better reason, have issued a warning from his pulpit to 
mothers to ‘‘to look to their daughters” in respect to their 
association with young men civilians. Neither religion 
nor morality is served by such baseless calumniation as 
that uttered by the San Diego minister and condemna- 
tion of such abuse of his clerical office could not be too 
swift nor teo unsparing. 
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It is the opinion of not a few oflicers of the Army that 
at no time of the year are all men of the Infantry com- 
pany well instructed under the present system of des- 
patching recruits. Of these Gen. J. J. Pershing, com- 
manding the Department of Mindanao, has decided 
views. He says that instead of sending recruits to regi- 
ments in driblets under existing regulations “it would be 
better if each regiment could receive its annual allot- 
ment of recruits on a particular date. Upon arrival at 
the regiment recruits are now placed in squads for ele- 
mentary instruction. When fairly started, another small 
lot of recruits joins and is put into the squad. This is 
continued throughout the year in a sort of endless chain 
and recruit instruction never ends. The instructor and 
the instructed lose interest, and the very ground work of 
the soldier’s training is frequently slighted. Under the 
proposed plan the annual recruit contingent would ar- 
rive at one time and recruit instruction would be taken 
up at once and be limited to a particular period of the 
year. Other classes of instruction would take place suc- 
cessively and the whole regiment would be brought under 
a progressive scheme of training. This system would 
make it possible to complete satisfactorily the prescribed 
annual course of training each year, and would give both 
officers and men a definite object to strive for. The plan 
here suggested, General Pershing points out, is followed 
at West Point. An entire class joins on the same date 
and recruit instruction is carried on for the whole class. 
The well known excellent results could be obtained in 
any regiment. The system of furnishing recruits, when 
applied to regiments serving in the Philippines, is for 
other reasons entirely unsatisfactory. A soldier to be 
discharged is required to leave for the States three 
months before the expiration of his enlistment, and the 
recruit to replace him does not join until three months 
after that. The average number of men present is thus 
greatly reduced and of these a large proportion are un- 
trained recruits. Regiments in the Philippines should 
be kept on a war footing and should contain only well 
trained and seasoned soldiers. Enlistments in regiments 
on insular service should be made to cover the period of 
such service and discharges from such regiments should 
be granted only on condition of re-enlistment on the 
spot.”

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The Scientific American says: “We call attention to 
the strong warning of Secretary Meyer against the 
movement in Congress to defeat the bill for the construc- 
tion this year of the two battleships called for by the 
Navy Department. ‘The Secretary is perfectly within 
the faets when he states that one Dreadnought is capable, 
unaided, of defeating and sinking several battleships of 
the Indiana, Iowa and Kentucky classes. In another 
year four of our older battleships will become ‘non-effec- 
tive,’ and others, in their turn, must be stricken from 
the effective list. These two additional ships do not, 
therefore, constitute an addition—they represent a con- 
servative policy of merely maintaining our fleet at its 
present standard. Relatively we are falling behind the 





other naval Powers. ‘To maintain our present relative 
strength we should be building four Dreadnoughts each 
year. England this year adds five, Germany four capital 
ships, and Japan last year authorized five such. If we 
cease building we drop quickly to fourth or fifth place, 
and this at a time when our wealth and population are 
increasing by leaps and bounds. ‘I'he Navy has to pro- 
tect an enormous coastline—to say nothing of Porto 
Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines. We have guaranteed 
the neutrality of the Panama Canal—we still ‘stand 
for the inviolability of the Monroe Doctrine. Have our 
members of Congress so soon forgotten the frantic outery 
of various cities on our coastline for warships to be 
stationed at their doors during the Spanish War, and 
this at the very time when these ships were badly 
needed by Sampson and Schley for crushing Cervera on 
the high seas?”

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The Boston Transcript, considering the action of the 
House of Representatives in reducing the Cavalry by 
five regiments, says: “The Democratic majority seems to 
have been influenced by the belief that it was in the way 
of gaining popularity by reducing the permanent Military 
Establishment; but it may be questioned whether the 
opposite result is not in sight for it. We have had 
during the last decade a larger Regular Army than the 
United States ever before maintained in time of peace. 
Nobody’s liberties have suffered, none of those dreadful 
results that were predicted to follow the creation of an 
army big enough to be the nucleus of our military 
strength for war has eventuated. The Army has become 
one of the institutions of the country, and one with 
which the country on the whole has been satisfied. Public 
opinion, taught by the experiences of the Spanish War 
the value of a force of Regular soldiers sufficiently large 
to meet the first demands of the nation, to be a model 
force for young volunteers and an always ready rallying 
point for defense, looks upon the ‘Regulars’ with senti- 
ments very different from those animating the economists 
o£ the Democratic majority.”

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Appositely to the discussion going on in our own Serv- 
ice respecting the period of enlistment, we note that the 
new Portuguese republican government has reduced the 
term of compulsory service with the colors to four months 
for infantry and eight months for mounted corps. Under 
the new law 46,000 recruits were to join last December, 
but as the public funds are at present insufficient to 
pay for their keep the medical officers were ordered to 
reject sufficient men to bring the total down to 35,000. 
As all rejected youths have to pay a fine for inefficiency, 
they contribute to the maintenance of the healthier ones, 
and so encourage the improvement of the national 
physique. Also it is interesting to record that Col. A. 
J. A. Wright, of the British army, writing to the United 
Service Gazette of London in defense of Lord Roberts 
and his scheme of compulsory military service for Great 
Britain, says that he supports the National Service 
League, with which Lord Roberts is associated, “because 
I am of the opinion that it takes three yea s’ continuous 
training to make a soldier. I maintain that the training 
proposed by the League, commencing in schools, con- 
tinuing in cadet corps and culminating in the Territorial 
force, must necessarily give a more valuable fighting man 
than one trained with an average of eighteen hours’ 
drill and ten days in a camp in the year. Under the 
voluntary system—even if every physically fit man in 
the country joined the Territorial force—it would be 
impossible for the great majority to put in much more 
training than they do at present. On some such system 
as is advocated by the League not only would the train- 
ing be more efficient, but the idle rich, clerks, shop 
assistants, etc., who under our voluntary system do little 
or nothing for their country, would be obliged to give 
some portion of their time to its service.” 








Whatever may be said about the need of a shorter en- 
listment period in the Army and the ability to produce 
a good soldier in a few months, the opinion is growing 
abroad that the time required for making a good sailor 
for battleship service is increasing as the difficulties of 
modern mechanism become greater, and opponents of 
conscription for naval service in England get much sat- 
isfaction out of the report from Germany that “despite 
the untiring efforts of the officers and senior petty offi- 
cers, both ashore and afloat, there is a marked lack of 
efficiency in the German navy personnel.” The London 
United Service Gazette says that “the want of enthusi- 
asm in their calling which is a somewhat more marked 
feature even in the land forces becomes more pronounced 
in the naval services of the Fatherland. This will be 
readily understood by all the naval men on the British 
side of the North Sea. The fighting ship of to-day. is a 
huge mass of mechanical devices which are almost hu- 
man in their action, and the control of which requires 
from the crew almost superhuman intelligence. The 
march of science makes the task of training men to 
handle this network of floating machinery every day 
more difficult, and in the British navy it has long been 
an accepted fact that a bluejacket is not at his best 
until he has passed some cight or nine years at his 
ealling.” Hence it is believed that enforced service 
would militate against obtaining the skill, now so_re- 
quisite for service on a modern man-of-war. It may 
rightly be objected that this opinion of the German naval 
personnel is entirely speculative and not sustained by 
any practical tests;.and that the British view of its in- 
efficiency may be formed on the principle of the wish 
being father to the thought. 
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FINAL DEBATE ON ARMY BILL, 


The House of Representatives finally completed its 
work on the Army Appropriation bill on Friday after- 
noon, Feb, 16, passing it as amended in the Committee 
of the Whole, except as noted below, by a vote of yeas 
147, nays 134, answered present 5, not voting 106. Most 
of those present and not voting represented pairs. We 
gave last week, pages 757 and 766, lists of the amend- 
ments adopted before the passage of the bill. The text 
of the sections of the bill amending existing law, as 
finally passed, appears on another page. ‘The proviso 
relative to service at the Military and Naval Academies 


ed 


at the end of Section 7 of the bill was passed in the 
following form: 

Provided further, That hereafter service as a cadet of the 
United States Military Academy or as a naval cadet or mid- 
shipman shall not be counted in computing for any purpose 
the length of service of an officers of the Army. Provided 
further, That hereafter service as a cadet, naval cadet, or 
midshipman at either the United States Military or Naval 
Academy, exclusive of the sea service as prescribed by law 
on the completion of the academic course and preliminary to 
final graduation at the latter institution, shall not be counted 
in computing for any purpose the length of service of any 
officer of the Army. 

A new section was added to the bill as follows, the 
final section becoming No. 9: 

Sec. 8. ‘‘That the appropriations herein provided for the 
several departments consolidated under this act shall be 
available for the Consolidated Corps herein created.’’ 

The Cavalry section of the bill was finally adopted in 
the following form: 

Provided, That on and after the Ist day of July, 1912, 
there shall be ten regiments of Cavalry, and no more, in the 
United States Army, and that the officers who shall be ren- 
dered supernumerary by this reduction in the number of Cav- 
alry regiments shall be retained in service and shall be as- 
signed to vacancies in their respective grades as such vacan- 
cies shall occur in the Cavalry, or, in the discretion of the 
President, to such vacancies in their respective grades as shall 
eceur in any other arm of the Service. Provided further, 
That all officers of Cavalry made surplus by such reduction 
shall be transferred proportionately to the Infantry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery and Cavalry according to their rela- 
tive commissioned and personnel strength, and that the officers 
so transferred shall take rank in the branch to which trans- 
ferred according to length of commissioned service: And pro- 
vided further, ‘That no officer shall be reduced in grade; and 
the Secretary of War is directed to carry out the provisions 
of this act. 

SOCIALISTS AND THE ARMY. 

In the course of the debate on Friday Mr, Berger, 
the solitary representative of the Socialists, presented 
his creed as follows: 

“Mr. Berger: Mr. Chairman, in view of the growth of 
socialism the world over it is of general interest and 
of importance to the country to know the position of 
the Socialists as to standing armies and navies. 

“To begin with, I want to say most emphatically that 
the Socialists do not want our people to be defenseless 
or to be depending upon the good-will of any other nation 
at any time. We want the people of our country to be 
in a position to take care of themselves at all times. 
We know that treaties and written instruments are of 
very little account if they are not backed up by sufficient 
force and power. 

“Furthermore, we know that no nation in history 
that was totally disarmed ever remained a free nation. 
We know that whenever a nation was conquered the first 
measure taken by the conquerors was to disarm the 
-onquered. 

“Therefore, I want to state to the Committee of the 
Whole that I believe in an armed nation—armed, how- 
ever, for defense only. 1 believe in a people invincible 
for defense, but slow, awkward and of no use for con- 
quest or aggression. 

“A standing army, gentlemen, means a_ standing 
preparation for war. There are better things to prepare 
for than war. 

“We are spending nearly $400,000,000 annually in 
preparation for war or as the result of former wars, 
while we are spending only $200,000,000 annually for 
education in this country. ‘The figures which I have 
given do. not include the expenditures for the Militia 
of the various states. 

“It is useless for certain very well meaning men to cry 
‘Peace, peace, peace,” when they are voting millions and 
millions of dollars every year for war. We will finally 
get what we are preparing for. 

“Why should th- United States prepare for war? Who 
is going to attack us?’ Are the Canadians going to 
attack us? Will the Mexicans attack us? 

“I heard a member from Texas tell in a private con- 
versation the other day that in case of any trouble with 
Mexico Texas alone, without any assistance from the 
rest of the country, could whip our southern neighbor. 
| Applause.] I believe it. And I believe that in case 
the Canadians should try to conquer the United States, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota could do the job of taking 
care of them, even without help from Missouri. 
| Laughter. | 

“Switzerland, however, has no standing army. The 
Swiss militia is more like the armed democracy of ancient 
republics than any other military institution in the 
world. It surely could never be used by any usurper 
against the people. We should have such a system here. 
Both Washington and Jefferson believed in a_ citizen 
soldiery and a mere skeleton of an army. In Washing- 
ton’s time the Regular Army was reduced to about 2,000 
men. 

“The force under Gen. Anthony Wayne, that broke the 
Indian power at the Maumee Rapids in 1794, was com- 
posed of men specially recruited for that purpose. Subse- 
quently the Regular Army was increased somewhat, but 
it was again reduced—this time to 3,000 men—under 
Thomas Jefferson. We could readily and without any 
harm to ourselves reduce our regularly employed Army 
to the 25,000 officers and men which constituted its 
strength from shortly after the Civil War until 1898. 

“That Army was sufficient to quell the Sioux. the 
Apaches and the Utes and other Indians. It will be 
more than sufficient for any present need, since the last 
Indian war has been fought. Instead of voting 
$93,000,000 that could be better used in a thousand other 
ways, this Congress should organize a military system 
like that of the Swiss, and select a commission of trained 
military men to carry the measure into effect. 

“IT shall, therefore, Mr. Chairman, vote against the 
entire bill, no matter what amendments are made to it, 
because as a matter of principle I am opposed to stand- 
ing armies. I favor every citizen being trained in mili- 
tary knowledge. I favor every man being made capable 


of and trained to defend our freedom in case of need. 
And I am also in favor of every citizen engaging in 
useful and peaceful pursuits permanently. 


I believe the 


days of cavalry have passed. As far as I have studied 
the question, cavalry can only be used to cover the 
movements of the army or to discover the movements 
of the enemy. We read that in Tunis the Italians use 
balloons and aeroplanes for that purpose. ‘The usefulness 
of the horse in war is fast waning. The automobile and 
the aeroplane are taking its place.” 

Mr. Cannon brought out the fact that Switzerland, 
with a population of 4,000,000, expendéd $8,000,400 for 
military purposes, or twice as much per head as our 
appropriation for the Army. 

THE LONGEVITY QUESTION. 

In discussing the subject of cutting off service at the 
Military and Naval Academies in computing longevity 
the following debate occurred: 

“Mr. Sherley: I should like to ask the gentleman 
from Virginia if it is his understanding that this proviso 
is retroactive in the sense of affecting the pay and 
voluntary retirement period of officers now in the Service, 
or if it is meant simply to apply to those who may 
hereafter come into the Service? 

“Mr. Hay: Do I understand the gentleman’s question 
to refer to a man who, for instance, has served thirty 
years and wants to make application for retirement? 

“Mr. Sherley: Not only that case, but all officers who 
are,in the Army. Tor instance, a man may have served 
twenty years, counting service in the Military Academy. 
Would this make it four years longer before he would 
be entitled to an increase of pay by reason of length of 
service? 

“Mr. Hay: It would. 

“Mr. Sherley: I want to ask the gentleman, further, 
whether he considers that it is proper to change what 
has been an established condition for thirty-odd years? 
I am thoroughly in sympathy with the idea that as an 
criginal proposition service in the Academy should not 
be considered as service in the Army for the purpose of 
increasing pay as the result of length of service; but it 
strikes me as questionable to undertake retroactively 
to affect the status of the men now in the Service, and 
that is practically what you are doing. 

“Mr. Hay: I do not think it can be said that I am 
doing it retroactively. I am simply applying what the 
gentleman acknowledges to be a good principle to men 
who have not earned their increase because they were 
in school four years of the time. 

“Mr. Anthony: Now, this section that we are now on, 
this proviso, taking away from officers of the Army 
credit for cadet service at West Point, is one clearly 
unfair to a large class of officers now in the Service, as 
pointed out by the gentleman from Kentucky [ Mr. 
Sherley]. I take the position that the man who goes 
into the Army from civil life is not as fully educated 
as an officer until after three or four years of service. 
Ile does not compare with the man who graduates from 
West Point in point of efficiency or value to the Govern- 
ment. Then there is another point. Take an officer who 
leceives a commission from the ranks of the Army. He 
is given credit for his service as a private soldier in 
computing the length of time of his entire service. That 
is not taken from him. 

“Let me call the gentleman’s attention to another 
point. We appoint surgeons in the Army, young men, 
to the rank of lieutenant. As soon as they receive their 
commissions they are sent to the Army Medical School 
to be given a final course of instruction. All of that 
time they receive the maximum pay for that rank, and 
that service at the Army Medical School is counted in 
their length of service. 

“Mr. Hay: I would be very glad to accept an amend- 
ment curing that defect. 

“Mr, Anthony: I think it is entirely just and proper 
that they should receive it, and I hope the chairman 
of the committee, with the liberality that he has displayed 
toward other amendments that had this element of 
fairness, will concede this point. 

“Mr. Slayden: Exactly so; and I want to say in that 
connection that I have long believed that if the Naval 
and Military Academies were thrown open to all young 
men in this country measuring up to certain pnysical, 
mental and moral standards, and they were authorized to 
go there and to pay toward the expense of maintaining 
the Academy $1,000, or $1.500, or $2,000 a year, those 
Academies would be overwhelmed with applications for 
admission. 

“I think that each Academy would have from five to 
ten thousand students, because, as a reward for good 
service there, as a reward for perseverance to the end 
of the curriculum, as a reward for graduation above a 


certain standard of excellence, they would be = given 
commissions in the Army or in the Navy. Thousands 


and tens of thousands of young men in this country 
would be willing to expend years of labor and a great 
deal of money in an effort to precure that very thing. 
I think these young men in these Academies are par- 
ticularly fortunate, and I do not believe they ought to 
receive longevity pay for that. 

“Mr. Ames: Mr. Chairman, I would like to say a word 
or two on this. I graduated from the Military Academy 
in S94. When I went there I took the oath of office, 
I took the oath of allegiance and bound myself for eight 
years to serve the Government of the U nited States. No 
recruit enlisting as a private soldier binds himself for 
eight years. No student in a private school takes the 
oath of allegiance and binds himself even for a day to 
the Government. No student in a private school has to 
£0 oan what a student at the Military Academy or 
the Naval Aeademy has to go through. He has his own 
vacation, lives at his own home, and is in no way con- 
nected with the military service, and the work that 
he has to do is not comparable with that of either 
Academy. Take two men of the same age. young men 
secking to serve their country as officers. Say they are 
the age of twenty-one, if you please, manhood. One is 
willing to go to the Military Academy and spend four 
vears of his life in getting an education that he may 
be a better officer, that he may perform the functions 
for which he is to be educated in a better way than a 
civilian appointee can. He goes in for the munificent pay 
—when I was a cadet—of $540 a year. He does not 
get that pay, he does not get that money, he does not 
see that money, but he is allowed credit to that amount. 
For what? For food, for light, for fuel, for clothes, for 
laundry, for books, for drawing instruments. and articles 
of that nature. He agrees to serve for eight years. He 
puts in four of the hardest years of life that is ever 
put in in this country by anybody. He has one vacation 
in four years, if he behaves himself and does not get 
too many demerits, and he might get a demerit for having 
his hair too long. 

“Mr. Berger: 
question ? 

“Mr. Ames: Yes. 

“Mr. Berger: How much does our country pay a man 
who enlists as # machinist apprentice in a factory to 
learn the trade for five vears. a very useful occupation, 
although peaceful work? When he goes to war he 


Will the gentleman yield to me for a 


enters as a private in the front rank, not as an officer. 
What does the machinist get? 

“Mr. Ames: He gets more pay than the cadet. 

“Mr, Berger: He does not; I beg the gentleman’s 
pardon. A machinist apprentice gets the first year 
nothing, the second year he gets a dollar per week, and 
the third year he gets $2. and then $3 and $5 a week, 
and he is a man who is doing useful work. 

“Mr. Ames: I think the gentleman is mistaken. No 
enlisted man in the Service gets pay in proportion to 
what is given outside. Now, take these two men of the 
same age, to revert to my proposition; one goes to the 
Academy for four years to be properly educated; the 
other man takes an examination for appointment from 
civil life. Both are the same age, admitting both are 
equally fitted for the Service and equally desirable. The 
one who takes the examination through a little influence 
from civil life gets appointed and goes in the Service 
at the pay of a second lieutenant instantly. I am com- 
paring in parallel two of the same eligibility—one who 
goes into the Army through West Point and one who 
goes in through civil life. Say that both of them are 
twenty-one years of age. One immolates himself for 
four years in order to be a better officer, with no pay 
at all—a bare existence. The other man goes into the 
Army through the civil life examination and draws pay 
from the day he takes his oath of office, and he draws 
full pay for four years, while the boy in the Academy 
is drawing nothing except a mere existence. And yet 
your proposition here is that the one who makes himself 
a better officer—the one who has gone through the 
struggle—should be reduced in his pay ten per cent. 

“Now, let us make a further comparison. ‘Two boys 
go into the Academy at the same age, say, seventeen or 
ninteeen. Suppose one fails and cannot keep up with 
the rest. Manifestly he is not as good an officer; mani- 
festly he is not as clever in acquiring his instruction as 
a military man; and the man who fails goes out in civil 
life and, passing an examination, becomes an officer. 
In other words, men were discharged in the first year 
in the Academy and became officers, while I was a second 
class man, and yet you would allow such a man full 
time and cut the graduate of the Academy. There you 
have two men who started together. One falls by the 
wayside in his service and education, but goes in through 
civil life and draws full pay, while the other cadet is 
drawing a bare existence. And yet you would discriminate 
against the one who goes through the Academy. 

“Very few of them resign. I was the only one in my 
class, and that was at a time when there were more 
cadet officers than there were vacancies, and additional 
lieutenants were made and a great many additional 
lieutenancies were carried in the Army at that time so 
as to provide positions for graduates from the Academy. 


MR. HOBSON’S VIEWS. 

“Mr. Hobson: The gentleman will recall that in the 
time of the Spanish War midshipmen were ordered from 
Annapolis to the front. Some of those midshipmen lost 
their lives. Gentlemen who will go further back will 
remember that from 1861 to 1865 midshipmen—and the 
parallel holds at West Point—were continually ordered 
from instruction to the front. I want the members to 
realize, when they come to vote on the proposition, that 
these midshipmen and cadets are to all purposes officers, 
are subject to orders, and receive orders to perform 
service as officers, and as such not only are they liable 
to be ordered to the front, but whenever the occasion 
arises are actually sent to the front in time of war. 

“TI wish further to bear out the statement of the 
gentleman from West Virginia, that while it is always 
a privilege to have one’s activities in operation for the 
purpose of developing oneself, still those activities repre- 
sent service. I believe if you will ask officers who have 
gone through West Point and officers who have gone 
tbrough Annapolis, when the time comes for them to 
retire at the close of their career, what period of their 
career was most arduous as a term of duty, that they 
would all say the hardest service they rendered was not 
in the field, but at Annapolis or West Point, as the case 
may be. 

“Mr. Mann: I have never believed that the enlisted 
men received too much pay from the Government. I 
have helped to increase that pay since I have been in 
the House, and I hope that the enlisted men, who receive 
very small pay at the best, will not have their pay 
stricken down by this House. But I never could see 
any excuse for counting the time at the Military 
Academy in computing longevity pay for the officers, 
either of the Army or of the Navy. I think that they 
ought to be placed on an equal plane with the officers 
coming in from other military academies in the country 
where they have paid for their own education, and that 
we ought not to give preference in pay to the officers 
simply because they have been fortunate enough to be 
educated at the expense of the National Treasury. [Ap- 
plause. } 

“Mr. Hobson: I do not believe that I ever heard of 
a case like this—I may be mistaken, but I will ask if 
any gentleman knows of a case to remind me—I do not 
believe that I ever heard of a legislative act in any 
country affecting the pay of enlisted men or officers in 
the service of the Army or the navy providing for 
reducing the pay being received at the time because, in 
an inherent way, that is a part, you might say, of a 
contract. This is like an ex post facto law. It is, I 
believe, absolutely unprecedented. It is a_ provision 
intended to reduce expenses, and, perhaps, members might 
believe it ought to be the system to prevail in the future, 
but why should members make a precedent of this kind 
in violation of all precedents, really in the nature of an 
ex post facto law. and break the contract with men in 
the Service who entered the Service with the full under. 
standing that the present rates would be the basis of 
their pay? 

“But the gentleman from Virginia may have thought 
it easier to have his remarks on a personal plane than to 
try to justify his course as a Democrat, for he has 
brought the party into a position of danger—that of 
dealing with vital matters of national defense without 
proper deliberation. It is vain to say that there was a 
long period of general debate on the bill. The gentleman 
and all other gentlemen know that such general debate 
is not confined to the provisions of the bill, but extends 
to every subject under heaven. The gentleman also 
knows that often only the chairman and senior minority 
member of the committee remain regularly during this 
period, and only a handful of the membership is ever 
present, except on special occasions. The gentleman 
undertakes to comment on my not having been present 
during part of that time. 

“The gentleman will recall that I was present when 
he tried to foist this same legislation upon the Democratic 
eaucus without its having even been considered by the 
Committee on Military Affairs, and he notes that I am 
present now; and he may expect to find me always 
present when he or paren, else undertakes to lead our 
party into danger. Before ( Cesar I will give due account 
of my attention to duty in my present office and in 
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eighteen years of prior service of record under the 
Government. 

“It may be of interest to the gentleman to know that 
a part of my message which I carry far and wide relates 
to national defense, and no part of my message is re- 
ceived more earnestly by the American people than the 


part laying bare just such folly as the gentleman is: 


guilty of—that of ignoring national peril and treating 
national defense as an adjunct of personal and party 
polities. 

“For the first time since I have been in Congress, 
probably for the first time since the oldest member here 
can remember, we find politics carried into the com- 
mittees on national defense. The gentleman from Vir- 
ginia having failed to get his legislative measures, one 
of which provided for the advancement of the Adjutant 
General to the rank of lieutenant general, before the 
general caucus of the Democratic party, did succeed, 
by the use of his position as chairman, in getting it 
before a caucus of the Demoératic members of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

“IT have never heard of a caucus being called inside 

the Naval Committee or the Committee on Military 
Affairs. It is not surprising, however, that the gentle- 
man felt the need of caucus action for measures such 
as he advocated. Think of a proposition to make a 
lieutenant general, a rank higher than any rank that 
exists in the Army, for an officer who has spent the last 
twenty-six years of- his life at a desk in Washington in 
a clerical and administrative capacity! We have created 
this exalted rank for officers of renown, who commanded 
armies successfully in the face of the enemy. 
“The true measure of the inwardness of the attitude 
of the gentleman from Virginia can be understood when 
we see the ruthless way in which he proposed to cut 
down the pay of enlisted men and officers serving under 
implied contracts in the sickness and exposure of the 
tropics in the name of economy, and at the same time 
proposed the astounding extravagance of giving the rank 
and pay of lieutenant general to bureaucrats. Even the 
leverage of the position of chairman and the sandbag 
method of committee caucus could not carry through 
the latter proposition, but the efforts of the gentleman 
from Virginia have succeeded in placing our party in 
the position of undertaking to reorganize the Army 
through riders on an appropriation bill. It was bad 
enough to attach battleships to a pork barrel, but even 
that extraordinary precedent leaves the mind aghast at 
the present achievement.” 

In the debate on Thursday Mr. Slayden said: ‘This 
is the first military Appropriation bill that 1 have ever 
seen brought into this House in my fifteen years of 
service in which any serious effort at economy has been 
made. For years the people have cried out in vain for 
relief from the almost intolerable burden of military and 
naval expenses. They gave control of this body to the 
Democratic party with the distinct understanding that 
it should reduce the cost of government. ‘To my fellow 
partisans in this House I want to say that there rests 
upon them ag solemn injunction, coming from what is 
for us the highest tribunal on earth, the American 
people, to practice the most rigid economy. 

“Your committee that was charged with the prepara- 
tion of the bill for the support of the Army has earnestly 
and honestly endeavored to discharge that duty with 
fidelity to the people and the country. We believe that 
we have brought you a bill that will be in the interest 
of the Army and of the people who support the Army. 
We do not make the Army less efficient. Indeed, we 
have proposed legislation that will make it more efficient 
and at the same time lessen the burden of the people 
who maintain it. 

“Democrats ought to be proud, and should rejoice in 
the fact, that the first real, constructive military legisla- 
tion that has been proposed in many years comes under 
the name of a great Democrat, the Hon. James Hay, of 
Virginia. [Applause on the Democratic side.] Unlike 
the reorganization act of eleven years ago, this reduces 
expenses. But that is quite natural and to be expected. 
This is a Democratic measure; that was a Republican 
bill. That added largely to the cost of government; this 
will reduce it. 


THREE-YEAR ENLISTMENT—CAVALRY DECREASE. 


“Mr. Bradley: I do appeal for the enlisted man, be- 
cause I know of the burden he bears, and that always, 
when in action, he cares for his wounded and helpless 
commissioned officer, even though he himself may later 
lie where he falls. And that enlisted men do often lie 
where they fall is silently confirmed by more than 50,000 
graves of unknown enlisted dead in this land of ours. 
| Applause.] Mr. Chairman, rarely indeed is the individual 
enlisted man named in history. He is referred to as in 
the mass of those who served with Washington or Scott, 
with Grant or Lee or Sheridan, or with Stonewall Jack- 
son in the Army of the Valley. But, all the same, his 
marvelous endurance, heroice fortitude, his suffering and 
infinite sacrifice, and his splendid valor inspired the men 
of a later day—of 1898—in the South and West, Kast 
and North alike, to spring from all walks of life to serve 
as enlisted men in support of the flag—our flag—that 
droops in graceful folds above the Speaker's chair! 
| Applause. ] 

“Mr. McKellar: General Wood says that wars are 
mostly fought with young men. ‘Then why have a 
reserve, the greater portion of which must necessarily 
soon be old? So that we find the proposal of the Chief 
of Staff, which calls for an enlistment of three years, 
seventy-five per cent. of the men not to re-enlist, but 
to go out in the body of the people, is a chimerical 
proposition. Once turn them loose and allow them to 
go in other walks of life we would have more difficulty 
in getting them back than we do now in getting new 
recruits. They would so lose the benefit of their former 
training and would be very little, if any, better than the 
new recruit. If they had become old, and with all due 
deference to the Chief of Staff, men can become. old 
whether they serve in the Army or whether they serve 
as a reserve, and if they have become old, then, in the 
words of the Chief of Staff, they are not worth their 
salt. On the other hand, take the five-year enlistment 
period. We can get under it recruits just as easily, 
according to the opinions expressed in the hearings. 
In the next place, we get two years of additional good 
service from the soldier after he is trained. In the next 
place, it saves the Governmnt nearly $2,225,000 per 
vear. In the next place, it makes our Army, though 
small, an army of trained veterans, who can be called 
on at any time for any military service. If we want to 
spend more money in increasing the size and efficiency 
of the Army, let us build up our National Guards. In 
them we would get a higher class of men. We will get 
a younger set of men. We will get a more patriotic set 


of men than we would by creating a reserve out of ex- 
soldiers of the Army. ‘ 

“As to the abolition of the five regiments of Cavalry: 
We have heard of the splendid cavalry charges that have 
been made on historic battlefields; but, Mr. Chairman, 
the world of warfare has progressed beyond the cavalry 


charge. There is doubtless no more useless implement 
of war than the sword and bayonet, and the horse, and 
the pistol. Whatever we think of the splendor of their 
achievements in the past, we must all bow to the more 
splendid achievements of science and genius in the manu- 
facture of modern firearms. Why, there is no more 
sense in keeping up a large Cavalry force than there is 
in furnishing staves and rocks and slings for our In- 
fantry. Instead of striking down the Army we are 
simply weeding out those things that are useless, those 
things that are extravagant, those things that are of no 
importance. 

“Mr. Kahn: Mr. Chairman, to increase the term of 
enlistment from a three-year period to a five-year period, 
in my judgment, is retrogression and not progress. At 
the present time the General Staff of the Army is 
engaged in preparing a plan for the entire reorganization 
of the fighting force of the Army. We have been told 
thar that plan will be submitted to Congress during the 
present session. We feel that the House can well afford 
to wait a few months before enacting this legislation, in 
order that we may receive the benefit of the experience 
of the officers of the Army who have devoted and are 
devoting much attention to this important question. 
True, the General Staff will probably advocate a reserve. 
In some quarters there is opposition to a reserve. It is 
stated that our country is so large that it will be im- 
practicable to organize one, and yet experience has 
shown that no country can hope to be suecessful in a 
war with a first rate Power unless it has a large reserve 
to supplement the regular military force of the nation. 


THE ARMY CONSIDERED AS A SCHOOL. 


“Mr, Ames: If you will accept the proposition that 
the function of the Army should be that of a school, the 
following results logically: Take your school and use it 
to its best advantage as a school. Hither you can take 
one enlisted man, who costs $1,000 a year, as is the 
case in the Army to-day, and instruct him at a thousand 
dollars a year for thirty years, and have at the end of 
that time a trained, professional soldier on the retired 
list and drawing the highest rate of pay, or you can take 
the same amount of money and instruct ten men for 
three years each, and at the end of that time you will 
have in active service one man serving the colors and 
nine others instructed in military science, who have 
gone out into civil life, ready to fight for the country, 
and who constitute a reserve in the proper sense of the 
term in time of need. Perhaps one or two of this nine 
may die in the course of the thirty years. These are 
two extremes. Either you can instruct one professional 
man for thirty years for $30,000 or you can instruct 
ten men for three years for $1,000 a year. Economy ! 

“Our attention has been directed by the chairman 
of the committee to the large number of officers who 
have rendered an opinion on the subject of five-year en- 
listment versus three-year enlistment. Why, a_ large 
majority on that list of officers are old officers, men who 
have been in the Service a great many years, men who 
were in the Service before the three-year period went 


into effect thirteen years ago. But reason about it; - 


think about it. Who are the specially educated and 
chosen officers in our Army, who are those who study 
military science, who are those who study the art of 
war’? Why, naturally, those in the General Staff, those 
in the Army War College, those, in the School of the 
Line, those in the Mounted.Service School, those in the 
Coast Artillery School, those in the Military Academy. 
These are the officers we should turn to for military 
information, and men on the majority side deserve to be 
criticized for bringing in a bill without going to the 
War Department and getting information therefrom on 
such a technical matter, and that is why we on this side 
stand up and oppose such ill-considered legislation. No 
man, no committee, is so great or so large, no man 
knows so much that he can sit down in a committee and 
draft legislation affecting the Army or the Navy without 
getting his figures from the fountain source in regard 
to what is best and what is to be desired. Now, let me 
call your attention to this fact: In the General Staff 
thirty-three officers favor the three-year term of enlist- 
ment and only one favors the five-year term; in the 
Army War College thirty-one favor the three-year enlist- 
ment and only two favor the five; in the School of the 
Line seventy-seven officers favor the three-year period 
and only thirteen favor the five-year period; in the 
Mounted Service School nineteen favor the three-year 
term and only three favor the five; in the Coast Artil- 
lery School forty-seven officers favor the three-year period 
and only four favor the five; in the Military Academy 
seventy-one officers favor the three-year period and sixteen 
favor the five. So that all the burden of proof is against 
the five-year service. If you really want economy, if 


. you would only practice what you preach, go to the 


three-year term of enlistment for the enlisted man, per- 
mitting non-commissioned officers to re-enlist so they 
may instruct, and prevent re-enlistment of the private, 
and we can show you and the War Department will 
show you that in fifteen years you will have saved 
$25,000,000. [Applause. ] 

“Mr, Hay: Now, there is no question of railroading 
this bill through the House. Nobody wants to railroad 
it through the House, nor has any attempt of that sort 
been made. Owing to the peculiar attack made upon me 
by the gentleman from Alabama, I have not done as I 
intended to—give the reasons why this five-year enlist- 
ment is better for the Army than the three-year enlist- 
ment; but I want to say to you that it does not impair 
the efficiency of the Army. I am sustained in that by 
the Adjutant General of the Army, by the Inspector 
General of the Army, by three of the most experienced 
recruiting officers in the Army, and by 191 line officers 
of the Army. I want to say that I am antagonized in 
it by the Chief of Staff and the Secretary of War and 
by a lot of young officers who are the recipients of the 
favors of the Chief of Staff and the Secretary of War, 
who otherwise would not be heard in this matter. [Ap- 
plause on the Democratic side.] 

Mr. Mann: Does not the gentleman think there is 
some differentiation between the military attachés who 
are serving abroad and the officer serving in the Regular 
troops, where one of the military attachés is sent to a 
foreign capital? 

“Mr. Hay: I think so, if the military attaché is a poor 
man. But I have been informed that the position of a 
military attaché to our legations abread are such that 
no poor officer ever accepts it or seeks it, and the mere 
ten per cent. added to his pay would not enable him to 
accept it if it were added. I would be very glad to 
unite with the gentleman in increasing the pay of the 
military attaché if it would result in the officers who 
are poor or in reasonable circumstances being assigned 
to these duties. But I am told that an Army officer 
who is poor cannot accept these places. 

“Mr. Mann: I know of one case where, I think, the 
military attaché, now serving at some place in China, a 
gentleman who used to live in the same place that I do, 
is not wealthy. 

“Mr, Cannon: So far as military attaché are con- 


cerned, I suppose that the officer who takes duty of that 
kind cannot support himself as he ought to support him- 
self and his tamily, if he has one, upon the salary 
allowed him. You can get along without military 
attachés. I have nothing to say except the bare state- 
ment. I have always supposed that details of that kind 
were substantially for dress parade purposes, speaking 
respectfully. But I want to say here and now that in 
my my judgment the enlisted men and officers who serve 
in the Philippines and elsewhere in the tropics are either 
entitled to the ten per cent. and twenty per cent. increase 
that they get—ten per cent. to the officers and twenty 
per cent. to the men—beyond what those receive who are 
on duty in the United States, or else, if they are not 
entitled to it-—and the proposition is to place them 
upon the same level as to pay with those who are on 
duty in the United States—those on duty in the United 
States are getting too much. 

“Mr. Slayden: Mr. Chairman, the pay of the Army 
has been very largely increased in the last few years. 
The pay and allowances of the Army are on an exceed- 
ingly liberal scale. We not only increased the pay of 
every officer, when we increased the pay of enlisted men 
a few years ago, to a point considered extravagant by 
every other government on earth, but within the last 
few years we have made additional allowances to them 
that are of very great value. We move their furniture 
for them on changes of station. We equip their quarters 
with furniture—and permit me to say that it has been 
done on a scale of extravagance that, in my judgment, 
was not contemplated by the committee when the law 
was enacted. We allow each man of a certain grade so 
many rooms. I will not undertake to mention those 
above the rank of colonel; but for a colonel we allow 
seven rooms, and when he is stationed at some place 
where there are no quarters he is given $84 a month 
with which to rent his rooms.” 


During the earlier stage of the debate on the bill 
Mr. Helm, in a semi-apology for his uncomplimentary 
remarks about an unbusinesslike administration of the 
War Department, said they were prompted by the state- 
ment appearing in the Washington Post and ascribed to 
an officer of the line, to the effect that we are expending 
$100,000.000 annually on an Army not worth $20,000,000. 

“Mr. Anthony: Will the gentleman give the name of 
the officer of the Army who made that statement? 

“Mr. Helm: I cannot. 1 can only say that the article 
itself states that it is an officer of the line high up in 
the official circles. 

“Mr. Anthony: Then all the knowledge that the gentle- 
man has is obtained from a newspaper article? As a 
matter of fact, this general may be fictitious for all 
the gentleman knows. Does the gentleman believe that 
this Government is being swindled out of $80,000,000 of 
efficiency ? 

“Mr. Helm: Oh, when you come to the word swindled, 
of course I do not mean to say that the Government is 
being swindled. There is a lack of business management, 
there is negligence somewhere, there is carelessness on 
the part of somebody in the handling of the funds that 
come into their hands.” 


AEROPLANES—CAVALRY AGAIN, 


“T stand with the gentleman from Virginia on a good 
many propositions in this bill, but it is a great regret 
to me that he thinks it is necessary to reduce the appro- 
priation for aeroplanes. It will be far better to reduce 
any other appropriation in the bill and increase this. I do 
not believe the country desires that our study and in- 
vestigation of air navigation shall be restricted or cur- 
tailed in the effort to save a paltry $50,000. [Applause. ] 

“Mr. Hay: Mr. Chairman, the appropriation to which 
the gentleman from Illinois refers was reduced by the 
committee largely. by the statement made by the Chief 
Signal Officer, General Allen, as to the amount expended 
from last year’s appropriation, and also upon the state- 
ment made by him that the manufacture of aeroplanes 
was in its infancy. ‘The committee believed that it was 
not the part of wisdom to buy a lot of what might 
become in the very near future useless machines. Now. 
General Allen said that he has left at the present time 
$72,000 of the appropriation which was made last year. 
He said that they desired to purchase aeroplanes suffi- 
cient to have a fleet or flock, or whatever you call it— 

“Mr. Ames: Covey. [Laughter.] 

“Mr. Hay: A fleet of nineteen or twenty aeroplanes; 
twenty was what they desired. ‘They have seven now, 
and with $72,000, which they already have, they can 
purchase twelve more, which would nearly make the 
number they say they ought to have. I asked him how 
much it took to maintain these aeroplanes, and he said 
up to the present time they had expended $18,000 for 
maintaining them. So that we are making a very liberal 
appropriation for the maintenance of these aeroplanes 
und for the purchase of all the aeroplanes that the Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army says they want to carry at 
this time. Now, these aeroplanes only cost $5,000 apiece. 
Therefore I can see no reason why we should now in- 
crease this appropriation, which, upon the showing of 
the Chief Signal Officer. is amply sufficient to do what 
they want to do.” 

Mr. Anthony said: “Taking into consideration the 
deficiency of Cavalry in the National Guard, the general 
average of Cavalry then resulting in this country will 
he about the equivalent of that in foreign armies to-day. 
Consider this great country of ours. We have an area 
of 38,700,000 square miles. ‘Take the great West, the 
great areas of the countries to the south of us, where a 
large Cavalry force would be absolutely necessary in 
a campaign, and clearly fifteen regiments of Cavalry 
would be a mere handful to cover that country. Take 
the situation down on the southern border of this coun- 
try. for instance. If during the last year it had been 
necessary for the United States to have sent an army 
into Mexico in order to preserve order there, the small 
number of cavalrymen we had in the recent concentration 
of troops on the border would have been a mere handful 
to have accompanied an army of occupation into that 
country. The same is true to the north of us. In case 
it should be necessary to send an army into either of 
the countries on our borders the number of our Cavalry 
would be but a handful. Taking into consideration the 
fact that the present National Guard is deficient in 
Cavalry, the present number of Regular Cavalry regi- 
ments is not at all out of proportion.” , 

Mr. Anthony showed that in the Civil War the pro- 
portions were 223 regiments of Cavalry to 980 of In- 
fantry. He said: “In a reasonable consideration of our 
first line of Infantry—Militia 145 and Regulars thirty— 
say. 175 regiments—nineteen divisions, five field armies— 
it is right to assign nineteen Cavalry regiments as 
divisional Cavalry and to give to each two field armies 
at least an independent Cavalry division, say, two and 
a half divisions—twenty-one regiments. Summing this 
up we see that the first line would require for its 175 
Infantry regiments forty Cavalry regiments instead of 
the twenty-one—fifteen Regular and six Militia—that 
we have. Estimating the Cavairy regiments at 1,200 
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and thé Infantry regiments at 1,500, there results 183 
sabers to 1,000 bayonets. Estimating the Cavalry regi- 
ments at 750, half the strength of Infantry regiments, 
the proportion would be 114 sabers to 1,000 bayonets.” 

Criticising the Service Corps provision, Mr. Mondell 
said: “I think we ought to maintain the Military Estab- 
lishment as a military establishment strictly, as an effi- 
cient fighting force, and that every man who has a title 
in our Army should acquire that title as a fighting man, 
and that any man who receives emolument by reason of 
service should receive it by reason of his service as a 
part of a fighting force. ‘This includes, of course, the 
men of the Medical Corps, who are liable at any time to 
be called to do dangerous duty. My thought is that we 
should keep the military and civil services separate.” 

“Mr. Prince: I remember distinctly that I asked how 
many men would be affected by the retirement provision 
for paymasters’ clerks, and it was estimated that there 
would be four or six. Sixteen are now there at retired 
pay of about $200 a month. ‘The old soldier who fought 
four years in the Civil War is given $12 a month against 
$200 for men working in comfortable quarters as pay- 
masters’ clerks. ‘That is a fair sample of what a civil 
pension list for clerks will amount to. The men who 
do the service for their country receive but little, and 
the men who do but little, except in the clerical sense, 
will receive the large pay. I am not going to subscribe 
to the civil service pension list yet, and I am opposed 
to it in this shape.” 

Mr. Sherley offered an amendment, which was rejected, 
substituting specific appropriations for the general appro- 
priations under the head of “Incidental Expenses, 
Q.M.D.” He said: “My criticism of all the departments 
—and it is particularly true of both the War Depart- 
ment and the Navy Department—is not that we maintain 
too large establishments, but that the methods by which 
they are maintained are unnecessarily extravagant and 
expensive. Inasmuch as there seems to be but little 
disposition to get correction from the administrative end, 
it follows that Congress must continue to insist, as it 
has been doing in the recent past. upon having the esti- 
mates so itemized and presented here on the floor that 
we can exercise an individual judgment that might not 
be necessary if more judgment were exercised somewhere 
else. And while we realize that it is impracticable to 
make the change in this bill at this time, I think the 
suggestion is well worth the attention of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, and wherever a gross appropriation 
is made, amounting to $1,000,000 or more, if it is pos- 
sible to divide it and present it in segregated parts it 
ought to be done.” 
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BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 

A careful perusal of the reports from the summer 
camp of 1911, showed that in many an undue 
amount of time and attention was devoted to guard 
duty, and thereby needed instruction in drills and tacti- 
cal exercises was curtailed. Iixcessive guard duty 
brought about a material percentage of absentees from 
other outdoor work. A solution of this problem consists 
in a medium course being followed. It is believed that, 
rather than have a large, indifferently instructed guard, 
it would be preferable to reduce it and improve the in- 
struction. If the Regular Service is taken as a guide, 
note is made of the fact that in the San Antonio camps, 
no guard was on duty in some instances during the day, 
and only a squad by night, and yet no property was lost 
or stolen. Guard duty in camps is primarily for the 
safety of property. An attempt should be made_ to 
have every officer and man present at drill, and other 
forms of instruction. 

The state of New Hampshire is providing in every 
armory a cleaning stand in which are kept cleaning ma- 
terials, cloth, oil, etc. This stand is placed in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the arm racks, and is large enough 
so that four or five men can clean their rifles at the same 
time. The following practical methods of instruction 
are carried on in California: Shelter tent pitching: 
2x 4's, with holes bored at proper intervals to receive 
the shelter tent pins, are attached by bolts to the floor 
which has been carefully measured and chalked off so 
that the tents can be readily pitched. Map reading with 
twelve-inch scale and sand table: Simple problems are 
worked out on the map such as “Ilow long will it take 
a company of infantry marching 24 miles an hour, to 
march from A to B?’ The sand table is used in con- 
nection with the blackboard by first contouring on the 
board a regular formed piece of ground and then con- 
structing same on the table, and vice versa, etc. Sig- 
naling: Two squads operate from different parts of the 
armory. The method for beginners is not to have them 
study the code separately from the practical work, but 
to constantly use the book as a reference in the send- 
ing and receiving of messages. 

It is not the intention of the War Department to au- 
thorize joint Army and Militia coast defense exercises 
this year of so extensive a character as to require the 
presence of infantry supports. The exercises this year 
will be limited to joint encampments of the Coast. Artil- 
lery Reserves of the Organized Militia primarily for the 
purpose of holding their target practice, and such exer- 
cises of a joint character as may be authorized will be 
only such as can be carried out with the troops of the 
Regular Coast Artillery in garrison at the Coast Artil- 
lery posts. 
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SIGNAL CORPS AVIATION SCHOOL. 
Signal Corps Aviation School, 
Augusta, Ga., Feb. 18, 1912. 

Considerable rain during the past week permitted fly- 
ing for only three days at the Aviation School; twenty- 
five flights were made, having a total duration of five 
hours and six minutes. Nothing of exceptional interest 
occurred. 

A new type of tent hangar has been received and is 
now in use. It was designed to fit the Wright type 
aeroplanes and is made as small as possible with the 
object of saving weight so that it may be transported 
with facility during military operations. 


An Augusta press despatch of Feb. 19 reports that 
Lieut. Frank M. Kennedy, 10th Inf., was badly injured 
that afternoon when his Curtiss aeroplane turned turtle 
at a height of 100 feet and crashed to the ground. Tle 
was caught under the machine and several ribs and his 
left arm were broken. He recovered consciousness two 
hours after the accident, but could give no clear explana- 
tion of the mishap. 


PERSONALITY OF GENERAL WOOD. 


The New York Sun of Sunday, Feb. 11, has an excel- 
lent likeness of General Wood, with a personal descrip- 
tion of the General and some account of his opinions. 
The writer says: “There is no doubt in Washington or 
in the Army that Major General Wood is one of the 
strongest personalities it has raised up in many years. 
If you catch General Wood in one of his characteristic 
attitudes you will find him standing with his feet planted 
well apart and hands thrust in the trousers pockets of 
a blue serge suit. A bright red tie, by the way, always 
goes with the blue suit.” 

Here are some of General Wood’s well known opinions, 
which are enlarged upon by the writer of this article: 

““There are two fundamentally different conceptions 


of our Regular Army,’ said General Wood. ‘One ot 
these is that of a permanent organization of professional 
soldiers, men who adopt the military profession for their 
sole aim in life and who should be brought to the highest 
possible standard in their profession that training anl 
long service can produce. ‘The other view is that one 
of the main purposes of the modern army is its function 
as a school for the citizen soldier; that the army should 
train in arms as large a number of its citizens as pos- 
sible, who after their training go back to their normal 
lives ready to be called upon only in the emergency of 
war. I believe we should endeavor to pass through the 
Army as many men as possible, returning them to civil 
and industrial pursuits after a few years of cencentrated 
and progressive instruction.’ 

“Tt is not strange then that General Wood is found 
among the ardent supporters of the teaching of rifle 
shooting in the public schools. He is likewise a thorough 
believer in the Boy Scout movement as a step toward 
training the American boy in some of the elements of 
what would be required of him as a citizen in case of a 
national call to arms. 

‘“**Preparedness for war,’ said General Wood, speaking 
of this policy, ‘will not exist in this country until a 
sufficient reserve made up of men who have served at 
least one enlistment in the Regular Army or Militia 
has been created. Long service with the colors, with 
the encouragement of re-enlistment, means an army a 
large portion of which is serving for retirement and has 
passed the age of greatest physical activity and resist- 
ance. Its value as a field force has fallen off.’ 

“But, General Wood declares, of even more importance 
than a reserve of men is a reserve of munitions of war. 
The present state of unpreparedness he attributes, in 
part, to our failure to assemble an adequate reserve of 
war material, especially in Field Artillery guns and 
ammunition. ‘Citizen soldiery brought into the service 
of the United States will be of no value,’ said General 
Wood, ‘if we are not prepared to give them arms and 
ammunition when they are organized. 

““T consider the bill to establish a council of national 


* defense which is now before Congress the most important 


military measure pending in that body,’ said General 
Wood.” 
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BROOKLYN BRANCH, NAVY Y.M.C.A, 

The Brooklyn Branch of the Navy Y.M.C.A., at 167 
Sands street, Borough gf Brooklyn, near the New York 
Navy Yard, has had a very successful year, as is shown 
by the report of the secretary, W. L. ‘Tisdale, submitted 
at the annual meeting of this branch held on Jan. 31. 
This branch maintains a building near the navy: yard for 
the comfort and convenience of the enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps when away from their ships, on 
liberty or furlough or when paid off between enlistments. 
It is also the home of many retired naval veterans of 
the Civil and Spanish wars. ‘This building was erected 
by the joint gifts of Miss Helen Gould and Mrs. Russell 
Sage, who together gave $850,000 in order that the men 
of the Service might have a club of their own in New 
York. The building is conceded to be the best in the 
world for the exclusive use of the men of any navy. 
The reports submitted by subcommittees stated that the 
use of the building was more than thirty per cent. 
greater in 1911 than in any previous year. The number 
of visits recorded was 578.868, an average of more than 
one thousand each day, and the number of different men 
availing themselves of the privileges was over 20,000 or 
practically every Navy sailor coming to New York during 
the year. The use of the building was the largest during 
fleet review week, when between 4,000 and 5,000 sailors 
visited it each day. ‘The number of men sheltered over 
night was 101,717, of whom 7.000 slept on floors after 
all the 780 beds had been rented. During the year at 
least 6,000 men applied for beds and went elsewhere 
after finding that none could be had. In the restaurant 
115,000 meals were served. More than $550,000 of 
money belonging to the men was handled by the cashier. 
Over 1,000 sailors left money on deposit for safe keeping, 
and on Dee. 31, 1911, there was a balance to their credit 
of $126,504. These accounts varied in amounts from 
$5 to more than $9,000. 

The gymnasium, running track and swimming pool 
attracted 12,911 men to the building for the basketball 
games, athletic meets, gymnastic exhibitions and for 
training for special events. The branch gymnasium was 
officially recognized by the Navy officers as the place 
for indoor athletics and games, while the swimming pool 
was utilized by three ships in order that their crews 
might qualify while at the yard. Swimming instruction 
was given without charge to 2,436 men during the year. 
In order that the building might be attractive to the men 
many entertainments were held, at which the attendance 
was over 9,000. The Bible classes, meetings and prac- 
tical talks within the building and on shipboard were 
enjoyed by 16,943 men. The most unique feature of the 
work was that on board ships at the yard, on eight 
battleships, as well as on torpedoboat destroyers and 
cruisers. One hundred and fifty-one such gatherings 
were held, at which time the men were informed as to 
the effect of aleohol upon the human system, were told 
how best to preserve their health, and were given direct 
religious instruction, inasmuch as on nearly all ships 
thus visited there were no chaplains stationed. The 
officers co-operated enthusiastically, and frequently every 
man on board off duty would be present. 

* The physical director of the branch went to Cuba 
for three months in the winter of 1911 in order that he 
might do similar work there under the direction of the 
Army and Navy Department of the International Com- 
mittee of the Young Men’s Christian Association. and 
Mr. Swartz, a secretary who was trained at the branch, 
is now on board the flagship of the Asiatic Fleet in 
China, directing similar activities for the same organiza- 





tion. Quarters were assigned during the year at the 
Marine Barracks, on Flushing avenue, for association 
work among the marines stationed there, and a secretary 
was employed to give his entire time to its development. 
He held’ meetings, lectures, entertainments, practical 
talks and educational classes, and co-operated with the 


* officers in stimulating an interest in the use of the post 


library, gymnasium, bowling alleys and pool room. He 
organized basketball, bowling and indoor baseball teams, 
and in co-operation with the physical director of the 
branch induced the marines to avail themselves of the 
privileges of the gymnasium and swimming pool in 
the Sands street building. As the result of this work 
many marines visited the building when formerly few 
found their way to it. From Sept. 25, 1911, to Dec. 31 
the attendance at all barracks branch activities was 
reported to be 4,226. 

During the year there was an employed force of eighty 
men in the building, many of whom had been connected 
with it since the organization of this work in 1899. The 
current expenses during the year amounted to $98,619, 
of which the income from the building in fees paid for 
rooms, meals, lockers and other privileges provided 
$88,499, the balance of $9,120 being contributed by 503 
friends of the men of the Navy.

Ir accordance with its custom of extending the 
privileges of the building to sailors of foreign navies, 
the crew of the Portuguese third class cruiser Republica 
were invited to the Navy Y.M.C.A. during their recent 
stay in New York. It marked the first visit of sailors 
of the new Portuguese republic to America. Before 
the ship sailed forty otficers and men were given an auto- 
mobile ride around the city by the association, after 
which they were shown over the building, served a 
supper and entertained by a concert given by the band 
of the U.S.S. New Hampshire, a vaudeville show and 
basketball game in the gymnasium. ‘Two hundred blue- 
jackets from the battleship New Hampshire, the cruiser 
Salem and the receivingship Hancock, as well as men 
from the Marine Barracks, were the hosts on this occa- 
sion. The Portuguese sailors, although unable to speak 
English, fraternized with the American bluejackets, and 
seemed thoroughly to enjoy the evening. 

Since the Navy Y.M.C.A. work -was established in 
1899 sailors from the navies of Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy, Argentine Republic, China, Mexico. 
Brazil, the Netherlands and Sweden have enjoyed the 
hospitality of the building. 


ELIMINATION: AND PROMOTION. 

An officer who has given the subject considerable 
thought has proposed 2 plan for the elimination of unfit 
officers and for promotion in general which is receiving 
considerable attention. In brief this plan is as follows: 

“My proposition is that we combine the following 
features into one general plan for the elimination of 
unfit officers and for the reward of qualified officers : 

“First. Selection in time of peace for higher command 
in the event of war. 

“Second. Selection of colonels with final disposition 
of officers overslaughed. 

“Third. Stopping the promotion of a limited number 
of undeserving and inefficient officers. 





“Fourth. Probationary commission for second lieu- 
tenants. 
“First. Selection in time of peace for higher command 


in the event of war. With reference to this subject I 
wish to quote from the Military Service Institution: 
‘It is quite sufficient to point out that by determining 
the positions which must be filled, selecting and revising 
the prospective appointees annually and announcing 
them in the Army Register, and by establishing by law 
the rule that at the outbreak of war the selections 
announced in the last Register must stand (barring mis- 
conduct or declination), we accomplish at once reforms 
of inealeulable importance. We eliminate the untimely 
and demoralizing influence of politics, favoritism and 
chance; we help the Government to prepare for war; we 
help officers to prepare for their special duties in war; 
we ensure capable commanders and efficient staffs; we 
create a powerful incentive to earnest endeavor in time 
of peace; and we have at hand, at all times, an effective 
means of recognizing meritorious officers.’ 

“Second. Selection of colonels with final disposition 
of officers overslaughed. No successful business institu- 
tion permits any of its employees to become the head 
of the company, or even of one of its departments, merely 
because he outlives the men who entered the business 
before he did. The colonel of a regiment is a very im- 
portant person, having a greater power for good or evil 
than even a department commander. Whenever in- 
efficiency or difficulties may be encountered in the Service 
a great part can be attributed to colonels who have not 
the temperamental qualities or natural abilities to com- 
mand a regiment in approved fashion. I suggest that a 
board be convened periodically to determine what lieu- 
tenant colonels near the head of the list are fitted and 
entitled to the command of a regiment, and what lieu- 
tenant colonels are not so qualified. When a vacancy 
occurs the senior lieutenant colonel favorably ‘reported 
upon is promoted, the lieutenant colonel or lieutenant 
colonels whom he has overslaughed being promoted and 
retired. This feature could stand by itself with great 
benefit to the Service, and without any important in- 
crease in the retired list. Taken in connection with the 
remainder of the plan noted below, the number of officers 
retired as colonels would be materially decreased. ‘The 
officers retired can have no possible complaint so far as 
means of livelihood are concerned, and the Government 
will have had for its service thirty of the best years of 
their lives. 

“Third. Stopping the promotion of a limited number 
of undeserving and inefficient officers. I have estimated 
that there are between 200 and 300 positions that are 
best filled by Army officers, but which are still of a 
second or third class character, requiring quite ordinary 
abilities, or positions that can be filled by men who are 
not temperamentally fitted to come in contact with or 
command troops. 

“In a general way I would say that these positions 
include post quartermasters, who have nothing to do but 
see to the upkeep of the post, and to he caretakers and 
commanding officers when the troops are absent and no 
one is in the post except perhaps the caretakers them- 
selves. They include many of the recruiting officers and 
some of the smaller college details, and, in general, all 
positions where some knowledge of military affairs is 
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necessary and where an oflicial of the Government, 
rather than a mere employee, is needed. It makes no 
difference what may be the rank of the officers holding 
these positions. A first lieutenant would do as well as 
a colonel, or vice versa. We will make up this extra 
list by transferring captains from the line, the board 
having the duty of naming the captains, being instructed 
to consider all captains in the order of their seniority. 
These officers would get no further promotion, and at 
sixty-four years of age would retire as now provided by 
law, unless, of course, they have retired before that 
time. Vacancies in the extra list will be filled annually 
by transferring officers thereto as recommended by a 
board. The result of this provision would be that all 
officers who are permanently commissioned as lieutenants 
will have from fifteen to twenty years in which to 
demonstrate their fitness. If they have failed to do so 
they may find themselves upon the extra list, barred 
from further promotion. But the Government, having 
withdrawn them from civil pursuits, and having taught 
them a profession which is useless in civil life, retains 
them and utilizes them to the Government’s best in- 
terest, while the line is relieved from the inefficiency that 
now results from the promotion of all officers to field 
grades practically without any test as to their efficiency 
or suitability. It is my idea that no regulation now in 
effect looking to the complete elimination of unworthy 
officers should be changed either in its character or 
application; that the matter that I have suggested be 
additional thereto. Its advantage lies in the fact that 
the elimination of a certain number of officers is abso- 
litely unavoidable. Senator Jones may exert powerful 
influence to save a friend of his from being transferred 
to the extra list, but the duty devolves on the President 
i) place somebody on that list, and it is an easy matter 
to) show Senator Jones that if his man, duly sentenced, 
is pardoned, some innocent man, or, at least, some man 
\ho is guilty in a lesser degree, must bear the punish- 
ment. 

“Fourth. Probationary commission for second lieu- 
tenants. The Engineer Corps has already put into effect 
ihe idea of giving second lieutenants probationary com- 
nissions prior to their regular appointments. This is 
sound in principle. Lieutenants should be commissioned 
for twe years, and at the end of that time the question 
of their permanent commission should be decided by a 
hoard consisting (in my opinion) of all the field officers 
2nd captains of the regiment in which he has served. 
It would not be possible to fix the number that must in 
any ease be dropped at the end of the probationary 
period, but an investigation and decision by a board of 
«lcers most immediately concerned and having the most 
intimate knowledge of the lieutenants will check the 
ordinary career of undesirable or unsuitable appointees.” 


A SERVICE CO-OPERATIVE COMPANY. 

The Army and Navy Co-operative Company was in- 
corporated at Albany. New York, on Feb. 17, with a 
capital of $400,000. Within a short time the company 
will have a store open in New York city, its purpose 
leing to “reduce the cost of living by selling the best 
articles of domestic consumption and general use at the 
lowest remunerative rates.” It is the plan of the founders 
of this enterprise to fill the needs of officers in the Army, 
the Navy, the Marine Corps, the Revenue Cutter Service, 
the Militia of the various states and, in fact, all national 
and state forces. The company is the result of discus- 
sion among Army and Navy officers for some years past 
as to the possibility of duplicating in this country the 
system of co-operative military stores in England, by 
which those in the Service may purchase any article of 
merchandise at a slight advance over the cost price. 

It is proposed to sell not only equipment, but articles 
‘or domestic consumption at the lowest remunerative 
rates, and the service will be especially valuable, it 
is believed, to officers at isolated Army posts. — The 
advantages of the organization are to be extended not 
only to the Army and Navy and all the civilian employees 
of all branches of the Service, but to the state Militia 
as well and to those who have been connected with the 
Regular and Volunteer Service. ’ 

The list of incorporatcrs is headed by Rear Admiral 
Adolph Marix, U.S.N., retired. ‘The general manager of 
the corporation, and one of the men who have had much 
10 do with bringing it into existence will be Capt. Henry 
Ilarrison Seott, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., who is to 
retire from active service next month and will devote 
himself exclusively to the co-operative company. Captain 
Scott is a son-in-law of the late Rear Admiral William 
Tl. Sampson. He was one of the forty officers chosen 
by the War Department to go to San Francisco at the 
time of the earthquake to direct the relief work, and was 
one of the six officers selected by the citizens of San 
i'rancisco to remain and assist in refugee and relief 
work. While Rudolph Spreckels was in nominal charge 
of this work, the bulk of the executive work fell on 
Captain Scott, and after he had concluded a tour of 
duty of over a year there the citizens gave him a vote 
of thanks. The active management of the corporation 
\ill also be in the hands of Edgar L. Lewis, of New 
York, a capitalist and former treasurer and chief owner 
of the firm of Callahan and Company, a large law 
publishing concern, in which Mr. Lewis has recently sold 
his interest. Among the incorporators of the company 
are Rear Admiral William ''. Swinburne, U.S.N.; Major 
Gen. Charles F. Roe, Col. William G. Bates and Major 
Francis G. Landon, N.G.N.Y.; Lieut. Col. Cyrus Ss. 
Rtadford and Major Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C.; Comdr. 
Iuke MeNamee, U.S.N.; Capt. Frank T. Hines_ and 
Major William R. Smith, C.A.C.; Capt. Robert S. Welsh, 
bield Art.; Capt. Alexander R. Piper, U.S.A.; Harry 
Holmes Benedict, of the N.Y., N.H. and H. Railroad, 
and Murray H. Coggeshall, the banker. _ The attorney 
for the inecorporators and one of the directors is T. 
ludlow Chrystie. ' : f 

The capital stock of the corporation is to. consist of 
{0,000 shares of the par value of $10 each, and each 
share is to be sold at par. ‘he sale of the stock is to 
Le limited entirely to persons who are and have been 
in the military and naval Service and the National 
(‘uard, and the amount of stock sold to each member 
of the association will also be limited. The temporary 
office of the company has been opened in the Times 
Square Building, where the final work of organization 
will be completed. , f 

The corporation will do a mail order business to a 
large extent and sell only for cash. The purchase of a 
share of stock at $10 will entitle the snareholder to 
purchase from the company during the life of the cor- 
poration, and after the 40,000 shares have been sold 
jersons desiring to purchase from the company’s stores 
will be required to buy an annual membership card at $3. 





The organizers of the company expect to engage two 
lofts on one of the side streets of the city not far from 
the Army and Navy Club, and start the chain of stores 
with two departments. Buyers for the corporation will 
be in the field within thirty days, and not long after- 
ward the company will be ready to begin filling orders. 
When the New York stores have been made an assured 
success branch stores will be opened in Washington, and 
as_the organization grows in financial strength stores 
will be opened elsewhere. 

One of the men most active in the organization of the 
company said of its plans: “For many years Army and 
Navy officers have been discussing means by which they 
could make their modest salaries provide the necessities 
of life and as many of the comforts as possible. Many 
of us are stationed in out of the way stations, and it 
has been impossible to do our trading in such a way that 
we got anything like value received for our money. 
Added to this is the present high cost of living. 

“Some of us knew of the Army and Navy Co-operative 
Society, Ltd., of England, and the plan of that company 
appeared to offer a solution of the difficulty. This com- 
pany has become one of the most powerful merchandizing 
concerns in the world. Since it was established in 1871 
its shares have increased in value sixty times, or from 
a shilling to three pounds one shilling, and has paid 300 
per cent. a year dividends in recent years. 

“There is not the slightest reason why the Army and 
Navy Co-operative Company in this country cannot be 
equally successful. We will conduct our company along 
slightly different lines. Our purpose will not be to pay 
large dividends, but to make just enough profit on our 
sales to establish a small sinking fund that will enable 
us to eniarge our business. The retired Army and Navy 
officers identified with the management of the company 
will be guided at all times by the advice and constant 
service of successful business men, who will be devoting 
their entire time to extending the usefulness of the 
company.”

INTERNATIONAL RIFLE TEAMS. 

The National Rifle Association of America, in addi- 
tion to the rifle teams they are sending to South America 
and Sweden, has authorized the organization of a team 
to represent the United States in the International Con- 
tinental Rifle Matches which will be held this year at 
Bayonne-Biarritz, France, during the latter part of 
July. These international continental matches are an 
old established institution. They are the matches of the 
International Union of National Rifle Associations, in 
which fourteen nations hold membership. The United 
States has been a member for several years, but has 
never attended any of the shoots owing to the fact that 
the style of shooting is so radically different from that 
earried on in this country. The rifles authorized and 
used are of a type called “Scheutzen” and are very heavy 
rifles with palm rest, hair triggers, and often equipped 
with peep and globe sights. The shooting is all at 3800 
meters on a decimal target similar to what is called the 
German ring target in this country. The team that will 
represent the United States this year will have to be 
equipped with this special rifle. 

While the French matches are in progress there will 
be held a convention for the purpose of deciding upon 
where the 1913 matches are to be held, and the Ameri- 
can delegation will present an invitation to that body 
to have the matches held in the United States next year 
at Camp Perry, Ohio. Plans for holding the interna- 
tional matches at Camp Perry are under way, and the 
three teams that are going abroad will carry with them 
official invitations to the riflemen of Europe and South 
American to come to the United States next year. | 

Ohio has guaranteed $10,000 for prizes, which will be 
distributed between three international teams and two 
international individual matches, and one team and indi- 
vidual revolver match. The program will include the 
“Palma” match and a special Pan-American match. 

The try-out to select the men for the team to go to 
France will be held at Camp Perry on May 25, 24, 2! 
After these three days’ shooting all but twenty-five men 
will be eliminated, and these twenty-five will have a fur- 
ther test of their skill and ability on Monday, the 27th. 

Subscriptions to pay the expenses of the Olmypic and 
South American teams are being received by the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, Washington, D.C.

THE DU PONT POWDER COMPANY. 

Under the title of “Development of a Great Industry” 
Muriel Bailey, in Leslie’s Weekly, writes of the EK. I. 
du Pont de Nemours Powder Company, of Wilmington, 
Del., and its century or more of growth and business 
success. On Jan. 1, 1800, 2 sailing vessel dropped anchor 
off Bergen Point, N.J., after a stormy voyage of three 
months. Among passengers was a family of French 
IIuguenots who, like other families of the nobility, had 
left France after the Revolution. ‘The head of the 
family was Pierre Samuel du Pont de Nemours, a 
famous French political economist, author of many books. 
With him were his wife and their two sons, The elder 
was Victor Marie du Pont de Nemours, who had been 
secretary of the French Legation at Charleston from 
1787 to 1789. His wife was the daughter of the Marquis 
de Pelleport. They had two sons, Charles Irenee, born 
at Charleston, and Samuel Francis. afterward the Ad- 
miral du Pont of the U.S. Navy who opened fire on Fort 
Sumter in the Civil War and was in command of the 
fleet that captured Port Royal, S.C. The younger son, 
Eleuthere Irenée du Pont de Nemours, had also with him 
his wife and their children. E 

Their property swept away, the times too turbulent 
for safety, Pierre Samuel du_ Pont and his two sons 
decided to make the United States their future home. 
While visiting in Massachusetts, looking for a permanent 
location and occupation, a hunting trip was planned. 
Kleuthere Irenee du Pont, noting the poor quality of 
powder for the flintlock, was informed that it was the 
hest that could be obtained in America. Young du Pont 
decided to go into the business of powder making. He 
wrote to his friend, Thomas Jefferson, then President. 
for advice. Jefferson was enthusiastic over the sugges- 
tion. Mr. du Pont selected a place on the banks of the 
Brandywine, five or six miles outside of Wilmington, 
Del., and there he built his powder mills. | 

He returned to France, the revolution being over, and 
brought with him on his return a full equipment. 
mechanics and complete plans for his mill. This mill 
was erected in 1802 and has been making powder ever 
since, excepting during times of: rebuilding’ after ex- 
plosions. 

The du Pont de Nemours plant took: orders from ‘the 
Government for its needs in its very beginning, and ever 
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since 1802 the Government has bought powder from no 
concerns saving those controlled by the du Pont de 
Nemours family. The Government, however, has now 
two plants of its own, where government powder is made 
with machinery designed and patented by the du Pont 
Company. The Government has never paid any royalty. 
The du Ponts have always believed the Government 
entitled to anything in their power to give it. 

For many years the du Vont family were the only 
powder making company in the United States. They 
have always led in the explosives business. They first 
introduced dynamite into this country, and a reliable 
smokeless powder. As the country developed westward, 
the du Ponts developed with it and took their trend that 
way. After about fifty years had passed the du Ponts 
took control of the Hazard Powder Company, and later 
purchased sixty-six per cent. of the Uriental Company. 
The next powder company in size was the Laflin and 
Rand Powder Company. In the early seventies, by 
mutual consent, the du Pouts became partners in this 
company. 

During the period when pools were the fashion the 
du Ponts were members of various explosive pools, and 
were generally able to control the entire pools. Early 
in 1902 the head of the company died. Other members 
of the family had been so occupied in the making of 
explosives that they were unacquainted with the com- 
mercial end of a business. ‘Therefore three of the younger 
members of the family, two of them not connected with 
the concern, but who have a good general commercial 
training, arranged to buy the older members out. This 
was done in 1902. The new management, after consulta- 
tion with the best legal talent, decided to put every 
company the du Ponts controlled into one company. In 
view of the Sherman anti-trust law they withdrew from 
all pool trade agreements and were careful not to put 
into this combination any companies not under their 
absolute authority. 

Irom father to son the business has been handed 
down. The boys have been taught to work—to become 
producers. There are young men among the du Ponts, 
whose fortunes could more than permit them to live lives 
of ease, who go daily to the hardest tasks, glad to carry 
forward the heritage of their forefathers. The du Ponts 
have furnished officers in times of war, as well as never 
failing in any emergency to satisfy to the utmost the 
dependence of the Government upon them for the essen- 
tial requirements of war. 

This article ascribes to popular prejudice against trusts 
the trial which found the company guilty under the anti- 
trust law. ‘The true conditions, it is stated, regarding 
monopoly are as follows: In dynamite—which is the 
largest part of the explosive business—competitors had 
forty-one plants, with a capacity of 299,310,000 pounds. 
The du Pont Company has eleven plants, with a capacity 
of 258,062,000 pounds. In black blasting powder, next 
in importance (these two make up ninety per cent. of 
the business), the competitors have fifty-three plants, 
with a capacity of 18,580,000 kegs, as against the du 
Pont Company’s fifteen plants, with a capacity of 
8,698,000 kegs. In dynamite the competitors of the du 
Ponts can supply about sixty per cent. of the trade; in 
black blasting powder about seventy-five per cent, of the 
trade. Monopoly of the powder business, this article 
maintains, would be an impossibility.

SOME THOUGHTS UPON THE ARMY. 

How to save a million a year.—It appears that the last 
Pay bill of the American Army appropriated more money 
than was necessary for its good organization, in that 
the pay of every enlisted man was raised from $13 to 
$15 per month. Why would it not be a good idea in the 
reorganization of the Army which is about to take place 
to provide that there shall be throughout the Service two 
classes of enlisted men, viz., “privates” and “first class 
privates”; that every man during his first enlistment 
shall serve one calendar year as a “private” at $13 per 
month. At the end of this period he shall have permis- 
sion to leave the Army provided proper arrangements are 
made so that he is not indebted to the United States for 
clothing, ete. At the end of the first year’s enlistment 
every soldier to be eligible for promotion to “first class 
private,” and to be promoted on the proper recom- 
mendations of his commanding officers, and not otherwise. 
If at the end of his first enlistment (three or five years) 
a soldier has not been raised to the grade of “first class 
private” or non-commissioned officer he shall not be re- 
enlisted. In this way a very considerable sum will be 
saved in the pay of enlisted men. ‘There are now con- 
siderable numbers of men serving in the Army whose 
services to the Government are not worth more than $13 
per month, and these men are being paid with a mistaken 
generosity the wages of better ones. 

Concerning an Army service detachment for the Army 
at large.—It is believed that this plan, now strongly 
advocated, will prove a disappointment to its projectors. 
The U.S. Military Academy has had for some years a 
detachment of Army service men, who are excellent, 
steady soldiers, selected after personal observation of each 
one. There are some 208 enlisted men in this detachment. 
Theoretically they should do all the work of the post 
and leave the detachments of Artillery, Cavalry and 
Engineers stationed at West Point free for purely mili- 
tary duties. As a matter of fact, the Army service de- 
tachment, although working faithfully, has never suc- 
ceeded in fulfilling this desideratum. You will find the 
fatigue of the post being done by prisoners and details 
from the other detachments, working without extra pay 
alongside of the Army service men working with such 
pay. This produces discontent among the enlisted men 
at West Point belonging to the various detachments, and 
a like condition of discontent would be produced if the 
same conditions prevailed in the Army, as they seem 
likely to do. 

Of course the duty at West Point is somewhat different 
from the duty at other posts on account of the fact that 
cadets must be served first, and have many requirements. 

Concerning a reduction of the Cavalry from fifteen 
regiments to ten.—No one can say that there is not work 
enough in America, on the borders of Mexico, in Hawaii 
and the Philippines, not to mention occasional occupa- 
tions of Cuba and expeditions to China, for fifteen regi- 
ments of mounted men. It is proposed to reduce the 
Cavalry by five regiments because there are only thirty 
regiments of Infantry, and the proportion of Infantry to 
Cavalry should not be more than three to one. Why 
would it not be rational to raise the number of Infantry 
regiments from thirty to forty-five, as it was in 1867, 
and at the same time to increase the number of Engineérs 
and Field Artillery to the recognized ratios? The duties 
already in sight for the American Army would give an 
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army of this sort plenty of work in time of peace. In 
time of war it would be a little nucleus around which a 
volunteer army might be built in time. 

Concerning the utilization of the Organized Militia of 
the United States as a portion of the active Army.— 
Many plans have been proposed for this purpose. Of 
them one appears to have especial merit, which is this: 
That each Infantry regiment of Organized Militia should 
elect some officer of the Regular Army as its lieutenant 
colonel. All its other officers would be from the regiment 
itself. The lieutenant colonel would be selected by the 
officers after consultation with the War Department. 
The business of the lieutenarft colonel would be to remain 
with the Militia regiment so long as they were in field 
maneuvers and at other times whenever he was useful. 
At the same time this officer could attend to such business 
as recruiting within the state, etc., for the benefit of the 
Regular Army, so that his time would be doubly employed 
and his services doubly useful. The effect of such an 
arrangement would be, it appears, to have with each 
regiment of state troops an officer whom they had selected, 
with whom they were familiar and who would be familiar 
with their abilities and with their wants. In case of war 
they would go to the field with at least one officer of 
high training, in whom they had confidence, and not be 
dumped upon a battlefield as the unfortunate 71st New 
York was before Santiago. 

Concerning a method of paying officers of the Regular 
Army.—For over a hundred years there have been dis- 
satisfactions within the American Army due to the 
different rate of promotion within the different arms of 
the Service and the fact that pay has been proportional 
to rank. Why would it not be an excellent experiment 
to pay the officers of the American Army as the officers 
of the army of British India are paid, viz., by length of 
service alone? : 

In this way an officer's pay would be raised every five 
years automatically. no matter whether he had been pro- 
jnoted in rank or not, and this increasing pay would be 
carried on during his entire active service under a 
schedule which would make the average pay of captain, 
major, colonel, ete., about what it is now under a 
different schedule. 

S» long as an officer was serving in his own arm of 
the Service the only rank that counts is his relative rank 
in that arm. All those that are above him command 
him: all those below him are under his command. In 
this way no questions of absolute rank would arise unless 
several arms were serving together. It appears to be 
impossible to avoid such conditions as this. 

The base pay of an officer might be, as suggested, 
dependent on the length of his service. A set of allow- 
ances should also be provided. In the first place, every 
officer should be entitled to two soldier’s rations daily, 
with permission to commute them if he pleases. This 
would permit an officer in the field to draw rations in 
kind and to look out for his necessities. Other money 
allowances should be granted for special services. If, for 
example, an officer commanded his troop or company 
for a month he should receive a certain extra allowance 
additional to his base pay for this service. If he served 
as regimental adjutant a similar allowance should be 
given. If he commanded a post in addition to his troop 
he should receive a certain additional allowance, depend- 
ing on the average number of troops at the post. If he 
is detailed as military attaché or recruiting officer special 
allowances should be given with these special duties. In 
this way it would be perfectly easy to obtain a close 
approximation to equality throughout the Service, and it 
would be perfectly possible for any person to calculate 
at once what an officer’s pay is, provided his duties are 
known. 

Concerning the detail of line officers to the Quarter- 
master’s, Subsistence and other staff departments.—The 
present system of detailing officers to the above named 
departments does not appear to be satisfactory In its 
workings up to the present time. Why would it not be 
more advantageous to reverse it and to appoint first 
lieutenants of the line to be permanent members of the 
(Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, Pay and other depart- 
inents? Their first duty should be with their corps in 
Washington or elsewhere. After a young quartermaster 
has become familiar with his duties as quartermaster he 
should be sent to a Cavalry regiment, for example, as 
regimental quartermaster, to serve under the eye and the 
direction of the colonel and under the criticism of men 
his superiors in knowledge and experience. Under these 
circumstances he would quickly become a model regi- 
mental quartermaster, and after his detail with the 
Cavalry regiment should return to his own corps for a 
time to utilize the knowledge thus acquired. After a 
service with his corps he might be sent as a quartermaster 
to an Infantry regiment for a short detail, or be placed 
on some special duty of construction, etc., always under 
the eye and criticism of line officers of his own and higher 
ranks. In this way the line would become a graduate 
school of high efficiency for the education of staff officers. 
In time of’ war members of the permanent staff should 
not be allowed to leave it and seek Volunteer commissions, 
but should serve as experts in their own organization. 
It would appear that this recognition of the fact that 
special service requires special training. and a lifelong 
training at that, would be worth while. 

Concerning a detailed General Staff.—The general 
staff of armies other than our own is, so far as 1s known, 
a permanent body of officers. Once a member of the 
general staff, always a member of the general staff, and 
appointment to the staff in the first place is by merit. 
General staff officers must have frequent service with 
A permanent general staff officer should be sent 
to a regiment to serve with it under direction of its 
colonel and to learn its business. — When he returns to 
the general staff he brings with him knowledge acquired 
in the line under the most satisfactory conditions. After 
serving with the general staff for a certain, short number 
of years he should be sent back to serve with the line in 
some new capacity, returning from thence to the general 
staff once more. In this way, and apparently only in 
this way, we might obtain a body of officers each one of 
whom has had training with troops of the line, is familiar 
with their needs. and who has the “esprit de corps” of 

» special branch. : 
a re worth while to inquire why a chief of staff from 
the general staff is sent to various headquarters to 
duplicate in a great measure the duties of the adjutant 
general of the department or division. One of these two 
officers is superfluous, it would appear.

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THE NEW UNIFORM REGULATIONS. 

Nurse.—Yes, Doctor, the patient has been semi-delirious; 
there has been a wonderful effusion of ‘‘half-baked’’ thoughts 
about the uniform. 

Doctor.—From what you say, I see that it is a well defined 
case of ‘‘unformania,’’ of which there is an epidemic in the 
Army to-day. First of all, his mind must be kept off the sub- 
ject of the uniform; it is so easy for persons with nervous 
temperaments—‘‘neurotics’’—to work themselves into an 
hysterical mental attitude by thinking and worrying too much 
about any particular subject. 

At last the new uniform regulations have appeared, 
and I, for one, wish to take off my hat to the War 
Department for having given us the best, the soundest 
and the most sensible regulations that we have ever had 
on the subject of the uniform. I have studied the new 
unifurin regulations very carefully, and think that any 
fair, equable mind will pronounce them excellent. They 
show a vast amount of thought and work, and they 
regulate the wearing of the uniform in a careful, 
businesslike way, without in any manner imposing upon 
the Service any unnecessary hardships; they will do 
much to raise the dignity of the uniform. However, 
nowadays it seems to be “popular,” it seems to be the 
fad at present, to “knock” the uniform and everything 
and everyone connected with it. It has gotten to be a 
habit—a sort of disease with many people—so_ these 
excellent regulations will probably get their share of 
“knocking.” 

When the truth is disagreeable we don’t like to hear 
it; so we don’t like to have it said that many officers 
and enlisted men of the Army have of late years become 
very careless—indeed, “sloppy” about the uniform. Not 
long since I saw a chief musician wearing an officer's 
hat cord, in violation of the uniform order; it is a 
common thing throughout the Service to see soldiers on 
pass in the woolen service uniform, in violation of the 
uniform order. The Army Regulations require all en- 
listed men to be inspected by their squad leaders before 
going on pass, but it is the rarest exception that this 
is ever done; the dirty, untidy condition of many of our 
soldiers seen on the streets is the subject of general 
comment among the military as well as the civil, and in 
Washington, Manila, Havana and other places has been 
the subject of unfavorable comparison with the marines 
seen on the streets. Many of our officers, both in garri- 
son and out of it, wear shabby clothes, failing most 
woefully to set the example that they are enjoined to 
set by existing orders. It is a very common thing to see 
officers wearing badly tarnished insignia, soiled facings, 
frayed out saber knots and tarnished and badly worn 
shoulder knots; it is nothing unusual to see them wearing 
the cape with the service uniform, in violation of existing 
orders. And I could go on enumerating many more 
similar instances of violation of the letter and spirit of 
the uniform order—instances that are well known to 
everyone. Indeed, to a certain extent every officer has 
become a law unto himself in regard to the uniform. 
There are entirely too many officers who save a few 
dollars by economizing on their uniforms, even to the 
extent of wearing, as stated before, cheap and badly 
tarnished collar insignia, frayed out saber knots and 
other auxiliaries of the uniform. ‘There are entirely too 
many officers who take neither pride nor interest in their 
uniform—who fail to realize that they owe it to the 
Service and to the dignity of the uniform to dress at all 
times neatly and correctly. 

During the present epidemic of “uniformania” many 
“half-baked,” ill-considered things have been said. For 
instance, the writer in the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
who said that the special evening dress would make our 
officers look like “‘flunkies’” shows one of two things: 
Kither that he has never been where there are liveried 
“flunkies” or that someone “stuffed” him. The brass 
buttons worn by “flunkies” are large and flat, and the 
cloth is never black or dark blue—it is generally brown 
or some color other than black or dark blue. While 
similar in cut, it is dissimilar in every other respect. But 
if this be a good reason against the wearing of the special 
evening dress we should also discard the full dress be- 
cause it resembles the policeman’s uniform, and the dress 
uniform because it is strikingly similar to the uniform 
worn by the “lieutenants,” “captains” and other officers 
of the Salvation Army. 

It has become such a fad to “knock” everything that 
the War Department has done of late years about the 
uniform that even the latest changes in the cap are 
criticized by many, while, as a matter of fact, the changes 
reduced the number of caps by almost one-half. 
Officers are now required to have only three different 
kinds of caps instead of five, and enlisted men only two 
instead of three. The change in the crown of the officer’s 
cap is one of the best ever made—it has improved the 
appearance of the’ cap at least fifty per cent. Let anyone 
put the old and the new caps side by side and see for 
himself what a vast improvement the new one is over 
the old one. 

The order published last winter prohibiting the use 
of the civilian evening dress in the post was criticized 
very much as being autocratic, regulating, as it did, in 
the opinion of many, what officers should wear on strictly 
social occasions, ete. As a matter of fact, the order only 
caused us to return to the logical, sensible practice that 
obtained in the Army up to 1888, when everyone wore 
the uniform at dinners and all other occasions in the 
post. Here are two officers, Smith and Jones, living side 
by side in an Army post. They have been wearing the 
uniform the whole day. In the evening Smith steps over 
the railing on the porch to dine with Jones, but before 
doing so he must doff the uniform and don civilian 
evening dress! How absurd! As would naturally be 
expected, such an_ illogical, absurd practice was of 
petulant birth. 

As just stated, up to 1888 everyone wore the uniform 
at dinners. In that year one evening the commanding 
officer of a large post out West gave a dinner. <A certain 
major, to the surprise and consternation of those present, 
appeared in civilian evening dress. His host. the com- 
manding officer, said nothing; on the contrary, he was 
most pleasant and cordial to the major. However, the 
next morning about nine o’clock the adjutant walked over 
to the major’s quarters and placed him in arrest. Then 
began a real old-time fight—the kind that the old Army 
knew so_well—between the “K.O.” and the major. The 
commanding officer, who was a strict disciplinarian, was 
not at all popular with his officers, so that the sympathy 
of the post was with the major. who happened to have 
some friends on duty in the War Department. After 
the usual amount of correspondence between post and 
department headquarters the major was released from 
arrest, and a few days later a wonderful coincidence 
happened—a War Department order was published 





authorizing the use of civilian evening dress at posts! 
And everyone was delighted that the major had “laid it 
over” the commanding officer! In other words, the 
practice of officers wearing civilian evening dress in posts 
was not the result of any broad-minded policy that had 
in view the interest of the Service or the guarding of 
personal rights, but, thanks to the unpopularity of a 
certain commanding officer and to a certain major who 
happened to have friends at court, it was the abortive 
child of spiteful, personal controversy. 

Progress and improvement are impossible without 
changes, and the changes made of late years in our 
uniform have, as a whole, been along lines of improve. 
ment. After all has been done and said, we must admit 
that, taken all in all, we have to-day the best and most 
satisfactory uniform that we have ever had. 

The new Uniform Regulations are evidently the result 
of much serious, intelligent thought and consideration; 
they are based on sound, military, businesslike principles; 
they present what is at best a complex subject in a 
simple, handy way; while making personal convenience 
and individual taste secondary to the interest of the 
Service and the dignity of the uniform, they do not 
impose unnecessary hardships on anyone. If those who 
have been suffering with “uniformania” will but take 
the doctor’s advice, and if they will but live up to the 
letter and spirit of the new Uniform Regulations, there 
will be marked and much needed improvement all along 
the iine—an improvement that will in every way redound 


‘to the credit of the Service. 


LINE OFFICER. 

REDUCTION OF OUR CAVALRY A MISTAKE. 
To tne Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

At the present time a reduction of the Army, especiaily 
of the Cavalry, would seem a serious mistake. Like the 
rest of the Army a good force of Cavalry is, to us, an 
insurance against war. ‘The proportions of the differcnt 
arms have been fixed as a result of much consideration, 
the Cavalry having in the Regular Army a larger pro- 
portionate strength than in any other armies on account 
of the peculiar conditions existing in this country. 

It seems to me that the present time is no time to 
reduce armaments. This country, with its 100,000,000 
population, has ambitious pretensions. It must have a 
finger in world politics. It must not be left wholly 





without a force to maintain its contentions. Im this 
connection we may mention Asia and Mexico. In Asia 


we have cried, *“‘Hands off!’ In Mexico the lives of 
many Americans are in deadly peril, and property to the 
valuation of hundreds of millions is threatened. We do 
not want to interfere, but it may become necessary. In 
a movement across the border our Cavalry would neces- 
sarily go first. 

It may be assumed that if the Rio Grande were crossed 
it would be for the purpose of restoring order merely, 
the troops to return as soon as that condition was ful- 
filled. Nevertheless, it is apparent that there might be 
some resistance, that there would be occasional disorder, 
and probably occasional encounters with banditti. Of 
all arms Cavalry would be the one most used for such 
work, With the long distances and the arid plains of 
Mexico it is without doubt mounted troops that can be 
used to best advantage. . 

Ieaving the subject of possible intervention in Mexico, 
and discussing the general uses of cavalry in time of 
war, there seem to be a lot of false notions to be com- 
batted. Our American Cavalry is the Cavalry of For- 
rest, Morgan, Stuart, Sheridan—not the cavalry of 
Eylau, Waterloo or Mars la Tour. Our Cavalry is the 
Cavalry developed by the American Civil War, and not 
by the South African Boer war. 

It is true we fight, mounted, against cavalry, but the 
principal function of our Cavalry force—of all cavalry, 
in all times—is to fight infantry. We fight infantry, not 
as in the old days, by mounted charges, but dismounted, 
with rifles. Man for man our Cavalry is equal or 
superior to the same number of Infantry fighting on foot. 
They use the same rifle, they have the same training, 
they have four times the mobility on the march, enabling 
them to strike at distant points, and they go into action 
fresh and without fatigue. ‘Their mobility is so great 
that they can reach in a few hours points unattainable 
by Infantry, attacking the enemy where weakest. Thus 
Cavalry will be used, as in 1865, in great bodies, great 
mounted reserves, ready to throw into action at will. 

_ Battle fronts are to-day enormously long (at Mukden 

eighty miles). Frontal attacks are seldom successful. 
Flank attacks are necessary. For such purposes a quick 
moving force is necessary. The aeroplane is destined to 
do much of the work of reconnaissance formerly per- 
formed by the cavalry, leaving it freer to perform its 
proper role as a fighting force, enabling the general who 
has gained command of the air to discover at once the 
flanks, communications, weak points, supply trains and 
reserves of the enemy. ‘To attack these as infantry. 
fighting on foot, will be the task of the cavalry. Looking 
at this as the principal function of cavalry, we in the 
United States have the best trained and organized 
Cavalry in the world. In zeal and desire to excel our 
Cavalry regiments are the very best, the very Glite of 
the Army. 

The five regiments which were organized in 1901, the 
1ith, 12th, 18th, 14th and 15th, are among the best 
regiments in the Cavalry. It is proposed to wipe out 
these splendid organizations: this on the score of 
economy. It is no economy to so reduce our Regular 
Army that we rob ourselves of the insurance against war 
which it provides. Nor is it economy to reduce our 
Army in order to spend the resulting millions on 
pensioners, present and future. But even the proposed 
saving, I think, is greatly exaggerated. 

I have spent much time in working out the relative 
cost of Cavalry and Infantry. The cavalryman costs. 
I find, in addition to the expense of maintaining an 
Infantry soldier, the expense of maintaining a horse. 
That is all. And this horse is an inexpensive hors: 
the forage is inexpensive. The Cavalry soldier and the 
Infantry soldier have the same pay, rations, clothing, 
quarters, ete. These cost about $450 per year. The 
extra cost of a Cavalry soldier in horseflesh, forage, 
stables and equipment is under $150 per year. He thus 
costs less than one-third more than the infantryman. 

This bill discharges about 4,000 Cavalry soldiers, In 
my belief its saving is less than $2,500,000. This sum 
would not build a third class cruiser, and yet for this 
sum it is proposed to wipe out the personnel, the splendid 
traditions, the glory of five regiments, the best perhaps 
in the Army. 

What a stunning blow to zeal, to regimental esprit de 
corps, to professional effort, is such a proposition! We 
of the Cavalry cannot believe that this thing is seriously 
contemplated. :

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SOME SUGGESTIONS AS TO RECRUITING. 


A captain of the line of the Army has developed a plan 
for meeting the enlistment question which is the fruit 
of large experience in matters of recruiting acquired in 
his military career, which began as a private and con- 
tinued through commissioned service in the Volunteers, 
finally culminating in appointment to the Regular Army. 
Taking the number of officers and men of the Army now, 
performing recruiting duty at stations in cities of the 
United States as 110 and 1,200, respectively, he would 
have them returned to duty in the line, a force approxi- 


mating about three regiments. The saving in money thus 
effected, figured on a cost of $1,500 for keeping one man 
a year, would thus amount for the enlisted men alond 
to $1,500,000. Office rentals, commutation and mileage 
of 100 officers, mileage of recruits and other expenses 
would give a total saving of two million dollars. . 
Granting that seventy-five per cent. of the recruits 
obtained yearly are obtained through these recruiting, 
stations, the question is whether the cost of getting them 
is not too great. Even admitting that a splendid type 
of young man is secured by this general recruiting, it 
may be asked why such fine young men would not find 
their way to the nearby Army post and there see what 
real service is before obligating themselves by the enlist- 
ment oath. Assuming that twenty thousand recruits are 
obtained annually each year by general recruiting the 
per capita cost would be about $100. The two million 
dollars saved on this kind of costly recruiting would 
support a reserve army of 50,000 at $40 a man per year. 
tecruiting should be done at the posts only, according 
to this officer. The post-office in each locality or each 
braneh post-office in the large cities could carry a large 
attractive calendar of actual photographs of the life of 
ihe enlisted man in the various branches of service, with 
necessary information as to the location of posts, pay, 
ete., and announcing that would-be applicants on report- 
ing at the post could remain there for ten days at 
government expense without any obligation to enlist, 
The recruit could thus enter the Service with a full 
understanding of the duties he would have to undertake 
as a soldier, and with no excuse later that he had been, 
lured into the Service by highly colored lithographs of 
soldier life or by the clever talk of a recruiting agent. 
Men acquired in that way would not be likely to desert. 
The officer we quote would make the term of enlist; 
ment even shorter than three years. With a two-year 
enlistment and an army of two hundred thousand, in ten 
years we should have 750,000 reserves, or one-fifth the 
nimber Germany has to-day. Second and _ succeeding 
enlistments could be for three years, or even four or five. 
One year is sufficient to train an infantryman, this 
captain asserts. The reason it is not sufficient now, he 
maintains, is that there is too much non-military work 
given to the soldier. Given four whole days of military 
training each week, the soldier would attain a proficiency 
in six months that would be surprising. He uses the 
Texas mobilization of last spring in support of this view. 
There his men had three months’ solid training. In 
three months more of such training the Infantry would 
undoubtedly have been thoroughly proficient. With only 
an hour’s training daily as now two or three years can 
be frittered away without much being accomplished. 
He believes representative enlisted men should be called 
before the House Committee and testify as to enlistment 
conditions This, it may well be argued, would lead to 
conditions subversive of discipline. A certain element; 
in Congress would be very ready to advance the opinion 
that no other change or reform projected affecting 
primarily the enlisted men should be carried out until 
the views of enlisted men had been laid before the com- 
mittees dealing with Army legislation 
This novel suggestion that the enlisted man be granted 
a part in shaping his military destiny may accord with a 
certain sentiment in England which we find expressed 
in the London United Service Gazette of Feb. 8, which 
said: “The time has arrived when q more intense fusion 
of the interests of the senior non-commissioned ranks 
with the interests of the commissioned officers of the 
Army should be attempted in the best interests of the 
Empire. * * The day is not far distant when 
England may stand almost alone as a monarchy unshaken 
by the avalanche of Socialism. This can only be, how- 
ever, if we put aside now, once and for all, the bar to 
alvancement which class prejudice represents in the 
selection of the officers of our land and sea forces.”

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In a message to the Senate on Feb. 8 President Taft 
transmitted a series of joint reports by officers repre- 
senting the Insular Government of the Philippines and 
the Army and Navy relative to wireless telegraphy in the 
islands. Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer 
of the Army, and Capt. Templin M. Potts, U.S.N., 
Director of Naval Intelligence, were appointed conferees 
to pass upon the findings of the Board of Review and 
suggest steps to be taken to carry the provisions of the 
report into effect. ‘Their recommendations were as 
follows: That the Insular Government as soon as possible 
obtain one-half the amount of money needed for the in- 
stallation of wireless apparatus at the fourteen stations 
recommended for immediate construction; that a bill be 
introduced in Congress covering the combined cost to 
the Services of the erection of these stations; that the 
full amount of the appropriation ($300,000) be placed 
to the credit of the executive head of the board of control 
convened in the isiands, to consist of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Police of the Insular Government, the 
general commanding the Philippines Division and the 
idmiral commanding the station. The Board of Review 
which was appointed to pass upon the proceedings of a 
joint board convened in the Philippines pursuant to 
Executive order diated April 30, 1910, consisted of Cap- 
tain Potts, Col. Frank McIntyre, U.S.A., and Lieut. Col. 
George P. Scriven, U.S.A. In the final report of the 
Roard of Review it was recommended that six high- 
powered stations be erected at the following places: 
Island of Batan, north of Luzon; city of Manila; at 
point near Straits of San Bernardino; city of Cebu, 
Cebu Island; city of Zamboanga, Mindanao, and at a 
point near Davao, southern coast of Mindanao. Inter- 
mediate power stations will be situated at eight other 
points. Twenty-eight places are mentioned as good sites 
for low-power stations. The estimated cost of the six 
high-power stations was placed at $24,000 each, and of 
the intermediate-power stations at $19,500. The eighth 
paragraph of the report, which is approved by the Board 
of Review, reads as follows: “That whenever there exists 
insurrection, riot, rebellion or threatened trouble to the 
peace of the Philippine Islands all the means of commu- 
nieation within the Philippine Islands shall be placed 
under the control of the commanding general of the 
division, upon authority of the Secretary of War. except 





those stations erected by the Navy, which shall at such 
times continue under the control of the senior officer of 
the Navy present in Philippine waters.” ;

No one is taking a deeper interest or contributed 
more to the success of the Navy League Conven- 
tion, whose sessions began in Washington Thursday, 
Feb. 22, than the Admiral of the Navy, George Dewey. 
The hero of Manila bay was chairman of a committee of 
Navy officers for the reception of delegates and member 
of the committee on arrangements. For the past two 
weeks he has been in almost daily conference with the 
officers of the League at headquarters in the Southern 
Building and will be in evidence at every session of the 
convention. “It is indeed gratifying,” said Admiral 
Dewey, “to know that there is such a strong patriotic 
organization as the Navy League and that there was 
such a large attendance at the convention. When war is 
threatened the whole country demands an adequate 
navy. Then the Navy receives such strong support that 
Congress is ready to vote almost unlimited appropria- 
tions for its maintenance. For a few years after a war 
there is general demand for an adequate navy. But 
when peace is restored and the affairs of the nation re- 
sume a normal condition, then the people are inclined to 
forget the lessons of war and become more interested in 
pensions, river and harbor improvements, and new public 
buildings, than in providing for the defense of the 
nation, It remains for such an organization as the 
Navy League to teach the doctrine, in time of peace} 
prepare to maintain it. I realize what a task it is for 
business men to lay aside their affairs and give their 
time to the League, and on this account it appears to 
me that the Navy League is composed of the highest 
minded and most patriotic citizens of the republic. A 
member of the League is not actuated by a desire to 
further the interests of his city or state, but to provide 
for the safety of the nation. It was a great pleasure to 
meet the members of the Navy League.” 


Capt. W. F. Fullam, U.S.N., commandant of the naval 
training station at North Chicago, has taken official 
action to prevent the fleecing of recruits and petty officers 
by loan sharks. ‘These money-lenders have already had 
so demoralizing an effect upon the personnel that he has 
been impelled to take cognizance of their activities. He 
has issued orders to the enlisted men of the station en- 
joining them to live within their incomes and not to con- 
tract debts or obligations they cannot meet, pointing out 
that habits of recklessness in such matters tends to bring 
disgrace upon the naval service. He also has directed 
the members of the personnel, commissioned and enlisted, 
to report to him promptly all cases of graft and all ques- 
tionable business transactions, saying that ‘loan sharks 
and individuals seeking to exact or to make money by 
improper or rascally methods will be punished or vigor- 
ously prosecuted as far as the naval regulations will per- 
mit.” One of the schemes which particularly aroused 
the indignation of Captain Fullam is to lend $5 with a 
proviso that $6 will be paid the following pay day. In 
case of failure to pay at that time, a further sum of $1 
is charged until the next pay day. ‘These practices are 
said to be especially vicious in their effect upon the sea- 
men apprentices, the chief victims because of their youth 
and inexperience. ‘There is one feature of this practice 
which the commandant is certain he can reach and that 
is the employment by these “sharks” of agents among the 
enlisted men. These men can be effectively reached by 
the amendment of Article 214, U.S. Navy Regulations, 
which forbids enlisted men to loan money or to engage 
in trade or to act as agents. Captain Fullam says every 
effort should be made by commanding officers ashore and 
afloat to stamp out “this money-making fever which vio- 
lates all naval traditions.” 
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A despatch from Wilmington, Del., Feb. 18, to the 
New York Times, says: “Gen. T. Coleman du Pont, 
president of the du Pont Powder Company, will give 
the surplus of his fortune in building good roads not only 
for this state, but for the benefit of adjoining states. 
The General has decided to make this disposition of 
most of his fortune rather than leave it to his children. 
Dwelling on the benefits to be derived from good roads, 
he said: ‘I believe good roads will do more good than 
libraries, hospitals and, in fact, than any of the usual 
forms of philanthropy.’ General du Pont wants Governor 
Pennewill to call a special session of the Legislature 
to pass amendments to the law enacted last session which 
empowers him to build a two million dollar boulevard 
as a gift to this state. The extraordinary session will 
be called for next month if two-thirds of the legislators 
agree in writing to pass the desired amendments. They 
will give the donor authority to extend the proposed 
highway of 103 miles in other parts of Delaware in 
addition to providing for its construction this year. <A 
poll will shortly be taken of the members to this end.

Among the resolutions adopted at Valdez, Alaska, 


petitioning Congress to make an appropriation of one 
million dollars to maintain, extend and build new wagon 
roads and trails in the territory of Alaska were the 
following: “Whereas, The 2,891 miles of wagon and 
sled road and trails heretofore built by the Alaska Road 
Commission has proved of inestimable benefit in the 
development of the industries of the territory; and, 
Whereas, The work of the Alaska Road Commission, 
under the able direction of its chairman, Lieut. Col. W. 
P. Richardson, has proved eminently satisfactory and 
has demonstrated that such undertakings can be better 
and more economically done by the Army than by 
individual contractors; and now, therefore, be it Re- 
solved, That in view of the urgent necessity, as herein 
set forth, the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States be and are hereby respectfully peti- 
tioned to appropriate $1,000,000, to be expended under 
the direction of the War Department in the construction 
of permanent reads and trails in the territory of Alaska, 
as hereinkefore mentioned.”

Soldiers of the Regular Army who are in the Canal 
Zone or are to go there for the purpose of defending the 
fortifications will be pleased to know that experiments 
are going on now with a kind of fortification that has 
to do especially with the health of that region. Col. 
William C. Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., chief sanitary 
officer, has worked out a scheme for a permanent lining 
of ditches which will make them proof against the breed- 
ing activities of the mosquito. Having found that by 
controlling the incubation of insects, the fever situation 
was always kept in hand, the Zone Sanitary Depart- 
ment turned its attention to the ditches which are so 
fertile a place for the production of mosquitoes, and the 
idea was hit upon of lining or “fortifying’” them against 
the mosquito. So now there is being tried at Gatun a 
new scheme for permanent ditch lining with concrete 
blocks, made of a mixture of sand, cement and cinders. 
After awhile there will be no chance for the poor mos- 
quito at all in the Zone. The Army sanitarians are now 
making tests to ascertain the effect of wind upon the 
travels of the insect, both against and with the prevail- 
ing air currents, and it is thought that approximate or 
exact data along that line will have a marked effect upon 
the cost of anti-malaria work. No data are available 
to show that the anopheles, or malaria insects, are blown 
by the wind or travel with it.

If any enlisted men have cherished the belief that, 
having procured a discharge by purchase through false 
representation, they would, ia their status of civilians, 
be immune from punishment, they have been misled, as 
was shown by a recent instance in the Department of 


Mindanao, P.I., of this kind of fraud of which it is 
generally believed there are many cases. When the 
fraud in Mindanao was discovered, the order of dis- 
charge was revoked, the discharge certificate was can- 
celed and jurisdiction over the accused was resumed. 
He was then tried under charges based upon his fraudu- 
lent action. ‘The accused entered an objection to the 
jurisdiction of the court on the ground that having been 
once discharged the discharge could not be revoked, and 
that he was at the time of his trial a civilian and not 
subject to military jurisdiction. This plea very properly 
was not sustained by the court and the trial was con- 
ducted to its conclusion. ‘The statute authorizing dis- 
charge by purchase provides a means by which worthy 
soldiers may be released from the obligation of serving 
out their enlistment. ‘This release is a privilege granted 
by the Government to the soldier under certain conditions. 
When the Government is induced by misrepresentation 
to grant such discharge the legal effect of the fraud is to 
vitiate the discharge. In such circumstances the Gov- 
ernment may nullify its action. 





The New York Tribune says: “Senator Williams’s bill 
for the erection of a monument to Confederate sailors in 
the Vicksburg National Military Park arose like a ghost 
to affright the Democrats of the Senate to-day, a 
majority of whom assented willing to a filibuster to 
escape the necessity of voting on it. The entire time 
of the session was devoted to reading the reports on the 
Stephenson case, while the Senators gossiped on the 
floor. The Republicans would prefer not to vote on the 
as it would arouse strife and lead to such 
clashes as have already occurred between Senators Hey- 
burn and Williams on two occasions. The Republicans 
are far less concerned than the Democrats, however. 
The Underwood supporters were particularly active in 
trying to persuade Mr. Williams to withdraw the measure 
on the ground that it would bring about a split between 
the northern and southern Democrats and be disastrous 
to the political aspirations of the representative from 
Alabama. The northern Democrats are anxious to avoid 
going on record on the question.” 
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Passed Asst. Paymr. Jere Maupin, U.S.N., has ten- 
dered his resignation, effective March 1, 1912. It is 
frankly stated by the Paymaster that he desires to leave 
the Navy to engage in private business. The work in the 
Pay Corps is so hard, and there is such little prospect, 
that Paymaster Maupin is anxious to leave the Service. 
This is the second paymaster within a month to leave the 
Navy to engage in private business. Paymr. O. D. 
Conger resigned for the same purpose a short time ago. 
The Paymaster General refused to approve the resigna- 
tion of Paymaster Maupin immediately and requested 
that he be kept in the Service at least a month longer, 
as he has no one to take his place. He will probably be 
allowed to leave the Service in the latter part of April.

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RECENT DEATHS. 
Brig. Gen. Clinton B. Sears, U.S.A., retired, who 


resided at Newton Centre, Mass., died of apoplexy in a 
subway car in Boston, Mass., Feb. 17, 1912. He was 
born in New York June 2, 1844. Before he entered 
West Point as a cadet in September, 1863, he served as 
a private, corporal and color sergeant in the 95th Ohio 
Volunteers from Aug. 20, 1862, to Sept. 16, 1863. During 
this service he took part in the battle of Richmond, Ky., 
under General Miles, and was in Crittenden’s Corps in 
the battle of Perryville, or Chaplin Hills, Ky., and 
Stone River, Tenn. Under General Sherman, in _the 
15th Corps, he participated in the campaign against 
Vicksburg. being in the battle of Jackson, Miss., in both 
assaults against Vicksburg and in the second attack on 
Jackson, Miss. After graduation from the U.S.M.A., 
June 17, 1867, he was promoted in the Army second 
lieutenant, Corps of Engineers, and was again promoted 
first lieutenant the same day. During his service he has 
heen engaged in many important engineering works, and 
performed a number of tours of duty at West Point as 
an assistant and principal professor in engineering, 
geography, history, ethics and natural and experimental 
philosophy. Among other important duties he has served 
as assistant engineer of improvements of Erie Harbor, 
Pa., and on the defenses of San Francisco Harbor, and 
assistant engineer on the defenses of Boston Harbor. 
He was in charge of the preparation of plans and con- 


struction of the new astronomical observatory at West 
Point from November, 1880, to April 19, 1882; was 
executive officer of the Mississippi River Commission and 
secretary and disbursing officer of its construction com- 
mittee. He was in charge of the improvement of Vicks- 
burg Harbor and a member of the board on building and 
repairing Mississippi levees; was in charge of the im- 
provement of Yellowstone River, and of the Missouri 
from Fort Benton to Sioux City; in charge of river and 
harbor improvements on Lake Superior and Portage 
Lake ship canals, and was a member of various important 
boards. He is the author of “Principles of Tidal Harbor 
Improvements.” etc., and of “Ransom Genealogy,” and 
he held the degree of A.M., Ohio Wesleyan University, 
1884. General Sears was retired on account of the age 
limit on June 2, 1908, with the rank of brigadier general, 
after many years of the most efficient service. 


Mrs. Louisa V. Jones, wife of Gen. W. A. Jones, 
U.S.A., retired, died in Baltimore, Md., on Wednesday, 
Feb. 14, 1912, after a long illness. She was a native 
of Mobile, Ala., the daughter of Edward F. and Emma 
IF. Test. Bereft of both parents in early childhood, she 
was raised by her aunt, Mrs. Martha Irwin. In 1871 
she went to Omaha to reside with her brother, and in 
1873 was married in Chicago to General Jones, then a 
captain in the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A.. whom she 
met during her residence in Omaha, when he was sta- 
tioned there under Generals Augur and Ord. After their 
marriage they resided in Omaha for a short time, when 
she went with her husband to the different cities to 
which he was assigned, much of the time at Charleston, 
8.C.; San Francisco, Portland, Ore.; St. Paul, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. She was a descendant of two 
prominent Colonial families of Pennsylvania and South 
Carolina, some of whom were officers and soldiers of the 
Revolution under Washington and Greene.

TRIBUTE TO TIIE LATE ADMIRAL WILDE. 


Manila, P.I., Jan. 15, 1912. 
The news of the death of Rear Admiral George F. F. 
Wilde, U.S.N., on Dec. 3, 1911, brought a pang to many 
of us, who will always cherish the memory of that 
courteous and kindly gentleman. I venture to think that 


no Officer when a junior more inevitably acquired the 
admiration and affection of his shipmates, or when in 
command more securely held the esteem of his sub- 
ordinates. 

Perhaps the most striking qualities of his character 
were his clear-sightedness and his sense of justice. On 
the technical side of his profession as a Navy officer he 
perceived the need of many improvements and did his 
full share in securing their adoption. On the mental 
side he was conscious of the danger which besets any 
military or naval service on account of its absorption in 
itself and its too little knowledge of others’ affairs, and 
was vigilant in his endeavor to induce young men to 
extend the usefulness of the Navy to the country by 
cultivating an understanding of and sympathy with other 
forms of activity than their own. 

His sense of justice was never-failing, exquisitely 
precise, and yet unyieldingly manly. His wholesome 
mental attitude, as well as his kindly nature, enabled 
him to realize a truth too often forgotten—that the best 
discipline must be based upon justice. In his patient 
effort to arrive at the exact truth before condemning, 
and in his unflinching judgment when the truth had been 
arrived at, he was pre-eminent. 

Since the results of any system, no matter how excel- 
lent in itself, can only be the expression of the per- 
<onalities of those who administer it, it is believed that 
throughout his life he did the Navy and the country 
which he loved an inestimable service. At once a devoted 
patriot and a man of the world in the best sense, accom- 
vlished as an officer and steadfast as a citizen, Rear 
Admiral Wilde leaves not only his friends but also the 
Navy and the country the poorer by his death.

A HEARING FOR THE MAN BEHIND THE GUN. 
To rHe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

It appears from the hearings before the Military 
Committee and the debate on the floor of the House that 
favorable vote was recorded on the five-year enlistment 
amendment without the introduction of any direct testi- 
mony such as only the man behind the gun can give. The 
testimony of company commanders appears to have been 
barred on the ground that the present company com- 
manders entered the Service subsequent to the repeal 
of the five-year period of enlistment, 1894, and therefore 
such testimony as they can give will be theoretical and 
of no weight as against the opinions of those field officers 
who have been in the Service under both systems. 

Let us hope that barring the enlisted man’s views was 
merely an oversight, which the Senate Committee will 
correct. For, indeed, what will be more fitting and 
proper than to give representative enlisted men from all 
branches of service who have survived the five-year 
period an opportunity to tell their story in hopes of 
clearing the atmosphere and setting Congress right on 
this most vital feature of Army service. It is only 
natural that the enlisted man craves such a privilege. 
He alone knows what it means to have his already scanty 
pay reduced three to twelve dollars per month, while 
the cost of necessities is gradually increasing. : 

As near as I can judge from the views of enlisted 
men with whom I come in contact, the sentiment among 
them strongly favors a decrease rather than an increase 
in the length of the enlistment, and especially the first 
or crucial period. Even three years is a very long time 
for that class of men who are grabbed up in the cities 
from the ranks of the army of the unemployed. Too 
much dead wood is carried now. There should be some 
way of dropping these “undesirable citizens,” who 
display no aptitude and little interest in military service. 
Many of them desert before their first year is up rather 
than remain two years longer. They might hang on for 
two years and thus reduce the percentage of desertions ; 
the expense of apprehensions and _ trials precludes the 
necessity of enlisting recruits to fill the deserters’ places, 
entailing additional cost. . / . 

On the whole we have a fine, vigorous, industrious 
Army, which needs only to be let alone a little while 
and it will be able to give a good account of itself. Give 
the General Staff half a chance and it will not disappoint 
you in its plan of Army reorganization and training. 

Three years for an original enlistment is a long, long 
time. Five years is out of the question. Wide-awake 





young men of promise, such as are truly eligible for ~ 


Army service, know full well that they might become 
captains of industry in civil life while serving a five- 
year enlistment as a private in the Army at a guaranteed 
uniform pay of $15 per month for sixty months. It is 
asking far too much in this frenzied-finance-record- 
breaking-wage-scale turmoil to require a man to volun- 
tarily contract for five years’ continuous service in the 
U.S. Army under the attending circumstances and 
conditions as to military restrictions, pay, nature of 
service, ete. It is u very simple, inexpensive matter to 
re-enlist a soldier who has served honestly and faithfully 
for a period of two years or three years. Even by not 
re-enlisting the percentage of male population having 
military training is increased, and he is available (or 
should be) for service again in times of great danger. 
If we are to believe (and how can we help it?) what the 
survivors of the five-year period are predicting if this 
period is restored, then should we indeed sound a timely 
warning to the nation, and invoke a hearing before 
Congress for these enlisted men, who constitute the very 
backbone of the Army and the bulwark of the nation. 

Enlisted men are well able to appear before the Mili- 
tary Committees and recite their story frankly and 
foreefully in such manner as is sure to win them the 
thanks of the committee. Their testimony certainly can 
clear up this mooted question. 

The brigade of Coast Artillery troops at Galveston, 
Texas, last summer became reasonably proficient for 
field service after three months’ systematic drill and 
instruction. There were no non-military duties to hinder. 
This brigade greatly exceeded any single march of the 
mobile troops at San Antonio by marching to Houston, 
Texas, and return, 106 miles, under very trying condi- 
tions, and solving battle problems en route. Many 
companies lost no men on this march, notwithstanding 
newspaper reports to the contrary. Three months more 
of such training under favorable conditions would cer- 
tainly have placed this brigade in prime condition for 
all the tasks devolving upon an army in the field. 

What the Coast Artillery can accomplish in six months 
can surely be accomplished by Infantry in as short a 
time. Four or five hours’ systematic training under 
favorable conditions four days a week for six months 
will. in my opinion, suffice to make or break a foot 
soldier. 'The trouble lies in the preponderance of non- 
military duty, due to the under garrison of our too 
numerous posts making it possible to fritter away two 
or three or four years withovt converting a soldier into 
an efficient fighting machine. 

Brigade posts and a two-year enlistment period will 
make for military efficiency, contentment, reduction of 
desertions, reduced expenditures, and soon create an 
indispensable and highly trained reserve, that greatest of 
all military assets. 

There would appear to be ways and means of reducing 
expenditures without reducing the pay of the enlisted 
man one penny. He is underpaid now, and can’t stand 
any reduction. 

The Kaiser is crying for a larger army and organizing 
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national defense societies throughout the Empire, to 
foster the military spirit, which is already most highly 
developed. Germany has about one million regulars and 
four million trained reserves ready for instant setvice, 
We have no military spirit worthy the appellation, and 
no militaty defense league to foster such a spirit, and 
we have no resetve, and merely a handful of Regulars 
and Militia. t 

Is it any wonder these defenders of the Stars and 
Stripes are about to suffer a reduction in their pay and 
an inctease in original enlistment period to include one- 
tenth their matured life? 

America is still the land of opportunities. Fortuitie 
may smile on you overnight if you temain out of the 
Army. What young American patriot is willing to 
forfeit his ever-present opportunity of becoming a captain 
of industry in favor of a five-year term of Army setvice 
as a ptivate soldier under the attending conditiotis ds 
to service and pay? You will not, will you? Then why 
expect another to do so? :

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ARMY ITEMS. 


A battalion of the 18th Infantry, accompanied by a 
machine-gun platoon, arrived at Fort Bliss, Texas, Feb. 
13, from Whipple Barracks, Ariz., to relieve the 4th 
Cavalry, so it can resume border guard in enforcing the 
neutrality laws.

Kenly, 5th U.S. Field Art., members of the Land Defense 
Board, returned to New York Feb. 21, after spending 
some six weeks in the Panama Canal Zone in connection 
with the defenses. 

Lieut. Col. Daniel E. McCarthy, Q.M. Dept., who is 
to relieve Major B. Frank Cheatham in the office of the 
Quartermaster General, has arrived in Washington, and 


will spend some time acquainting himself with the duties 
of his new detail, Major Cheatham will leave a host of 
friends in Washington, both in and out of the Service, 
when he goes to his new post. 


The Cavalry officers stationed in and near Washington, 
D.C., met on Feb. and organized the Washington 
Branch of the United States Cavalry Association. As 
set forth in its constitution, “The object of this associa- 
tion shall be to interest all officers of the Cavalry sta- 
tioned in or near Washington in the professional ad- 
vancement of its members and the advancement of the 
Cavalry service generally.” The following officers were 
elected: President, Major Guy Carleton, Gen. Staff;

mobile Army division of the General Staff, Major H. T. 
Allen, Gen. Staff; from the officers on duty at the War 
College, Major Lewis M. Koehler, Cav. 


Col. Robert H. R. Loughborough, 13th U.S. Inf., in 
command of 3,000 troops left Manila Feb. 14 to take 
part in field maneuvers involving a problem for the de- 
fense of Manila. The troops taking part include 400 
Philippine Scouts, the 13th, 15th and 19th Infantries, 
250 men of the 8th Cavalry and 100 marines. There are 
also three batteries of the 1st Field Artillery. Col. Henry 
P. Kingsbury, 8th U.S. Inf., is in command of the at- 
tacking army, which consists of two squadrons of the 
8th Cavalry and the entire 7th and 14th Cavalry regi- 
ments. Both armies have auxiliary troops and _ field 
artillery and wireless apparatus and field telegraphs. 

According to advices received at the War Department, 
the Quartermaster’s Department with the Army transport 
Logan made a splendid record in handling the troops for 
China. The Logan steamed away from the transport 
dock at Manila at 2:30 o’clock Friday afternoon, Jan. 
12, and made the voyage to the northern coast of China 
in just six days. Besides the 1st Battalion, 15th Infantry, 
under the command of Major James M. Arrasmith, the 
Logan carried 160 tons of commissary supplies, 980 tons 
of coal, ninety-five animals for pack trains, together 
with three months’ supply of forage. Working steadily 
with different shifts of employees the Quartermaster’s 
Department officers unloaded the incoming cargo on the 
Logan and put the great cargo, bound for China, aboard 
in exactly two days, taxing the dock and transport load- 
ing facilities to the utmost. Coal and supplies were 
loaded from the collier and barges from opposite sides. 

Mail advices from Manila, P.I., of Jan. 12, give the 
make-up of the troops ordered to China under command 
of Major James B, Arrasmith, 15th Inf., for duty, as 
follows: Companies A, B, C and D, 15th Infantry, 432 
men; detachment of Hospital Corps, twenty-two men; 
machine-gun platoon of 15th Infantry, with two Maxim 
guns and about twenty men to man them; quartermaster 
wagen train for carrying ammunition and supplies; 
twenty-four civilian employees of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, consisting of clerks, a checker, a wagon- 
master, an assistant wagonmaster, a horseshoer, a 
blacksmith, a saddler, a wheelwright, a cook, a watchman 
and twelve teamsters. Capt. Laurence C. Brown, Q.M., 
was selected as the quartermaster and commissary officer 
of the expedition. Capt. August ©. Nissen, paymaster, 
was ordered as paymaster. The officers of the battalion 
who accompany it to China are Capts. W. A. McDaniel, 





Robert H. Sillman, Frank W. Rowell; 1st Lieuts. John- 


C. Waterman, Emory S. Adams, and 2d Lieuts. B. O. 
Ellis, Eugene Santschi, jr. Medical officers who have 
been detailed to accompany the expedition are Major 
A. N. Stark and 1st Lieuts. H. C. Coburn, Thomas D. 
Woodson and F. R. Hill. The enlisted men of the 
Hospital Corps include Sergts. 1st Class T. H. Connor 
and J. M. Lawrence, Sergts. R. O. Day and William 
Fredericks. 

First Lieut. Samuel C. Orchard, 3d U.S. Inf.. who 
was recently tried by general court-martial in Alaska 
and convicted of charges of embezzlement of public funds 
amounting to a large sum, was sentenced by the court 
to be dismissed from the Service, to suffer a fine of 
$16,731.28 and to be confined at hard labor for five 
years. The sentence has been confirmed by the President.

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By these charts a picture of the entire Navy from the 
Secretary down to the smallest station or ship is out- 
lined. It shows under whose jurisdiction every part of 
the Navy comes and the location of every ship on Feb. 
1, 1911. 
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Considerable difficulty is being experienced by the 
War Department in securing four officers to serve as 
aviators in the Signal Corps. It is planned to announce 
the names of the four officers at the same time, but on 
several occasions just as the War Department was ready 
to make its announcement one or two of the officers that 
had been selected asked to be excused. On several occa- 
sions the officers gave as their excuse objections from 
wives. Evidently the novelty of aviating has worn off, 
as the younger officers do not appear to be so anxious to 
volunteer for the service. According to the plans of the 
War Department the officers for this detail are not to 
be of a higher rank than first lieutenant. 
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The War Department is now engaged in the selection 
of seven officers to fill prospective vacancies in the Signal 
Corps. The officers to be detailed will be recommended 
by Brigadier General Allen, Chief Signal Officer. Capt. 
Mack K. Cunningham creates a vacancy by his retire- 
ment on March 17, and the following officers will be 
relieved from duty with the Signal Corps: Capt. Alden 
C. Knowles, on April 1; Capt. John F. Janda, May 1; 
Lieut. Benjamin D. Foulois, April 30; Lieut. J. Alfred 
Moss, April 30; Lieut. Eugene Robinson, July 1; Lieut. 
John A. Bockman, July 1.

The Quartermaster’s Department has issued a booklet 
of approved fabrics to all of the Service tailors. By 
consulting this book the tailors can determine the 
character of cloth required for uniforms of the Army. 
It will not only be a great convenience to the tailors, 
but will serve as a reliable guide to officers in selecting 
uniforms. It is thought that the new specifications for 
the uniform will be published about March 1. The text 


of the specifications has been sent to the printer. 
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CONGRESS AND THE SERVICES. 

Representatives Prince, of Illinois, and Kahn, of 
California, surely earned the gratitude of the Army for 
the gallant fight they made against the legislative 
features of the Army Appropriation bill. As bad as thie 
bill was when it passed the House, it was much worse 
when it was submitted to the House Committee. They 
succeeded in having some of the objectionable features 
stricken out in the committee. The five-year enlist- 
ment provision passed the House by a narrow majority 
of twelve, and the provision for the abolishment of five 
regiments of Cavalry went through with almost as narrow 
a margin. If the Senate strikes these provisions out 
of the bill there is not much doubt that Messrs. Prince 
and Kahn will be able to rally sufficient force in thie 
House to defeat them when they come up for considera- 
tion in the conference report. Many of the Democratic 
members are hearing from their constituents, and will 
be ready to change position on these provisions and 
others if the Senate stands by the Army when the Dill 
is up for consideration there. 

The Army Appropriation bill will be taken up by tie 
Senate Military Committee informally next Thursday. 
A number of the members of the Senate, including 
Senator Bristow and other insurgent Republicans, have 
expressed the opinion that all of the new legislation 
should be stricken from the bill. The Holman rule is 
regarded as an invasion of the rights of the Senate and 
the Executive Department. 

As a means for filling the vacancies at West Point 
Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, Superintendent of the 
Military Academy, proposed to the House Committee on 
Military Affairs that thirty of the alternates of highest 
standing be commissioned cadets annually. This would 
not interfere with the appointments to be made by 
Senators and members of Congress, and would furnish 
the Academy with high class men to fill all vacancies. 
It would require a number of years even by this system 
to get the Academy up to its authorized strength. Capt. 
R. C. Davis, the adjutant of the Academy, appeared 
with General Barry in the hearing that was given him 
before the Committee on Military Affairs. Nothing of 
a sensational nature developed at the hearing. From 
the questions of the members it is evident that the com- 
mitte2 intends to pursue a policy of economy in dealing 
with the estimates. General Barry dwelt for some time 
upon the necessity for appropriating three million dollars 
for the completion of the plans of the Academy build- 
ings. It is not expected that the committee will report 
out the bill much before the first week of March. 

After disposing of the Military Academy bill the 
committee will take up the Militia Pay bill. The advo- 
cates of the Militia Pay bill are confident that they will 
be able to get the measure out of the committee in the 
latter part of March. As the bill does not call for a 
large appropriation this year its advocates think tle 
measure can be passed by the House without interfering 
with the economy plan of the Democratic leaders. This 
is effected by amending the Pepper bill so as to make it 
go into effect on July 1, 1913. It is urged that the War 
Department would not be able to formulate the provisions 
of the proposed law much before that time. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer will conclude the hear- 
ings before the House Committee on Naval Affairs on 
Feb. 26. After his hearings are completed all of the 
hearings by the officers who have appeared before the 
committee will be published. Not only will the Secre- 
tary’s statement to the committee be of great interest 
to the Service this year, but also those of the other officers 
of the Department. The opponents of Secretary Meyer's 
organization plan in the House Committee will subject 
him to a grilling cross-examination. Much will depend 
upon the outcome of this hearing, as there are quite a 
number of new members on the committee who are seek- 
ing light on all naval subjects. As a whole the new 
members are more disposed to support the Secretary's 
organization plan than the older members. The feud 
that developéd a few years ago is still a live one, and 
the outcome of the session so far as organization is 
concerned is in doubt. ‘The ardent supporters of the 
two-battleship program are confident that the House 
Committee will report out at least one ship. They will 
make a fight for two ships in the committee, and are 
of the opinion that they will win. However, if they come 
out of the House Committee with one battleship they 
will not give up the struggle, but will carry it to the 
floor of the House and of the Senate. 

The House Committee on Feb. 19 reported favorably 
on H.R. 15471, a bill making an appropriation of 
$30,000 for the preservation of the battle trophies now 
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stored at Annapolis. H.R. 17483 was also reported 
favorably by the committee. The committee refused to 
report. out S. 2654, a bill providing for an additional 
professor to teach mathematics at Annapolis. The vote 
on this bill was three ayes, seven nays, two members 
not voting. A resolution was adopted by the committee 
providing that no polls of the committee on bills before 
it should be taken except by the direction of the com- 
mittee. This resolution will have the effect of preventing 
the passage of bills at the close of the session. Members 
of the committee have been in the habit of poiling the 
committee on bills during the closing days of the session 
and -thus securing favorable reports without a meeting 
of the committee. The Philadelphia Congressional dele- 
gation. on Feb. 20 invited the Naval Affairs Committee 
of the House to be the guests of the city as soon as 
the river at Philadelphia clears of ice. Great pressure 
is being brought to bear upon Congress to authorize the 
construction of a new drydock at Philadelphia.

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RELIEF OF GENERAL AINSWORTH. 


It remained for Senator Francis Emory Warren, of 
Wyoming, to open the way for a peaceable and altogether 
satisfactory settlement of the sensational incident in the 
affairs of the Army growing out of the relief of Major 
Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, the Adjutant General of the 
Army, on Feb. 15. Senator Warren took the application 
for retirement of General Ainsworth to the White House 
and suggested to the President that it be accepted. 
President Taft, in the interest of the Service, accepted 
the application, and General Ainsworth was placed on 
the retired list. While there is a general understanding 
that General Ainsworth will not be tried by court- 
martial, he is still subject to military discipline, and 
could be brought before a court just the same as if he 
had not retired. Even the friends of General Ainsworth 
on Capitol Hill recognize that his memorandum to the 
Secretary of War was a gross case of insubordination. 
It was the general opinion that it would not be necessary 
to introduce any other evidence than the memorandum, 
which was printed in the last issue of the ARMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL, to convict him. ‘The most surprising 
feature of the case is that a man of such extended ex- 
perience as General Ainsworth should write such a 
communication to a superior authority. The gravity of 
his offense was appreciated by every member of Congress 
when the memorandum was read in the House. Everyone 
realized that General Ainsworth had laid himself liable 
to the charge of insubordination and that it did not 
require any more evidence than was contained in the 
communication to convict him. As was stated in our 
last issue, preparations were immediately made_ to 
organize a court. But before the personnel of the court 
was announced Senator Warren acted. The Senator, 
who has been one of the most consistent and powerful 
friends of the Army in Congress, brought about the 
retirement of General Ainsworth. ‘There is still some 
talk of investigation in the House by the Democratic 
members, but it is doubtful whether anything of this 
character will take place. One of the reasons is that 
there is nothing to investigate, unless it is to bring out 
more evidence against General Ainsworth, The Secretary 
of War and Chief of Staff have acted strictly within 
their authority, and have nothing to fear from an in- 
vestigation. The friends of General Ainsworth, when 
they become acquainted with the situation, will doubtless 
be ready to drop the affair. On the other hand, no one 
in the Army is anxious to see a major general court- 
martialed if it can be avoided. At the same time it is 
possible that an investigation might bring out some facts 
which would force the War Department to proceed with 
its original intention of trying the case. 

No vacancy in the rank of major general is created 
by the retirement of Major Gen. Fred C, Ainsworth. 
By the operation of the Act of April 23, 1904, consolidat- 
ing the Adjutant General’s Department and the Record 
and Pension Office there is to be only one officer above 
the rank of colonel in “The Military Secretary’s Depart- 
ment” after the retirement of General Ainsworth. A 
later act changed the title of the head of this department 
from The Military Secretary to The Adjutant General. 
There has been some discussion as to how the vacancy 
in the office of the Adjutant General is to be filled. 
However, it is understood that the authorities generally 
agree upon the construction that Brig. Gen. William P, 
Hall became the Adjutant General when General Ains- 
worth retired. General Hall at present is somewhere in 
Italy or Egypt engaged in missionary work, and is not 
expected to return before April. As he retires in June 
he will not assume the duties of the Adjutant General 
much before he is ready to turn it over to his successor. 
The situation is further complicated by the bill now 
pending in the Senate. It is generally thought that this 
bill will abolish the title of “The Adjutant General.” 
Through the consolidation of the Adjutant General’s 
Department and the Inspector General’s Department 
with the General Staff the capital letter in the word 
“The” will be dropped, and the officer in charge of this 
division of the General Staff will be simply known as 
the Adjutant General, if not as mere brigadier general. 
The duties of the head of the Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment will be discharged by an officer on the General 
Staff, and he will be called upon if the bill passes in 
its present form to get along without the capitalization 
of the word “The” before his title, and may not be 
known as even an Adjutant General. Under these con- 
ditions it is not thought that the President will select a 
successor for General Hall until the fate of the Hay bill 
is known. Col, Henry O. S. Heistand is the ranking 
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colonel in the Adjutant General’s Department, and his 
friends will urge the President to appoint him. Col. 
Henry P. McCain, who is serving as Adjutant General, 
is regarded with great favor at the White House. While 
he was Secretary of War President Taft became 
acquainted with Colonel McCain’s fitness for the place, 
and it is thought will give him serious consideration 
before making the nomination. 
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MIDSHIPMEN’S SUMMER PRACTICE CRUISE. 


The plan for the midshipmen’s summer cruise this year 
is to have three classes of them join the fleet. There are 
some objections to this, but most of these are matters of 
detail, easily disposed of, and none are serious. Instead 
of being for this year only, as a matter of convenience 
to tide over a temporary shortage of men, the change in 
the character of the practice cruise is likely to continue 
for subsequent years as well, as a change of policy im- 
posed by new conditions, and most important to be made 
a success. The bill to make midshipmen ensigns upon 
graduation from the Academy has passed the Senate and 
is now before the House with a unanimous committee 
report in its favor. Its passage would put an end to the 
post-graduate two-year cruise, but whether it pass or not, 
the principle remains the same, that the best preparation 
for the practical side of seafaring is to go to sea under 
normal conditions. 

In our Service, midshipmen at sea are expected to per- 
form more responsible duty than midshipmen in other 
services ; so the sooner they can be entrusted with it after 
reporting on board, the better for their ships and for 
them. This would apply with all the more force to en- 
signs commissioned on graduation, and if these were to 
go to sea with no previous experience except in practice 
ships, it would be more awkward and embarrassing for 
them, as commissioned officers, to lack experience, than it 
is for midshipmen, whose title and uniform indicate that 
they are under training. Needless to say, embarrassment 
retards the development of self-confidence, making an 
unfavorable beginning to an officer’s sea career. 

Midshipmen should therefore know something of regu- 
lar service at sea before they become commissioned offi- 
cers, and this can only be learned properly in the fleet. 
Other experience is objectionable just so far as it de- 
parts from normal conditions in the fleet. Schoolships 
or practice ships are deficient because their routine is 
based on the course of instruction, and also because the 
number to be instructed is so large compared with the 
number of tutors. Some kind of cadet practice ship is 
the rule in all navies; but for long years there were none 
in the British service, and they do not now commission 
any line officers without some experience at sea in gen- 
eral service, nor do the Germans. And the German prac- 
tice cruises are entirely different from ours, being more 
like a year at the Naval Academy spent afloat, than like 
one of our midshipmen’s summer cruises. 

The one feature of the 1912 plan requiring the most 
serious attention is that of discipline. There is danger 
of unsettling the midshipmen for resuming the Academic 
routine in the autumn. Such danger may easily be mag- 
nified, but by recognizing it from the outset and empha- 
sizing the need for guarding against any laxity, evil re- 
sults will be of small moment. It is important that 
wardroom and junior officers should be alive to the im- 
portance of this matter to the Service. With their hearty 
co-operation enlisted, the midshipmen will be kept in 
hand quite as well in the general service as in the prac- 
tice ships, if indeed not better. The smallness of the 
number in one ship will be a help here. 

There is nothing new, except to our Service, in the 
1912 plan of cruise. It prevailed in the British service for 
a long time in a similar form, but with the advantage in 
our favor of dealing with boys of older ages—some of 
them over twenty-one. The great disadvantage for us is 
that they will be only three months at a time in the 
fleet; but this will be offset by the fact that all of the 
sea training that they get will be of the right kind, by 
experience in the Regular Service. Of all considerations 
this is the most important and advantageous to the Serv- 
ice. Midshipmen of the coming first class will have made 
two cruises in the battleship practice squadron (in 1910 
and 1911), and of the coming second class, one cruise. 
Those who would be commissioned in June if the bill 
passes have had two such cruises, and one cruise of the 
previous kind (Olympia, Chicago, Hartford and Tono- 
pah). 
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There is a serious danger that the provision of the 
Army bill just passed or the alternative one reducing 
the fourth troop in each squadron, or reducing the third 
squadron in each regiment, may finally be adopted. Such 
a misfortune to the Army can only be averted by a 
campaign of education, so that people may know of what 
value is our Cavalry. In case of trouble in Cuba or 
Mexico we would need to flood the countries with quick 
moving troops, and many more Cavalry than we now 
have would be required. We cannot provoke war without 
disaster—-and an entrance into Mexico might produce 
a war. It is up to all branches, Infantry, Cavalry and 
Artillery, to work against a reduction of any part of 
the Army. Should we reduce our Cavalry by five regi- 
ments, we would have left six regiments in the United 
States, 4,680 men. Mexico has 7,318 men in its regular 
cavalry. Inasmuch as our policy is to consider our 
Regular Army as only a nucleus for the large army that 
will be at once necessary to raise in time of war, is it 
not obvious that we should keep the strength of our 
Cavalry and Artillery on the fighting basis that is re- 
quired for war, and to trust to the Militia and Volun- 
teers only for Infantry? Count Von Wrangle says: 





“Improvisation is nowhere so useless as by the cavalry 
arm. ‘This arm must be exactly equipped in peace as 
one expects to use it in war.” In order to successfully 
carry on a defensive campaign we should have a mobile 
force of sufficient strength to defeat any similar force 
which the enemy could send against us on their first 
expedition, and then follow the enemy step by step, 
tormenting him, engendering uneasiness, discovering all 
his projects, and so to make him feel that every move 
on his part is under observation and that a resourceful 
commander will ever be ready to block his plans. Just 
in this manner did the mounted Boers block the English 
advance in South Africa for months and until a large 
force of English cavalry was sent against them. 
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Very satisfactory results are shown in the preliminary 
report on the proposed change in the method of Army 
post administration by which a larger attendance at 
practical and theoretical instructions and drills can be 
obtained. ‘The officers at the posts at which experiments 
have been conducted have entered into the work with a 
spirit which indicates that they are in sympathy with 
the efforts that are being made in this direction. Some 
very valuable suggestions have been received by the War 
Department from the commanding officers of the posts. 
At one large Infantry and Cavalry post results have 
been obtained that are far beyond the expectations of 
those who proposed the change. An increase in attend- 
ance of seventeen per cent. in Cavalry and twenty-five 
per cent. in Infantry at drills resulted from the change 
in the methods of administration. At another post all 
of the men on extra and special duty, who the report 
showed are engaged in forty-six different occupations, 
were divided into four classes. After the men were thud 
classified orders were issued specifying what drills and 
instruction would be required of each class. This method, 
of systematizing the administration at the posts attracted 
considerable attention in the War Department and will 
be watched with deep interest. 
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The maneuvers that are to be conducted in the Central 
Division have been turned over to the commanders of 
that division. The only additional recommendation not 
already published in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL that 
has been made by the War Department is for the holding 
of a Field Artillery School of Instruction at Fort Riley. 
The suggestion from the War Department is that the 
twelve batteries from Colorado, Kansas, Missouri and 
Illinois be given a similar course of instruction to that 
which was conducted at Sparta last year. The Militia 
is to go to the school with their equipment and tentage 
and is to work with the Regular troops. Privates of 
the Militia batteries are to take stations with the guns 
under the direction of Regular officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers. Gradually the regular personnel of the 
batteries is to be displaced by Militiamen until the entire 
battery is manned by Militia personnel. This system 
produced very satisfactory results at Sparta last year 
and with some slight modifications will be used at Fort 
Riley, if the commander of the Central Division approves 
it. 
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An officer on the retired list of the Army says: “I 
read with interest what you have to say in your issue 
of Feb. 3 relating to ‘Longevity Pay.’ You notice the 
move by the House Committee to kill cadet service 
altogether, which, now that I have no interest nor has 
anyone in my family in the matter, strikes me as a 
mean measure, and probably advanced in a manner to 
offset the advantage gained to the young officers who got 
promotion in the Senate ‘additional’ officers amendment 
last year. I note that you have deprecated strife in 
the Army as it may be presented to House or Army 
committees. It is indeed bad, and more particularly as 
there is so much done for political effect. That is why 
the Army is so anxious just at present. A deadlock, or 
let alone, would be the best thing.” 
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The Secretary of War has made a vigorous protest 
against a published statement that the U.S. Army had 
cost $1,896,000,000 in the last thirteen years. This 
statement was based on figures given out by Representa- 
tive Helm, Democrat, chairman of the House committee 
which has been investigating expenditures in the War 
Department. Secretary Stimson pointed out that this 
sum cannot be said to be the amount spent on the Army, 
inasmuch as it includes the tremendous expenditures 
upon river and harbor work in that period, the cost of 
the Spanish-American War, the Philippine insurrection, 
the Chinese relief expedition, the two Cuban interven- 
tions, the state military organizations, fortifications, new 
posts, the soldiers’ homes and the national cemeteries. 
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A revision of the general specifications for Navy ships 
is now being made by the Construction Corps. On Feb. 
19 and 20 a conference between the representatives of 
the shipbuilding concerns on the Eastern coast who have 
contracts with the Government and a committee from 
the Construction Corps was held at the Navy Depart- 
ment. With great care the details of the new specifica- 
tions were gone over at the conference. 
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The Outlook, of which Theodore Roosevelt is the con- 
tributing editor, has pointed out that the attempt of 
Democrats in Congress through the Hay bill to cut down 
military expenses was false economy, would in the end 
cost more than it would save, and would cripple the Army 
in point of efficiency. 
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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The passage by the House of the Army Appropriation 
bill is noted on page 802, and the debate on the bill 
on pages 784-5-6. 

In the Senate on Feb. 15 favorable report was made 
on §S. 1337, authorizing the President to nominate and, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
appoint Lloyd L. R. Krebs, late a captain in the Medical 
Corps of the U.S. Army, a major in the Medical Corps 
on the retired list, and increasing the retired list by one 
for the purposes of this act. 

On Feb. 15 the Senate passed the following resolutions: 

S. Res. 221.—Resolved, That the Secretary of War be, and 
he is hereby, directed to report to the Senate— 

1. The number of officers and enlisted men on the retired 
list of the Army, of each rank, and the total amount of yearly 
compensation paid to such officers and enlisted men of each 
such rank. 

2. The number of officers and enlisted men on the retired 
list of the Army, tabulated according to present age, and the 
total amount of yearly compensation paid to such officers and 
enlisted men of each such present age. 

And that the Secretary of War be further directed to sub- 
mit to the Senate an estimate, based on the present author- 
ized strength of the Army, as to what the total cost for re- 
tired pay will be in the year 1920, and a similar estimate as 
to what the total cost for retired pay will be in the year 1930. 

S. Res. 222.—Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be, 
and he is hereby directed to report to the Senate— 

1. The number of officers and enlisted men on the retired 
list of the Navy, of each rank, and the total amount of yearly 
compensation paid to such officers and enlisted men of each 
such rank, ; 

2. The number of officers and enlisted men on the retired 
list of the Navy, tabulated according to present age, and the 
total amount of yearly compensation paid to such officers and 
enlisted men of each such present age. 

And that the Secretary of the Navy be further directed to 
submit to the Senate an estimate, based on the present 
strength of the Navy, as to what the total cost of retired pay 
will be in the year 1920, and a similar estimate as to what 
the total cost for retired pay will be in the year 1930. 

Mr. Martin, in the Senate, proposes to offer as an 
amendment to the Fortifications bill an item of $150,000 
for the acquirement of lands at Cape Henry, Va. 

Disapproving the bill H.R. 15241, for the relief of 
Fred R. Payne, Secretary Meyer says: “The object of 
the bill appears to be the advancement of this officer 
from the grade of lieutenant commander on the retired 
list (which grade he now holds) to that of commander 
on the retired list. Due consideration of the record of 
service of Lieutenant Commander Payne fails to show 
the performance of such extraordinary service as would 
warrant the advancement proposed, and it does not 
appear that he has any more worthy claim to this special 
consideration than have numerous other officers on the 
retired list of the Navy who were retired for physical 
disability incurred in line of duty under the same provi- 
sion of law. Furthermore, the Department is opposed 
to special legislation having for its object the advance- 
ment of particular officers, except in cases of peculiar 
hardship or injustice.” 

The Secretary of the Navy recommends that a clause 
be inserted in the pending Naval Appropriation bill, 
“That hereafter the pay of the secretary to the Admiral 
of the Navy shall be at the rate of $3,000 per annum.” 

Memorials from the Legislature of New York state, 
favoring the Militia Pay bill, have been presented_in 
Congress by Mr. Mott, Mr. Levy, Mr. Calder and Mr. 
Sulzer. 

The bill, IL.R. 1, granting pensions, known as “the 
dollar a day Dill,” passed by the House Dec. 12, 1911, 
was reported by the Senate Committee on Pensions Feb. 
14, 1912, striking out all after the enacting clause and 
amending the Pension Act of Feb. 6, 1907, so as to 
provide a pension for Civil War veterans who have 
reached the age of sixty-two varying from $13 a month 
for ninety days’ service to $16 per month for service 
of three years or more. At sixty-six years of age the 
pension for corresponding periods of service varies from 
$15 per month to $18. For seventy-six years of age from 
$18 to $24 per month; for seventy-five years $21 to $50 
per month. Mexican War veterans are to receive $30 
per month. “Provided, That no person shall receive a 
pension under any other law at the same time or for 
the same period that he is receiving a pension under the 
provisions of this act; Provided further, That no person 
who is now receiving or shall hereafter receive a greater 
pension, under any other generai or special law, than he 
would be entitled to receive under the provisions herein 
shall be pensionable under this act. That rank in the 
Service shall not be considered in applications filed here- 
under.” A fine of $500 or imprisonment at hard labor 
not exceeding two years, or both, is imposed upon agents 
or attorneys or other persons who exact a greater fee 
than $5 for preparing, presenting or prosecuting pension 
claims. It is also provided that “the Commissioner of 
Pensions shall make at the time of submitting his next 
annual report a separate report for each county of each 
state, territory or district. containing a statement or 
table which shall contain the names, lengths of service, 
monthly rates of payment. and residences of all pen- 
sioners of the United States; and shall thereafter, as 
said annual reports are submitted, make separate reports 
similar in all respects, except that such subsequent 
reports shall contain only those added to the pension roll 
during the fiscal year for which each annual report is 
made.” Mr. Works proposed an amendment to this bill 
so as to include Army nurses and making the right to 
the pension of a deceased pensioner to descend to his 
widow. It provides also that persons making applica- 
tions fer pensions through private bills in Congress shall 
forego all claims to any pension. Pensioners of the war 
of Mexico are to be entitled to pensions under this act 
without further examination or application. 

As amended and favorably reported to the House on 
Feb. 19 TLR. 15471 appropriates $30,000 for the purpose 
of repair, preservation and preparation for exhibit of 
the flags now stored at the U.S. Naval Academy which 
have been taken in battle, or after battle, by the Navy 
of the United States, or those United States flags or 
trophies deemed to be of historic value. 

Amended in aceordance with the recommendations 
of Secretary Meyer, H.R. 17483 as favorably reported 
in the House Feb. 19 provides that every person who 
hereafter deserts the military or naval service of the 
United States. or who. being duly enrolled, departs the 
jurisdiction of the district in which he is enrolled, or 
goes beyond the limits of the United States, with intent 
to avoid any draft into the military or naval service, 
lawfully ordered, shall be liable to all the penalties and 
forfeitures of Section 1996 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States: Provided. That the provisions of this 
section and said Section 1996 shall not apply to any 
person hereafter deserting the military or naval service 


of the United States in time of peace; And provided 
further, That the loss of rights of citizenship heretofore 
imposed by law upon deserters from the military or naval 
service may be mitigated or remitted by the President 
where the offense was committed in time of peace and 
where the exercise of such clemency will not be preju- 
dicial to the public interests. 

Favorable report has been ordered on the wireless 
telegraph treaty, which has long been pending in com- 
mittee. 

In the House on Feb, 20 favorable report was made 
on H.R. 16306, to provide for the use of the American 
National Red Cross in aid of the land and naval forces 
in time of actual or threatened war. Also H.R. 20048, 
conferring United States citizenship upon citizens of 
Porto Rico. Also H.R. 20287, to amend the act incor- 
porating the American Red Cross. 

The House on Feb. 21 passed H.J. Res. 178, creating 
a commission to investigate and report on the advisability 
of the establishment of a permanent maneuvering 
grounds, camp of inspection, rifle and artillery ranges 
for troops of the United States at or near the city of 
Anniston, Ala., and to likewise report as to certain lands 
in and around the city of Anniston proposed to be 
donated to the United States for said purposes. Report 
to be filed May 1, 1912. 

Favorable report was made in the House Feb. 20 on 
H.R. 20195, to amend the naturalization laws. This 
bill appears under “Bills Before Congress.” 

Jefferson M. Levy. a Democratic member of Congress 
from New York, whose ambition as a youth was to 
become an officer of our Navy, celebrated Washington’s 
Birthday by proposing a change in the two-battleships- 
a-year program in the House. He introduced a bill 
empowering the President to build four battleships 
annually, each to cost not less than $6,000,000, exclusive 
of armament. Mr. Levy would have the ships carry “as 
heavy armor and as powerful armament as any vessel 
of their class, and to have the highest practicable speed 
and the greatest practicable radius of action.” The bill 
would appropriate $20,000,000 to start the work. It 
was referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 





MR. HOBSON AS A CANTEEN ADVOCATE. 


In pleading for the restoration of the Army canteen 
in the debate on the Army Appropriation bill in the 
IIouse on Feb. 16, Representative Richard Bartholdt 
said that in addition to the petitions signed by 278 med- 
ical men and 2,386 Army women in favor of the canteen, 
which he had introduced some days before, he held in his 
hand petitions from a large number of camps of Spanish 
War Veterans making the same request. “I notice,’ he 
said, “that some temperance organizations of this coun- 
try are now sending out a statement prepared by Colonel 
Maus, of the Army, in which he tries to show that there 
has not been an increase in disease in the Army on 
account of the abolition of the canteen, but the Surgeon 
General has taken it upon himself to refute the state- 
ments of Colonel Maus and shows that the increase of 
those diseases is more than 100 per cent. since the can- 
teen has been abolished.” Mr. Bartholdt read several 
paragraphs from the address delivered by Mrs. Burbank, 
wife of Gen. James B. Burbank, U.S.A., at the recent 
pro-canteen meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York city. In addition, a full account of the pro- 
ceedings of that meeting was incorporated in the Con- 
gressional Record by Mr. Bartholdt. 

Representative Richmond P. Hobson immediately took 
the floor and replied to Mr. Bartholdt, making a strong 
total abstinence speech and picturing in vivid language 
the evils of aleoholic drinking. In thus arraigning the 
use of alcohol, Mr. Hobson, without knowing it perhaps, 
made the strongest kind of argument in favor of the 
canteen, for it is the contention of those who object to 
its abolition that the very dangers that come from drink- 
ing are the best excuse for the canteen. If the evils of 
drinking were slight the necessity of the canteen would 
be equally small, The ARMy AND Navy JourNAL like 
other advocates of the canteen admits all that the oppo- 
nents of drinking say of its bad influence and would 
lessen the use of liquor in every safe and legitimate way 
possible; but the same feeling that prompts millions of 
liquor-hating, diink-despising total abstainers to oppose 
legal prohibition as the best means of checking drinking 
in the civilian population inspires friends of temperance 
in the Army to protest against prohibition in the Army 
as represented in the abolition of the canteen. 

If it were possible by the abolition of the canteen to 
put an end to drinking everywhere, there can be little 
doubt that the friends of the canteen today would be 
against the canteen, but since the present agitation 
means nothing of the kind, promises nothing beyond 
changing the locale, the place of drinking from inside a 
post to outside, a matter of only a few feet at most, 
there is no vital principle of temperance or non-temper- 
ance involved in the proposed legislation: it is merely a 
question of administrative expediency. The doctors and 
women who have appealed to Congress to restore the can- 
teen are as strong friends of temperance as Mr. Hobson 
or the W.C.T.U., and it is this very love of temperance 
that impels them now to make a plea against driving 
enlisted men away from the garrison with all the re- 
straints thrown around them to prevent drinking to ex- 
cess, driving them to seek their liquid refreshment out- 
side the reservation where, free from the controlling in- 
fluences of tne well regulated post and the example of 
their abstemious comrades, they may be easily lured into 
excesses of drinking and other forms of debauchery sure 
to undermine their physical and moral constitutions. 

Every speech like that of Mr. Hobson only makes 
stronger the position of the friends of the canteen and 
throws into proper relief the dangers from which they 
seek to save the enlisted men by providing a regulated 
and orderly system that will enable the soldier to satisfy 
within safe limits his desire to drink without having 
recourse to the purlieus of the underworld.

THE ARMY TRANSPORT MERRITT. 

A report of the launching of the new Army transport 
Merritt, built by the Shanghai Dock and Engineering 
Company at Shanghai, has reached the War Department. 
Mrs. Thompson, wife of James A. Thompson, inspector 
from Manila, performed the time-honored christening 
ceremonies, breaking a bottle of champagne over the 
ship’s bow as she glided into the water. The contract 
for the Merritt was awarded to the Shanghai Dock and 


Engineering Company in competition with the largest 
shipbuilding concerns operating east of the Suez. The 
first keel plate was laid July 10, 1911. The Merritt ig 





schooner rigged, with two steel masts, and of the fol- 
lowing dimensions: Length over all, 300 feet; breadth 
moulded, 45 feet, and depth to awning deck, 23 feet 3 
inches. The hull is built of steel throughout to Lloyds’s 
requirement for the hundred Al class, and is subdivided 
by six watertight bulkheads. A cellular double bottom 
extends the full length for use as ballast tanks or fresh 
water storage. The vessel has been rigged as an inter- 
island transport for the conveyance of officers, troops 
and supplies from Manila to the various outlying islands, 
The accommodations are located on the upper awning 
and shade decks, with large refrigerating chambers placed 
in the forehold. The upper and awning decks are steel 
throughout, sheathed with teak; all of the houses on the 
upper decks are steel, lined with Oregon pine, and have 
accommodations for fifty passengers and berths for 350 
soldiers. 

On the awning deck amidships the main dining saloon, 
capable of seating fifty, is located. It will be finished 
in white and gold, with electro-plated fittings and leather- 
covered upholstery. Forward of the saloon is the 
quartermaster’s suite, including bedroom, bathroom and 
office fitted up with modern conveniences. Aft of the 
dining saloon are the first class staterooms, with bath- 
rooms, to accommodate forty passengers. In a separate 
house on the aft end of the awning deck the hospital is 
located, with twelve berths, bathroom, operating room, 
dispensary and room for attendants, which will be 
equipped with all modern surgical and medical appliances. 
On the same deck forward the crew is housed under 
the forecastle. 

On the ship’s deck a large steel house accommodates 
the captain and officers, with the forepart arranged 
for the navigation of the. vessel, with an extra chart 
house placed immediately overhead. The upper deck 
provides accommodations for engineers, electricians, 
stewards and clerks, aside from the second class pas- 
sengers, with necessary baths, lavatory and mess rooms, 
Fore and aft of the engine boiler casings are berths for 
#50 soldiers. These are easily removed, being made of 
light steel fittings. A wireless house has been placed on 
the shade deck. 

The vessel will be propelled by twin screws, driven by 
triple-expansion three-cylinder surface-condensing engines, 
which will furnish aniple power for a speed of twelve 
and a half knots per hour. 


ARMY REMOUNT ASSOCIATION. 

More than two hundred lovers of horses took part in 
the organization of the U.S. Cavalry and Artillery 
Remount Association at a dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, New York, on Feb. 19. The purpose of the 
association is to further the breeding in this country of 
horses suitable for those two branches of the mobile 
Army. This was the second annual dinner of these men, 
and it was decided that to crystallize into an organized 
effort their desires to have something done to make this 
country supply its own Cavalry and Artillery horses of 
the best kind. Mr. I’. K. Sturgis, who introduced the 


resolution by which the association was organized amid 
cheers, nominated Major Gen. Leonard Wood as presi- 
dent, and he was elected with full power to name the 
other officers and to formulate rules for the organization. 
August Belmont, president of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, said in the opening speech that 
Colonel Roosevelt had informed him he would be willing 
to act as one of the vice-presidents of the new organiza- 
tion. The toastmaster of the evening was Harry W. 
Smith, master of the Grafton Hunt at Worcester, Mass., 
who interested the diners with a novelty, that of intro- 
ducing most of the speakers by means of lantern slides. 
At the guest table besides General Wood and Mr. 
Belmont were Major Henry 'T. Allen, U.S. Cav., and 
Capt. C. F. C. Sowerby, of the British Embassy, Wash- 
ington. ‘The diners included representatives of all the 
leading hunt clubs in the East, the delegation from 
Baltimore alone numbering sixteen. One feature of the 
welcoming speech of Mr. Smith was the announcement 
of the presentation of an extensive library to every 
Cavalry post in the United States, the cost to be defrayed 
by the majority of those at the dinner. This library 
will consist of books on breeding and history, horseman- 
ship, racing and steeplechasing, riding and hunting, and 
on miscellaneous subjects. Colonel Roosevelt and other 
experts of this country and Europe have passed upon 
the list of books. Subscriptions for five years to the 
leading English and American sporting magazines and 
periodicals are included in the gift. Mr. Belmont in his 
address said that hearty support should be given to the 
efforts of the War and the Agricultural Departments to 
correct the tendency toward deterioration in the Ameri- 
can horse. The excellent circulars prepared by George 
M. Rommel, Chief of the Animal Husbandry Division, 
on “The Army Remount Problem” and “Breeding Horses 
for the U.S. Army,” show that the latter Department 
is fully alive to the situation. England is also waking 
up to the necessity of improving the type of army horse. 
Mr. Belmont then sketched an outline of the form the 
organization, which is to be nation-wide, should take: 

First create from all ranks of sport and from every 
walk of agricultural life q national membership, with 
nominal dues of $2, with the center of the organization 
in Washington. Then organize locals in every desirable 
section of the country, each local to become, as a 
separate organization, a member of the national organiza- 
tion, represented by a delegate. these delegates in turn 
to elect at an annual convention a governing board. 
For the payment of $2 a year the individual member will 
receive pamphlets published by the association and be 
on the Government’s list for circulars on this special 
subject, and for a stud book or register of mares regis- 
tered under government inspection suitable for breeding 
remounts and artillery horses. This rough outline had 
been approved, Mr. Belmont said, by General Wood and 
Colonel Roosevelt.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Comptroller has rendered the following decision: 
“By decision of this office of April 27, 1910 (53 MS. 
Comp. Dec., 467) on the appeal of F. N. Perkins, pay- 
master, U.S. Navy, it was held that he was not entitled 
to the pay of lieutenant commander from Oct. 24, 1908, 
the date he was first notified that he had attained to 
rank of lieutenant commander, to Dec. 14, 1908, on the 
ground that he did not legally attain the said rank until 
Dec. 15, 1908. Paymaster Perkins now asks reconsidera- 


tion of that decision, and that he be allowed the pay of 
lieutenant commander during the period in question and 
refers to the case of Lieutenant Commander McArthur 
(17 Comp. Dec., 611), as a precedent and authority for 
the allowance. In the case referred to McArthur was a 
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line officer and was promoted from the office of lieuten- 
ant to the office of lieutenant commander, and it was 
held that from the date he was recognized as and per- 
formed the duties of lieutenant commander until he re- 
ceived his legal appointment he was a de facto officer 
and that having received the pay of the higher office it 
could not be recovered. This was based upon decisions 
of the courts cited. The conditions are different in this 
case. Paymaster Perkins was not promoted from one 
office to another, but merely advanced from one rank to 
another rank in the same office. . He was a de jure pay- 
master all the time. He did not perform the duties of a 
higher office from Oct. 25 to Dec. 14, 1908; his office was 
the same and the character of the duties performed the 
same. He cannot therefore, be treated as a de facto 
officer ‘as distinguished from a de jure officer during the 
period in question. See decision in the case of Pay- 
master Rose of April 138, 1911 (57 MS. Comp. Dec., 
189; Pm. Memo. No. 122, p. 1714). The decision of 
April 27, 1910, on Mr. Perkins’s appeal is in my opin- 
ion correct and it will be adhered to. 

Comdr. P. Magruder, U.S.N., by orders from the 
Navy Department was detached from the Naval War 
College Sept 30, 1911, and ordered to San Francisco, to 
take passage from there for Manila, P.I., on the Army 
transport sailing about Nov. 5, 1911. He arrived at 
San Francisco Nov. 4 and sailed from there Nov. 6. The 
Comptroller, in reply to an inquiry from Paymr. Ray 
Spear, U.S.N., decides that there was nothing in the 
orders of Commander Magruder to place him on a leave 
status, and he is entitled to duty pay between Sept. 30 
and Nov. 6, 1911. N 

By designation of the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion Lieut. Comdr. H. E. Yarnell, U.S.N., served as fleet 
engineer of the Atlantic Fleet, but the Comptroller 
declines to allow him pay for his service as such, holding 
with the Attorney General that “no designation other 
ihan that made by the President entitles a naval pay- 
master to the place and perquisites of paymaster of the 
fleet.” The Secretary of the Navy, in response to an 
inquiry, advised that the designation in this case was 
inadvertent. ! 





CASE OF MAJOR B. B. RAY, U.S.A. 


Additional facts concerning Major Beecher B. Ray, 
Pay Dept., U.S.A., were made public on Feb. 17 by 
correspondence sent to the House Committee on Expendi- 
tures of the War Department, by permission of President 
Taft. ; 

In the correspondence given to Representative Harvey 
lIelm, of Kentucky, chairman of the committee, is a 
cablegram received at the War Department on Nov. 4, 
i907, a year before the 1908 campaign, from Brig. Gen. 
Clarence R. Edwards, Chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, who was in the Philippines. Major Ray was 
stationed in the islands at the time. The cablegram was 
addressed to the Assistant Chief of the Bureau, and was 
2s follows: 


Manila. 
To McIntyre, Washington: 
Go to J. Franklin Bell, Culver C. Sniffen and Charles H. 
Whipple, confidentially fix it up with them so that Beecher 
B. Ray can be ordered at once, without exciting comment, to 


Chicago station. 
EDWARDS. 

The following was the reply: 

Nov. 4, 1907. 
To Edwards, Manila: 

Culver C. Sniffen strongly opposed to returning Beecher B. 
Ray to United States; says Beecher B. Ray is politically unre- 
liable and brought influence of Cullom, Hemenway, to prevent 
his going to the Philippines; evidently appealed to them as 
friends of Cannon and Fairbanks by representations of sup- 
port with his influence. McINTYRE. 

In a letter written by Brig. Gen. C. C. Sniffen, U.S.A., 
retired, on Nov. 5, 1907, to Major Gen. John F. Weston, 
U.S.A... at Manila, in opposition to the transfer of Major 
Ray, this statement is made: 

I assure you that he is the most astonishing example of 
unbounded bluff and limitless gall that I have ever met in 
my life except Major Joseph Wham, late of the Pay Depart- 
ment, and now on the retired list, and Ray and Wham are 
coequals in every respect. 

Major Ray was ordered to this country. <A year ago 
he was stationed at Atlanta. He desired to go to 
Chicago, but there was a hitch in the Paymaster Gen- 
eral’s office. Under date of Jan. 16, 1911, the following 
set of resolutions was received at the White House by 
President Taft: 

Conductors’ Council, Order Railway Conductors, 
Room 1,015 New York Life Building, Chicago, Ill. 
To Hon. William H. Taft, President of the United States: 

Be it resolved that Division No. 298, Order Railway Con- 
ductors, most urgently request that Major B. B. Ray, chief 
paymaster, U.S. Army, be assigned to duty in Chicago as chief 
paymaster, U.S. Army. 

The railway men of Chicago and the West have insisted on 
the return to this city of Brother Ray, who has been active 
member of our order and has legions of friends. We feel 
that his being stationed in our city would be of benefit along 
many lines to his friends and his party. 

We make this request on account of the health of Mrs. Ray, 
so that she may be close to her friends and relatives and Dr. 
Menge, of Chicago, who knows her case, and we believe would 
be better able to handle it than any other physician, and 
also on account of Brother Ray’s strong personality among 
our membership and his advice in questions which will come 
up in the near future.

This was forwarded from the White House to the 
Secretary of War and reached Paymaster General 
Whipple, who endorsed it as follows: 

Paymaster General’s Office, War Dept., Jan. 19, 1911. 

Respectfully returned to the Adjutant General. There is no 
requirements in the Service which would justify the Pay- 
master General in recommending that Major Ray be relieved 
from duty at his present station, Atlanta, Ga., and assigned 
to station in Chicago, Ill. It is detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the Pay Department to have the stations of Army 
paymasters changed for reasons other than the requirements of 


the Service.

Additional papers in the case of Major Ray were sent, 
to the committee from the War Department Feb. 21, 
with an explanation from the Secretary that they had 
just come to his notice. Among these papers is this 
cablegram : 

‘*Washington, D.C., Dec. 21, 1908. 

‘Bliss, Manila: Personal and confidential. If possible 
please meet requirement of discipline in Beecher B. Ray case 
without reference to court or War Department. Will support 
your action. (Signed) BELL.’’ 

In reply General Bliss telegraphed Jan. 2, 1909: “I 
have no doubt matter will be adjusted satisfactorily as 
suggested by you. To prevent further embarrassment [ 
shall in due time recommend transfer from the division 
of officer concerned.” , 

Jan. 19, 1909, he telegraphed: “Previous charges and 


report Francis H. French (Lieutenant Colonel) were 
forwarded Major Gen. John F. Weston, July 25. Papers 
in the case received back to-day. Paymaster General 
charges Beecher B. Ray knowingly signing false vouchers. 
Recommends appropriate action. Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral recommends disciplinary measures. The Secretary 
= War directs such disciplinary measures as may be 
est. 

“Beecher B. Ray under orders to proceed to Honolulu. 
About to sail commercial lines, Jan. 16, at his own 
expense. Orders War Department referred to necessitate 
further investigation, probable trial, general court-martial. 
Will retain Beecher B. Ray accordingly. Instructions 
of the War Department Dec. 4 direct investigation and 
report similar case, Barl C. Carnahan (Captain), 
Thomas M. Moody (Captain). Will not be possible to 
separate from case of Beecher B. Ray.” 

In a reply dated the same day General Bell said : 
“Send direct to me personally papers all relating to 
three cases'mentioned in your telegram. Further investi- 
gation unnecessary at present. Beecher B. Ray to 
proceed to Honolulu pursuant to orders.” 

In another despatch dated Jan. 29 General Bell said 
of this despatch that it ‘‘was not personal, but was sent 
by direction, and if it has not been complied with it 
should be at once.” 

There is another cablegram notifying Major General 
Bell that Major Ray would leave the Philippines on, 
Feb. 7, 1909. ;

A NOTE OF WARNING. 


Hon. Charles J. Bonaparte, whose experiences as for- 
mer Secretary of the Navy enables him to speak with 
authority, in an article in the Baltimore Evening Sun, 
sounds this note of warning for the benefit of the Demo- 
cratic majority in the lower House of Congress: 


“In a recent article of this series the writer suggested 
that, in deciding to abandon the policy of steady in- 
crease for our Navy, the Democratic majority in the 
House of Representatives ran no little risk of furnish- 
ing the Republicans with a campaign issue which might 
outweigh the tariff and distract attention from the 
trusts. In fact, this threatened failure to provide ade- 
quately for the national defenses has already figured 
prominently in President Taft’s ‘keynote’ speech on Lin- 
ecoln Day; and we may very reasonably expect to find 
Republican speakers and writers this year profoundly 
solicitous about the country’s safety and honor and niled 
with dark misgivings as to the disgraceful, almost trea- 
sonable, indifference of the Democrats to our national 
dangers. 

“In other words, instead of discussing whether the 
party in power has been guilty of misgovernment, we 
may have to discuss whether the party seeking power is 
patriotic: to this change of topic Republican politicians 
will probably not object. 

“They would show themselves certainly very stupid if 
they did object, for not only would this change throw 
their adversaries, instead of themselves, on the defensive, 
but it would compel the Democrats to defend their party 
record in its most vulnerable aspect, it would bring into 
strong relief just that one feature of our political history 
which, on the whole, has been probably most effective in 
keeping the Democratic party out of power. 

“No matter how distinguished may be its public men 
or how eminent may have been its public services, an 
instinct of self-preservation will always make a self- 
governing people look askance at a political party which 
appears to be lukewarm, obstructive and critical when 
the country is at war or otherwise in peril. A party 
which constantly finds reasons to object to any form 
of suggested action at a time when the people feels that 
energetic action in some form is indispensable and urgent 
for the public safety becomes quickly an object of dis- 
trust and suspicion and, in general, must wait long to 
fully regain the people’s confidence. 

“It is not without reason that the American people 
count indifference to the nation’s safety and dignity a 
grievous sin in a political party ; its sensitiveness on this 
score shows its true sense of proportion in politics. 
Whether the tariff shall be one for revenue or one for 
protection is doubtless an important question, but it is 
not a vital question; honest and intelligent men may 
honestly and intelligently differ as to which of the two 
will make us the more prosperous; as a matter of fact, 
we have, at times, prospered amazingly under each. 
Whether one party or the other can be the better trusted 
to deal satisfactorily with our great aggregations of 
capital is likewise a question to which, to say the least, 
there are two sides; the trusts have no special reason 
to tremble as they look back to the years when a Demo- 
cratic President was last in power. 

“In any event, whether we have a high tariff or a low 
tariff, whether Mr. Wickersham is succeeded by a Demo- 
erat or by a Republican or remains where he is, the 
country will not go to what Mr. Mantalini feelingly 
calls ‘the demnition bow-wows.’ But it may go to them, 
even go very rapidly, if it is placed in the hands of those 
who thinks its protection a trifle and its greatness a 
cause for regret. If we could ever have a party in 
power whose ideal was the condition of affairs which 
existed after our independence of England and before we 
had found the ‘more perfect union’ sought through the 
Federal Constitution, every true American would indeed 
have cause for alarm.” 





BRITISH VIEW OF OUR NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


The view taken by foreign authorities on naval affairs 
of the action of the Democratic caucus in limiting the 
growth of the Navy is reflected in the British Naval and 
Military Record of Feb, 7. he Record calls attention 
to the fact that the United States will be the only 
country in the world this year that will not build a 
battleship, if Congress should be controlled by the 
Democratic caucus. Evidently the action of the Demo- 
cratic caucus is attracting world-wide attention and is 
regarded as a backward step in navy construction. ‘ 

In this connection the British paper remarks: “As 
the American Navy sinks in power so the strength of 
the Monroe Doctrine will decline.” In other words, the 
abandonment of the two-battleship program is virtually 
a repudiation of the Monroe Doctrine. Is the country 
ready for such a step? It is well to bear in mind that 
any reduction in the strength of the Navy is construed 
by foreign Powers as an abandonment of the Monroe 
Doctrine. The British Naval and Military Record says: 

“So far as can be foreseen at present, the United 
States will be the only country in the world this year 
which will lav down not a single ship of the armored 
class. * * * Sinee Mr. Roosevelt became President 
two large armored ships annually have been laid down, 
with the idea of giving the United States a first line of 
twenty shins and a second line of the same numerical 
strength. Any interruption in this regular output will 
seriously react upon the many industries which have 





grown up, and there is every reason to anticipate that 
the American people will soon realize that the Monroe 
Doctrine is as large as the American Navy. As the 
American Navy sioks in power, so the strength of the 
Monroe Doctrine will decline. * * * \ 

“If it has not been for the sentiment of economy, 
which is now uppermost in the States, there is no doubt 
that the Navy Department, instead of merely asking for 
two battleships and two colliers, would have put forward 
a proposal for a battle-cruiser. Opinion in the States 
in favor of this type of ship is becomiug more and more 
marked as Germany has indicated, through her press, 
the importance which she attaches to such units. For 
the present, however, the cry in the United States is 
one of economy, and unless every indication proves false 
the — of the American fleet will be temporarily 
arrested.”

NAVY LEAGUE CONVENTION. 


With Herbert 1.. Satterlee, former Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, presiding, the first session of the seventh 
annual convention of the Navy League of the United 
States opened its sessions at the New, Willard Hotel in 
Washington at ten a.m., Feb. 22. Although all of the 
delegates had not yet arrived the League proceeded with 
business. An address of welcome was delivered by a 
representative of the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia. The first business transacted was the adop- 
tion of the report of the Chairman of the Committee on 
Nominations, which proposed that five present Directors 
of the League whose terms expire in March, and whose 
services to the League have been invaluable, be nom- 
inated for re-election. ‘The Directors re-elected for a 
three-year term are: Gen. Horace Porter, Col. Robert M. 
Thompson, Lieut. Randolph H. Miner, Dr. John W. Cros- 
key and Capt. Francis B. Allen. The warm praise of 
the nominees of the committee set forth in the report of 
chairman was greeted with applause by the delegates. 

With deep interest the delegates listened to an address 
by Judge John A. Stoughton, of Hartford, Conn., on 
“John Fitch,” and to Rear Admiral Charles H. Stockton, 
U.S.N., and Mr. James Barnes on the work of the Naval 
History Society. From twelve to one o'clock the dele- 
gates were received by a committee of Navy officers, of 
which Admiral George Dewey, U.S.N., was chairman. In 
recognition of Washington’s Birthday, in the afternoon 
the Convention adjourned and mest of the delegates 
visited Mount Vernon. he annual dinner of the League 
took place at the New Willard Thursday evening, Gen. 
Horace Porter presiding. Col. Robert M. Thompson, 
who was selected as toastmaster, was not able to attend 
the convention. Colonel Thompson was detained in 
Florida, — he is recovering from a recent illness. 
Henry H. Ward, secretary of the League, acted as toast- 
master and did it in a manner that contributed much to 
the success of the dinner. Among the guests were Ion. 
George von lL. Meyer, Secretary of the Navy; Hon. 
Franklin MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury; Hon. 
Beekman Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the Navy; 
Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N.; Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A.; Rear Admiral Richard Wain- 
wright, U.S.N.; Major Gen. William P. Biddle, U.S. 
M.C.; Capt. John H. Gibbons, U.S.N.; Hon. Joseph G. 
Cannon, Hon. John J. Fitzgerald. Hon. William Sulzer, 
Hon. William L. Humphrey, Hon. L. P. Padgett, Hon. 
Swager Sherley; Hon. Henry White, formerly Ambassa- 
dor to France; Hon. J. M. Dickinson, formerly Secretary 
of War; Hon. Herbert L. Satterlee, Hon. E. T. Cham- 
berlain, Charles Francis Adams, esq., James Barnes, esy., 
and Hon. W. Morgan Shuster, formerly Treasurer Gen- 
eral of Persia. 

Secretary Meyer in his address said that unless the 
building program of two battleships a year is maintained 
the United States will fall to fifth place among the naval 
powers of the world by the time the Panama Canal is 
completed. Our Navy, he said, would then be overtaken 
and passed by Germany, France and Japan, with Great 
Britain in lead of all. 

While declaring that the fleet under its present or- 

ganization and that of the navy yards is ready to go to 
war to-morrow if necessary, Secretary Meyer made a 
strong plea to the Democrats of the House of Representa- 
tives to appropriate for two battleships at this session. 
Let our watchword be “The Fleet! The Fleet for the 
nation; not for private interests!’ he concluded. 
_ If economy must be enforced, Mr. Meyer declared, let 
it not cripple the fleet. Would it not be better, he asked. 
to save approximately $1,600,000 per year by the aboli- 
tion of small navy yards. 

So completely won over to the idea of a large navy, 
large enough to keep the United States near the top of 
the list of the leading naval powers of the world, has 
Representative Joseph G. Cannon become that he de- 
clared with emphasis that had he his Congressional career 
to live over again he would be steadfast in his advocacy 
of an annual building program of at least four battle- 
ships. This would insure, he declared, the power to keep 
what this country has, both in possessions and in vessels, 
and would be a powerful factor in maintaining a world 
peace. 

Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., retired, 
drew attention to the necessity of a fleet adequate to cope 
with any emergency that might arise with a foreign 
nation. If Spain had had a stronger navy she might not 
have clashed with the United States. As a result of her 
lack of an adequate navy she lost heavily in possessions 
and practically all of the navy she possessed. He also 
spoke of Russian unpreparedness and her consequent seri- 
ous losses and defeat. 

Not the least important meeting was the morning 
session of Friday, when the representatives of twenty- 
five or thirty business organizations from the large cities 
of the country discussed the Panama Canal toll question. 
Some time ago a circular letter was sent to the large 
business organizations of the country from the Navy 
League with a view to securing an expression upon the 
legislation now pending in Congress. Such a deep in- 
terest was taken in the subject that in response to 
requests from oflicers of several large Chambers of Com; 
merce a session of the Convention was set aside for the 
consideration of this question and the business organiza4 
tions were asked to send delegates. Most of them came 
instructed by resolutions adopted by the organizations 
which they represented. { 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge was heard from on the 
diplomatic feature of the canal tolls question, and 
Representative William Sulzer, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, delivered an address on “What 
Shall We Do to Restore the American Merchant 
Marine?” This was followed by short talks from the 
delegates in which they gave the view of their localities. 

The peace meeting which was held at the Memorial, 
Continental Hall Friday afternoon proved to bé a grand

NAVY CONSTRUCTION CORPS. 

In no part of the Navy is there more evidence of 
stagnation in promotion than in the Construction Corps. 
In studying the condition of the corps it develops that 
it will be six years before the first naval constructor will 
be due for promotion, while those down toward the 
bottom of the list will not be advanced for twenty-four 
or twenty-five years. The subjoined table shows the 
prospects of promotion in the corps as compared with 
the line.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The after half of the old U.S. battleship Maine, from 
frame 43 to the stern, is now afloat inside the cofferdam 
in Havana Harbor, Cuba, and ready to be towed out for 
burial at sea. The burial of the hulk will probably take 
place on March 4. The wreck will be escorted out into 
the Florida Straits by the U.S.S. North Carolina and 
Birmingham, the Cuban flagship Hatuey and the Cuban 
gunboat Yara. The guns of Morro Castle and Cabanas 
and La Punta fortresses will fire a salute as the proces- 
sion steams out of the harbor, and the warships will fire 
a second salute as the hull is sunk in deep water. There 
will be memorial exercises for the victims of the explosion 
on shore, under the direction of the Cuban government. 

The U.S.S. Idaho arrived at the navy yard, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., with one of her crank shafts broken, it is 
reported, and the other in bad shape. She made the 
trip from Guantanamo, Cuba, in ten days. 

The U.S.S, Tonopah has been ordered placed in full 
commission at the navy yard, New York, on March 1, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

The U.S.S. Cleveland has been ordered placed in second 
reserve at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., on April 8, 
1912, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

One of the last features of the old Navy, the Wabash, 
Independence and Lancaster, will shortly disappear from 
the Service. The Lancaster, which is now stationed at 
Philadelphia as a receivingship, is to be surveyed with 
a view to offering her for sale. The Wabash, receiving- 
ship at Boston, and the Independence, receivingship at 
Mare Island, will shortly follow the same route, and 
within a year these three historic ships will probably 
be dropped from the Navy list. 


The Navy Department Feb. 20 accepted the bid of 
Henry J. Rogers, of San Francisco, Cal., for the U.S.S. 
Pensacola. Mr. Rogers’s bid was $12,025 and was the 
highest received. The appraised value of the Pensacola 
was $4,750. The following is the list of bidders and 
the amount bid by each: Henry J. Rogers, $12,025; 
Smith and Bondron, $10,200; H. T. Hempstead, $8,030; 
Melvin A, Taylor, $6, 552.50; David Bercovich, $6,126; 





Charles Goldman, $5,778.88; M. Davidson, $5,350; 
Maurice Rosenthal, $5,125; H. Sanderson and Company, 
$4,910; United Engineering Works, $4,800; Charles Du 
Bruyn, $3,000. The Pensacola is a wooden vessel of 
8,000 tons displacement, length 230 feet 8 inches, breadth 
44 feet 6 inches, with a mean draft of 18 feet 7 inches. 
She was built by the United States at Pensacola, Fla., 
1858-1862, and has been used for several years as the 
receivingship at the Naval Training Station, San Fran- 
cisco. 


A fine example of quick work in rescuing a man who 
fell overboard occurred on the U.S.S. Washington, the 
flagship of Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, under com- 
mand of Capt. Richard M. Hughes. The Washington 
while at sea on Feb. 22, en route to Key West, Fla., 
was moving along at tw elve knots when William Faraday. 
boatswain’s mate, of Bradford, Mass., was washed 
overboard. Instantly a cry of ‘Man overboard” was 
given, engines were reversed, and the cruiser quickly, 
stopped. Private Madsen, of the marines, sighted the 
man struggling in the water and let go a lifebuoy, which 
Faraday reached with a few strokes. In the meantime— 
twelve seconds—the lifeboat had been manned, but the 
sea was so high that it was impossible to lower the boat 
for several minutes while awaiting a favorable opportu- 
nity. The crew pulled hard for half a mile to windward 
until Faraday was reached. When finally close by a line 
was thrown, but Faraday, injured and nearly exhausted, 
was unable to secure it to his body. After skilful 
maneuvering in the heavy sea the crew brought the boat 
alongside and the fainting man was taken aboard. 
Nineteen minutes after he went overboard Faraday was 
lifted to the deck, suffering severely from the shock of 
immersion. The lifeboat was commanded by Lieut. 
fdward I. Spafford, and the crew consisted of Hambrick, 
coxswain; Clark, Ballapie, Danegar, Sanfanck, Adams, 
Staman and Menor. \

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The reductions made in the items of appropriation in 
the House were noted in our issue of Feb. 17, page 766. 
As the bill was passed by the House on Feb. 16 and 
now lies before the Military Committee of the Senate, the 
Army Appropriation bill carries the following legislation 
not found in last year’s measure: . 

That no money appropriated by this act shall be paid to 
any officer for any period during which he shall have Smee de- 
tached for any duty of any kind for more than four of the 
preceding six years from the organization in which he is 
commissioned unless such continuous detachment from such 
organization for more than four years shall have been speci- 
fically authorized by law. 

Provided, That no part of the appropriation in this act 
for the pay of officers and enlisted men shall be paid to any 
officer or enlisted man in active service for any period of time 
lost by him on account of diseases which are the result of 
his own intemperate use of drugs, alcoholic liquors, or other 
misconduct. 

Provided, That on and after the Ist day of July, 1912, 
there shall be ten regiments of Cavalry, and no more, in the 
United States Army, and that the officers who shall be ren- 
dered supernumerary by this reduction in the number of 
Cavalry regiments shall be retained in service and shall be 
assigned to vacancies in their respective grades as such vacan- 
cies shall occure in the Cavalry, or, in the discretion of the 
President, to such vacancies in their respective grades as 
shall occur in any other arm of the Service. Provided fur- 
ther, That all officers of Cavalry made surplus by such re- 
duction shall be transferred proportionately to the Infantry, 
Field Artillery, Coast Artillery and Cavalry, according to their 
relative commissioned and personnel strength, and that the 
officers so transferred shall take rank in the branch to which 
transferred according to length of commissioned service; An 
provided further, That no officer shall be reduced in grade, 
and the Secretary of War is directed to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Subsistence Department: Provided, 
1261 of the Revised Statutes as pertains to additional pay 
for acting commissaries be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 
Provided, That hereafter Army paymasters’ 
clerks and the expert accountant, Inspector General's Depart- 
ment, shall receive mileage at the same rates and under the 
same conditions as is provided by law for officers of the Army. 

Provided, That hereafter enlisted men may be detailed to 
serve as stenographiec reporters for general courts-martial, 
courts of inquiry, military commissions, and retiring boards, 
and while so serving shall receive extra pay at the rate of 
not exceeding five cents for each 100 words taken in short- 
hand and transcribed, such extra pay to be met from the 
annual appropriation for expenses of courts-martial, and so 
forth. 

Quartermaster’s Department: Provided further, That no 
part of this appropriation shall be expended for the installa-

tion of an electric lighting plant at Fort Niagara. 
Provided further, That the accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury are hereby authorized and directed to remove any sus- 


pensions or disallowances in the eccounts of quartermasters 
for the fiscal years 1910, 1911 and 1912, for the purchase, 
care and foraging of horses, because of age, sex or size, and 
for the purchase of seeds. machinery, and for labor and other 
expenditures in connection with the raising of forage at re- 
mount depots, from appropriations of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. 

The appropriation for purchase of horses is for horses 
‘‘of ages, sex and size as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War for remounts,’’ as well as for the purposes here- 
tofore allowed. The provision in former bills, against ‘‘the 
use of funds for breeding purposes,’’ is absent from the pres- 
ent bill. The standard set by Army Regulations for Cavalry 
and Artillery horses may be departed from ‘‘in purchase of 
remounts’’ as well as for instruction of cadets at West Point. 
The bill also authorizes the purchase of seeds and implements 
for the raising of forage at remount depots. 

Barracks and Quarters: Provided further. That of the 
amount herein appropriated the sum of $25,000 shall be im- 
mediately available for the construction of barracks and 
quarters: Provided further. That no part of this appropria- 
tion shall be expended at any Army post which the Secretary 
of War has decided or may decide to abandon in the interest 
of the Service. Provided further, That no part of this ap- 
propriation shall be expended at any of the following named 


Army pests: Fort Apache, Boise Barracks, Fert Brady, Fort 
Clark. Fort George Wright. Fort Jay, Fort Lineoln, Fort 
Logan H. Root, Fort McIntosh, Fort McKenzie, Madison Bar- 
racks. Fort Meade, Fort Niagara, Fort Ontario, Fort Wayne, 
Whipple Barracks, Fort William Henry Harrison, Fort Yellow- 
stone, Fort Ethan Allen, Plattsburg Barracks, Fort Robinson, 
Fort Missoula, Joert Logan. Fort Douglas and Fort D. A. 
Russell: Provided further, That the Secretary of War be, and 
he is hereby, authorized to transfer and convey to the state 
of Texas. for the purpose of a state tuberculosis sanitarium, 
such portion of Fort Clark Military Reservation, not to ex- 
ceed 640 acres, in the state of Texas. as the Governor of the 


state or his representative and the President of the United 
States or his representative may agree upon: Provided, That 
should the state of Texas in any event refuse or fail to use 
or shall abandon the property herein authorized to be con- 
veyed, or any portion thereof, for the purposes designated, 
then such land and property shall revert to the United States 
und beeome a part of the public domain thereof, $1,621,589: 
Provided further, That no part of the sum appropriated by 
this act shall be used to convert a mobile Army post of less 
grade or size than a regimental post into a regimental post 
or a regimental post into a brigade post. 

Roads. Walks, ete.: Proviso against use of any part of this 
appropriation at any of the Army posts named in the pro- 
viso above (under Barracks and Quarters). 

Water and Sewers: Proviso against use of any part of this 
appropriation for permanent improvements at any of the posts 
mentioned above. (Under Barracks and Quarters.) 

\llowances for erection of officers’ quarters in the 
pines are reduced in the present measure as follows: Quar- 
ters for a‘ general officer, former allowance $12,000. now 
$8,000: colonel to captain, reduced from $10,000 to $6,000; 
below captain, reduced from $6,000 to $4,000.

The appropriation for ‘‘shooting galleries and ranges’’ in- 
eludes the extra duty pay of enlisted men and hire of em- 
ployees, and the following proviso is added, which is really a 
mw appropriation: Provided, That of this amount the sum of 

$3.450, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is made im- 
mediately available for the purchase of additional land ad- 
joining the military reservation of Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., 
for use in connection with the rifle range. 

Ordnance: No part of appropriation for ammunition shall be 


paid for small-arms powder at a price exceeding seventy-one 
cents a pound. Under this heading it is also: Provided, That 
hereafter when authorized transfers or sales of ordnance or 
ordnance stores are made to another bureau of the War De- 
partment, or to another executive department of the Govern- 
ment, payment therefor shall be made by the proper dis- 
bursing officer of the bureau, office, or department concerned. 
When the transaction is between two bureaus of the War De- 
partment, the price to be charged shall be the cost price of 
the stores, including the cost of inspection. When the trans- 
action is between the Ordnance Department and another execu- 
tive department of the Government, the price to be charged 
shall include the cost price of the stores and the costs of in- 
spection and transportation. 


THE REORGANIZATION SECTIONS. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter all enlistments in the Army shall be 
made for the term of five years, and for all enlistments here- 
after accomplished five years shall be counted as an enlist- 
ment period in computing continuous-service pay. 

Sec. 3. That all laws and parts of laws authorizing increase 
of the pay of commissioned officers and enlisted men of the 
Army serving beyond the limits of the states comprising the 
Union, and the territories of the United States contiguous 
thereto, are hereby repealed to the extent to which such in- 
crease of pay is authorized by such laws. 

Sec. 4. That the office establishments of the Quartermas- 
ter General, the Commissary General, and the Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Army are hereby consolidated and shall hereafter 
constitute a single bureau of the War Department, which shall 
be known as the Quartermaster Corps, and of which the 
Chief of the Quartermaster Corps created by this act shall 
be the head. The Quartermaster’s, Subsistence and Pay De- 
partments of the Army are hereby consolidated into and 
shall hereafter be known as the Quartermaster Corps of the 
Army. The officers of said departments shall hereafter be 
known as officers of said corps and by the title of the rank 
held by them therein, and, except as hereinafter specifically 
provided to the contrary, the provisions of Sec. 26 and 27 
of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, entitled ‘‘An 
act to increase the efficiency of the permanent Military Es- 
tablishment of the United States,’’ are hereby extended so as 
to apply to the Quartermaster Corps in the manner and to 
the extent to which they now apply to the Quartermaster’s, 
Subsistence and Pay Departments, and the provision of said 
sections of said act relative to chiefs of staff corps and de- 
partments shall, so far as they are applicable, apply to all 
offices and officers of the Quartermaster Corps with rank 
above that of colonel. The officers now holding commissions 
as officers of the said departments shall hereafter have the 
same tenure of commission in the Quartermaster Corps, and 
as officers of said corps shall have rank of the same grades 
and dates as that now held by them, and, for the purpose of 
filling vacancies among them, shall constitute one list, on 
which they shall be arranged according to rank. So long as 
any officers shall remain on said list any vacancy occurring 
therein shall be filled, if possible, from among such officers, 
by selection if the vacancy occurs in a grade above that of 
colonel, and, if the vacancy occurs in a grade not above that 
of colonel, by the promotion of an officer who would have been 
entitled to promotion to that particular vacancy if tne con- 
solidation of departments hereby prescribed had never oc- 
curred, The non-commissioned officers now known as post 
quartermaster sergeants and post commissary sergeants shall 
hereafter be known as quartermaster sergeants; the Army pay- 
master’s clerks shall be known as pay clerks, and each of 
said non-commissioned officers and pay clerks shall continue to 
have the pay, allowances, rights and privileges now allowed 
him by law: Provided, That no details to fill vacancies in the 
grade of major in the Quartermaster Corps shall be made 
until the number of officers of that grade shall have been re- 
duced by eleven, and thereafter the number of officers in said 
grade shall not exceed forty-six; and no details to fill vacan- 
cies in the grade of captain in the Quartermaster Corps shall 
be made until after the number of officers of that grade shall 
be reduced by thirty-one, and thereafter the number of officers 
of said grade shall not exceed one hundred; and whenever 
the separation of a line officer of any grade and arm from the 
Quartermaster Corps shall create therein a vacancy that, 
under the terms of this proviso, cannot be filled by detail 
such separation shall operate to make a permanent reduction 
of one in the total number of officers of said grade and arm 
in the line of the Army as soon as such reduction can ‘be 
made without depriving any officer of his commission: Pro- 
vided further, That whenever the Secretary of War shall de- 
cide that it is necessary and practicable, regimental, battalion, 
and squadron quartermasters and commissaries shall be re- 
quired to perform any duties that junior officers of the Quar- 
termaster Corps may properly be required to perform, and 
regimental and battalion quartermaster and commissary ser- 
geants shall be required to perform any duties that non-com- 
missioned officers or pay clerks of the Quartermaster Corps 
may properly be required to perform: Provided further, That 
such duty or duties as are now required by law to be per- 
formed by any officer or officers of the Quartermaster’s, Sub- 
sistence, or Pay Departments shall hereafter be performed by 
such ofticer or officers of the Quartermaster Corps as the Sec- 
retary of War may designate for the purpose: Provided fur- 
ther, That there shall be a Chief of the Quartermaster Corps, 
who shall have the rank of major general while so serving. 
and who shall be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, from among the officers 
of said corps and in accordance with the requirements of 
Sec. 26 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, herein- 
before cited: Provided further, That when the first vacancy 
in the grade of brigadier general in the Quartermaster Corps, 
except a vacancy caused by the expiration of a limited term 
of appointment, shall hereafter occur that vacaney shall not 
be filled, but the office in which the vacancy oecurs shall im- 
mediately cease and determine: Provided further, That the 
Quartermaster Corps shall be subject to the supervision of 
the Chief of Staff to the extent the departments hereby con- 
solidated into said corps have heretofore been subject to such 
supervision under the terms of the existing law. 

See. 5. That as soon as practicable after the creation of a 
Army not to exceed 4,000 civilian 


Quartermaster Corps in the 
employees of that corps, receiviig a monthly compensation of 


not less than $30 nor more than $175 each, not ineluding 
civil engineers, superintendents of construction, inspectors of 


clothing, clothing examiners, inspectors of supplies, inspec- 
tors of animals, chemists. veterinarians, freight and passenger 
rate clerks, employees of the classified service, employees of 
the Army Transport Service and Harbor-boat Service, and 
such other employees as may be required for technical work, 
shall be replaced permanently by not to exceed an equal num- 
ber of enlisted men of said corps, and all enlisted men of the 
line of the Army detailed on extra duty in the Quarter- 
master Corps or as bakers or assistant bakers shall be re- 
placed permanently by not to excecd 2,000 enlisted men of 
said corps; and for the purposes of this act the enlistment in 
the military service of not to exceed 6,000 men, who shall 
be attached permanently to the Quartermaster Corps and who 
shall not be counted as a part of the enlisted force provided 


by law, is hereby authorized: Provided, That the enlisted force 
of the Quartermaster Corps shall consist of not to exceed 
fifteen master electricians, 600 sergeants (first class), 1,005 


sergeants, 650 
privates, and 


corporals, 2,500 privates (first class), 1,190 
forty-five cooks, all of whom shall receive the 
same pay and allowances as enlisted men of corresponding 
grades in the Signal Corps of the Army, and shall be as- 
signed to snch duties pertaining to the Quartermaster Corps 
as the Seeretary of War may prescribe: Provided further, 
That the Secretary of War may fix the limits of age within 
which civilian employees who are actually employed by the 
Government when this act takes effect and who are to be 
replaced by enlisted men under the terms of this act may en- 
list in the Quartermaster Corps: Provided further, That 
nothing in this section shall be held or construed so as to 
prevent the employment of the class of civilian employees ex- 
cepted from the provisions of this act or the continued em- 
ployment of civilians included in the act until such latter 
employees have been replaced by enlisted men of the Quar- 
termaster Corps. 

Sec. 6. That the office establishments of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, the Inspector General, and the Chief of Staff of the Army 
are hereby consolidated, and shall hereafter constitute a single 
bureau of the War Department, which shall be known as the 
Bureau of the General Staff, and of which the Chief.of Staff 
shall be the head. The Adjutant General’s and Inspector Gen-

eral’s Departments of the Army are hereby consolidated and 
merged into the General Staff Corps. The officers of said de- 
partments shall hereafter be known as officers of said corps 
and by the titles of the rank held by them therein, and, ex- 
cept as hereinafter specifically provided to the contrary, so 
far as the officers hereby transferred to the General Staff 
Corps, and the offices held by them, may be affected, the pro- 
visions of Sec. 26 and 27 of the Act of Congress approved 
Feb. 2, 1901, entitled ‘‘An act to increase the efficiency of 
the permanent Military Establishment of the United States,’’ 
are hereby extended so as to apply to the General Staff Corps 
in the manner and to the extent to which they now apply to 
the Adjutant General’s and the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ments; but nothing in said sections shall be held to apply to 
any officers of the General Staff Corps except the ofticers 
transferred to that corps from the Adjutant General’s and 
Inspector General’s Departments by the terms of this act, and 
nothing in said sections or in this act shall be held or con- 
strued so as to nullify or change any of the provisions of 
existing law as to the detail of officers for duty as Chief of

to fill vacancies in the grade of major in the General Staff 
Corps shall be made until after the number of officers of that, 
grade in said corps shall have been reduced by seven, and 
thereafter the number of officers of said grade in said corps 
shall not exceed twenty-five; and no details to fill vacancies 
in the grade of captain in the General Staff Corps shall be 
made until after the number of officers of that grade in said 
corps shall have been reduced by eleven, and thereafter the 
number of officers of said grade in said corps shall not ex- 
ceed ten; and whenever the separation of a line officer of any 
grade and arm from the General Staff Corps shall create there- 
in a vacancy that, under the terms of this proviso, cannot 
be filled by detail such separation shall operate to make a 
permanent reduction of one in the total number of officers of 
said grade and arm in the line of the Army as soon as such 
reduction can be made without depriving any officer of his 
commission: Provided further, That such duty or duties as are 
now required by law to be performed by any officer or officers 
of the Adjutant General's or Inspector General’s Department 
shall hereafter be performed by such officer or officers of the 
General Staff Corps as the Secretary of War may designate 
for the purpose: Provided further, That when a vacancy in 
the grade of major general shall occur among the officers 
hereby transferred to the General Staff Corps that vacancy 
shall not be filled, but the office in which the vacancy occurs 
shall immediately cease and determine: Provided further, 
That officers now holding commissions as officers of either of 
the departments hereby consolidated with the General Staff 
Corps may at any time, in the discretion of the President, and 
shall, whenever they shall have served four years as mem- 
bers of said corps, be detached therefrom and assigned to 
duty with the line of tie Army, or to such other duty not 
pertaining to the General Staff Corps as the President may

nent Military Establishment of the United States,’’ may at 


any time, in the discretion of the President. be relieved from 
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such service and returned to duty with the line: Provided fur- 
ther, That, in order to expedite the reduction of the number 
of officers of the consolidated General Staff Corps to the limit 
contemplated by this act, officers who now hold commissions 
as officers of either of the departments hereby consolidated 
with the General Staff Corps, and who are eligible for re- 
tirement from active service under any law existing at the 
date of the approval of this act, shall, upon their own appli- 
cations, and may, in the discretion of the President, be re- 
tired from active service: Provided further, That all officers 
of the line of the Army now detailed for service in either of 
the departments hereby consolidated with the General Staff 
Corps shall be relieved from duty in said corps at the expira- 
tion of their present periods of detail, or sooner if the Presi- 
dent shall so direct, and all officers hereafter detailed for serv- 
ice in said corps shall be relieved therefrom at the expiration 
of four years of such service, or sooner if the President shall 
so direct, and no officer who shall have served for four years 
under detail in said corps shall be eligible for further serv- 
ice therein until after he shall have served at least two years 
with the branch of the Army in which commissioned, except 
in case of emergency or in time of war: Provided further, 
That hereafter, when any officer shall, under the provisions 
of Sec. 26 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, en- 
titled ‘‘An act to increase the efficiency of the permanent 
Military Establishment of the United States,’’ be appointed 
or reappointed to an office with rank above that of colonel 
his appointment to said office and his acceptance of the ap- 
pointment shall not create a vacancy in the arm, corps, or 
department from which he shall be appointed, but he shall 
retain therein the same relative position that he would have 
held if he had not been appointed to said office, and he shall 
return to said relative position upon the expiration of his 
appointment to said office unless he shall be reappointed 
thereto. ? ; 

Sec. 7. That hereafter no vacancies occurring in the grade 
of major general in the line of the Army shall be filled until 
the number of officers of that grade shall have been reduced 
by three, and thereafter the number of officers of said grade 
shall not exceed four; that hereafter no vacancies occurring 
in the grade of brigadier general in the line of the Army shall 
be filled until after the number of officers of that grade shall 
have been reduced by five, and thereafter the number of offi- 
cers of said grade shall not exceed eleven; and for the pur- 
poses of this act general officers not commissioned as officers 
of any of the staff corps or departments of the Army shall be 
regarded as general officers of the line: Provided, That here- 
after the number of ofticers above the grade of colonel who 
shall be members of the General Staff Corps under the pro- 
visions of Sec. 3 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 14, 
1903, entitled ‘‘An act to increase the efficiency of the Army,’’ 
shall be two: Provided further, That hereafter service as a 
cadet of the United States Military Academy or as a naval 
cadet or midshipman shall not be counted in computing for 
any purpose the length of service of any officer of the Army: 
Provided further, That hereafter service as a cadet, naval 
cadet, or midshipman at either the United States Military or 
Naval Academies, exclusive of the sea service as prescribed 
hy law upon completion of the academic course and prelim- 
inary to final graduation at the latter institution, shall not 
he counted in computing for any purpose the length of service 
of any officer of the Army. . ; 

Sec. 8. That the appropriations herein provided for the 
several departments consolidated under this act shall be avail- 
able for the consolidated corps herein created. 

Sec. 9. That nothing in this act shall be held or construed 
so as to separate any officer from the Army or to diminish 
the rank now held by him, and that all laws and parts of 
laws, so far as they are inconsistent with the terms of this 
act, be, and they are hereby, repealed.

NATURALIZATION OF ENLISTED MEN. 

H.R. 20195, Mr. Burnett.—That Sec. 4 of the Act. approved 
June 29, 1906, ‘‘to establish a Bureau of Immigration and 
Naturalization and to provide for a uniform rule for the 
naturalization of aliens throughout the United States,’’ is 
hereby amended by adding two subdivisions to read as follows: 

‘‘Seventh. That any alien of the age of twenty-one years 
and upward who has enlisted or may hereafter enlist in the 
Armies of the U.S., either the Regular or the Volunteer forces 
or in the U.S. Navy or Marine Corps, or in the Revenue 
Cutter Service, or who is serving or has served on board a 
merchant vessel of the United States may, after three years 
of such service, while still in the service or within six months 
after an honorable discharge therefrom, petition for naturaliza- 
tion in any court authorized to grant citizenship; and the 
honorable discharge certificate of such alien from the service 
of the United States, or a certificate of such three years’ 
service and good conduct during that time, signed by a com- 
missioned officer under whom he is serving, or an affidavit of 
the master of said merchant vessel certifying to such three 
years’ service and good conduct, as aforesaid, and the affi- 
davits of two credible witnesses, citizens of the U.S., identi- 
fying the applicant as the person named in the certificate 
presented, shall be deemed competent and sufficient proof of 
the residence and good moral character required by law, and 
either the original or a verified copy of such discharge shall 
be attached to and made a part of tne petition; such applicant 
shall not be required to prove one year’s residence within 
the state in which he files his application to become a citizen: 
and the petition of any sueu alien shall be docketed and final 
hearing had thereon by the court immediately, or at the con- 
venience of the court. 

‘Eighth. That every seaman being an alien shall, after his 
declaration of intention to become a citizen of the United 
States, and after he shall have served such three years upon 
such merchant vessel of the U.S., be deemed a citizen of the 
U.S. for the purpose of manning and serving on board any 
such merchant vessel of the U.S., anything to the contrary 
in any act of Congress notwithstanding; but such seaman 
shall, for all purposes of protection as an American citizen, 
be deemed such after the filing of his declaration of intention 
to become such citizen.’’ 

Sec. 2. That Secs. 2166 and 2174 of the Revised Statutes, 
U.S.A., and so much of an Act approved July 26, 1394, 
‘‘making provisions for the naval service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1895, and for other purposes,’’ reading as 
follows: ‘‘Any alien of the age of twenty-one years and up- 
ward who has enlisted or may enlist in the U.S. Navy or 
Marine Corps, and has served or may hereafter serve five 
consecutive years in the U.S. Navy or one enlistment in the 
U.S. Marine Corps, and has been or may hereafter be hon- 
orably discharged, shall be admitted to become a citizen of 
the United States upon his petition, without any previous 
declaration of his intention to become such; and the court 
admitting such alien shall, in addition to proof of good moral 
character, be satisfied by competent proof of such person’s 
service in and honorable discharge from the U.S. fees or 
Marine Corps;’’ and all acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
with or repugnant to'the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed; but nothing in this act shall repeal or in any way 
enlarge Sec. 2169, R.S.: Provided, That for the purposes of 
the prosecution of all crimes and offenses against the naturali- 
zation laws of the United States which may have been com- 
mitted prior to this act the statutes and laws hereby repealed 
shall remain in full force and effect: Provided further, That 
as to all aliens who, prior to Jan. 1, 1866, served in the 
armies of the United States and were honorably discharged 
therefrom, Sec. 2166, R.S., shall be and remain in full force 
and effect, anything in this act to the contrary notwith- . 
standing.

H.R. 20419, Mr. Alexander.—That upon the application of 
any officer of the Army on or after his resignation, discharge, 
dismissal from the service, or retirement from active service, 
or if again called into active service upon his relief there- 
from, or if any such officer has died or has become of un-

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 21, 1912. 

The long established standard of 2.50 out of a possible 4.00 
as a passing mark at the Naval Academy has been diminished 
substantially in its application to the scholastic term just 
completed. The temporary change of standard will enable 
about forty midshipmen who would otherwise have to sever 
their connection with the Navy to remain in the Service, but 
notwithstanding the action of the Academic Board in lowering 
the standard in certain studies, five midshipmen, all members 
of the fourth class, on Feb. 19, severed their connection with 
the naval service because of their standing in the recent semi- 
annual examinations. The five midshipmen who resigned are 
E. D. Kirtland, of Kansas; C. G. Thoma, of Illinois; W. Y. 
Morris, of Texas, and E. H. Wahl, of Minnesota. The mini- 
mum passing mark for the different classes, applicable only to 
the term just past, is: First class, 2.20; second class, 2.20; 
third class, mathematics, 2.30; English, 2.20; languages, 2.40; 
fourth class, mathematics, 2.30; English, 2.20; languages, 2.40. 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy on Feb. 19 denied reports 
from Annapolis to the effect that Capt. John H. Gibbons, 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, had asked to be re- 
lieved of his office. The report was also positively denied at 
the Naval Academy. The rumors, which appeared in the daily 
press, appear to have had no other foundation than a surmise 
that there was friction because the Navy Department recently 
failed to approve the indorsement of Captain Gibbons to the 
recommendation of the Academic Board that two midshipmen 
be dismissed from the Academy. Each had received the maxi- 
mum of demerits for smoking and other violations of the regu- 
lations of the institution. The Department did not hold their 
offense serious enough to warrant dismissal. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has annulled the plan pro- 
posed for ‘‘tipping’’ the waiters, barbers and others at the 
Naval Academy. In order to stop individual tipping by the 
midshipmen, a board appointed by the Superintendent pro- 
posed that a fund for this purpose be established by an as- 
sessment on the midshipmen. ‘The Comptroller held that the 
Superintendent could not authorize and direct the use of 
money appropriated for midshipmen when there was no legal 
obligation on the part of the midshipmen to pay. 

The naval experiment station has recently finished a 48- 
hour test of the heating capacity of coal that had been sub- 
merged in the Maine, under water since its destruction in 
February, 1898. 

The last of the midshipmen dances before Lent took place 
on Saturday night. Mrs. Bulmer, wife of Lieut. Comdr. 
Roscoe C. Bulmer, U.S.N., with Mdsn. Shirley A. Wilson, re- 
ceived. Mrs. Bulmer was handsomely dressed in blue satin, 
veiled with king’s blue chiffon and cloth of gold. Her orna- 
ments were diamonds. The hop was a twelve o'clock one, 
with twenty-five numbers. The Academy band furnished the 
music. There was a large attendance. 

Rev. U. G. V. Pierce, chaplain of the United States Senate, 
preached at the Naval Academy chapel on Sunday morning. 
Mrs. Atwater and the Misses Atwater, wife and daughter of 
Commander Atwater, U.S.N., are the guests of Mrs. W. H. 
Burns at Burnside, near Annapolis. Mrs. N. M. Terry, wife 
of Professor Terry, gave a card party on Friday of last week. 
On Thursday Mrs. Lanning, wife of Lieut. Comdr. Harris 
Lanning, U.S.N., entertained her friends at a tea. Mrs. Oak- 
lye, wife of Lieut. Owen H. Oakley, entertained on Thursday 
at a card party. 

Midshipman Weems, the strong center of the Navy eleven, 
has been barred from the Navy’s crew by a rule of the 
Academy not permitting a midshipman to be on over two 
athletic squads, on account of being too much work. Weems 
played football last season and is now one of the champion 
wrestlers of the Academy. 

Saturday was a day of athletic events at the Naval Acad- 
emy. The midshipmen defeated New York University at 
basketball, won from Columbia in a gymnastic meet, and took 
six bouts out of seven in a wrestling match with Lehigh. 
They were defeated in their own element, however, the swim- 
mers of the Washington Y.M.C.A. making 48 points to the 
Navy’s 31 in a well-contested match. In a swordsmanship ex- 
hibition between the midshipmen and the New York Turn 
Verein no decisions were rendered. 

The Naval Academy won at basketball by 28 to 19. Loose 
playing in the first ten minutes and the wonderful work of 
Wenzell, the Navy captain, were the factors which explained 
the defeat of the visitors. The midshipmen scored twelve 
points before the New Yorkers could secure a single tally, 
and this lead could not be overcome, although they had rather 
the better of the second period. Captain Wenzell, of the 
Navy team, scored twenty-four. The remarkable total of 
nineteen was piled up by him in the first period. At the 
opening of the second period he overlooked the fact that 
sides had been changed and neatly placed the ball in his own 
basket, this scoring two points for New York. He was 
warmly thanked by the visitors, and was applauded for pulling 
off the only play of the kind ever seen on the local court. 
Brennan led in scoring for the visitors and played an excellent 
all-around game. ‘The Navy players were: Wenzell, McKee, 
Smith, Cullin, forwards; McReavey, center; Byers, Ertz, Wild, 
guards. New York: J. MacLaughlin, Brennan, forwards; C.

In the gymnastic meet although Columbia won first place in 
three of the five events it lost the contest by 28 points to 17. 
The bulk of Columbia’s points were won by Bhadkampkar, an 
East Indian, who took first place on the parallel and hori- 
zontal bars. Ward also took first place on the flying rings, 
but the visitors’ team was not well balanced, and a poor 
showing was made at tumbling and side horse. The Navy 
presented two unusually fine tumblers in Gillette and Kieffer, 
and they took first and second places. The Navy also made a 
clean sweep on the side horse. The winners of points were: 
Naval Academy—-La Bombard, Landis, Hatch, Kieffer, Hull, 
Skinner, Zacharias, Gillette, Russell; Columbia—Bhadkamp- 
kar, Lowey, Ward, Scott. 7 

In the wrestling match with Lehigh the Naval Academy se- 
cured falls in five events, and in another the decision was 
won on form and aggressiveness. In the 125-Ib. class St. 
John, of Lehigh, secured the decision over Morrill, of the 
Naval Academy, the visitors’ only vietory. The middle, light 
heavy and heavyweight bouts were all good. Tice made a 
game and skilful defense against Sowell, who appeared much 
stronger. Watson gave Weems, probably the Navy's best 
wrestler, a gruelling contest, and only succumbed to superior 
condition. Stecher won great applause by gaining a decision 





over Cox, who outweighed him by thirty-five pounds. The 
bantams.

and Herr. of Lehigh. showed 


great expertness and strength. Herr was more aggressive at 
the start, but in an unguarded moment Elder secured a half-

The swimmers of the Washington Y.M.C.A. won a _ sub- 
stantial victory over the midshipmen, the points being 48 to 
31. The program was most varied and the events, without 
exception, were well contested. The visitors, however, se- 
cured first place in five of the seven individual races, and 
also won the relay. The 160-yard relay, with four swimmers, 
was a beautiful event, won by the Washingtonians in excel- 
lent time. Marshall, Elmer, Whiting and Sackett swam for 
the Navy; Ansley, Miller, Bammon and Cutts for the visitors. 
The other swimmers were: Navy—Shears, Forster, Waller; 
Y.M.C.A.—Rutherford, Wood, Brunner, Hansen. 

Exciting bouts with four different weapons took place in 
the annual exhibition of swordsmanship of the New York 
Turn Verein and midshipmen.

The 7th N.Y. will be reviewed by Major Gen. Charles F, Roe 
on Tuesday night, March 12, The review of the 23d Regiment 
by the General on Feb. 20 was a great success. 

Colonel Miner, of the 9th Regiment, Pa. N.G., whose com- 
mission expired on Feb. 11, has positively declined a _ re- 
election. Business cares are said to be the cause for the 
Colonel's retirement. Not only the regiment, but the entire 
state Service sustains a loss in Colonel Miner’s determination 
to quit active service. The annual inspection of the Ist 
Infantry by Captain Partello, 5th U.S. Inf., found forty-six 
officers and 554 enlisted men present. 

Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, commanding the National 
Guard, in an official communication to Col. Louis D. Conley, 
commanding the 69th Regiment, commends the distinct im- 
provement of the regiment as shown by the report of the 
inspecting officer. The condition of the armory was noted as 
excellent, which is a well deserved compliment to Superin- 
tendent John F. Mullins, the drum major of the 69th, and 
his assistants, which include Ord. Sergt. Michael J. Murphy, 
John Cain and John Creen. The armory is one of the best 
kept buildings in the city, and is a model of cleanliness. 
Staff departments were praised, as well as the military 
bearing, general appearance, discipline, clothing and equip- 
ment of the regiment, and the ratings were noted generally 
as from very good to excellent. 

The three National Defense Trophies for first, second and 
third honors, donated to the Minnesota National Guard by 
the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Powder Company, through the 
War Department, for highest per cent. of membership quali- 
fying as marksmen or better during the target year, firing 
Course ‘‘C,’’ are awarded to Co. C, 3d Inf., first honors; 
Co. A, 3d Inf., second honors; Co. I, 1st Inf., third honors. 

The Defendam Association, composed of Veterans of the 
22d N.Y., held its annual dinner in New York city Feb. 17. 
Reginald S. Doull, president, was toastmaster. President 
Doull told of the preparations for the celebration of the 
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fiftieth anniversary, on May 28 next, of the start of the regi- 
ment for the front in 1862. The new armory shall be opened 
officially at the same time with appropriate ceremonies. Colo- 
nel Hotchkin gave several reasons why the size of the Army 
and Navy should be increased. He urged the members of the 
Association to talk for a larger National Guard. He con- 
demned employers who, by underhand opposition, discourage 
the progress of recruiting in the National Guard. 

William C. Danks, now captain of Co. L, 1st Colorado, had 
his cadet training in the Northern Illinois Normal School and 
afterward became an officer in the Illinois Guard. He served 
in the 1st Illinois Volunteer Cavalry in the Spanish-American 
War. He has heen an officer of the Guard since December, 
1910. ‘‘Perfect’’ is the only adequate word to describe the 
Federal inspection of Co. K, 1st, held Feb. 7. Only one man 
was absent and he was seriously ill in a hospital with pneu- 
monia. There were sixty-three men and three officers on the 
floor. The inspection was made somewhat of a social affair 
and dancing followed the ceremony. The Commander-in- 
Chief, the Chief of Staff and many Denver officers attended. 
Once again attention of officers is called to the unbusiness- 
like, careless practice of sending things to the office of the 
A.G. with no possible means of identification. Recently several 
packages of orders, for binding, which had no name either on 
the inside or outside and a number of examination papers 
have been received which had nothing to indicate from whom 
they came. Captain Foreman, Co. B, 2d, at Trinidad, is 
going after his wilful absentees in no uncertain manner. Two 
of the delinquents were tried in a justice court Feb. 7 and 
one was sentenced to twenty-five days in the county jail and 
the other was fined $10 and costs.

Brevet Major Gen. Joseph G. Story, colonel and A.A.G., 
New York National Guard, who by the age retirement law 
was retired from active service on Jan. 1 last, was imme- 
diately reassigned to duty to Jan, 24, 1912, in order that he 
complete his fifty years of continuous service in the National 
Guard of the state. General Story has served the state and 
country faithfully and well, and his numerous friends regret 
that he has now passed from the active to the retired list. 

Capt. William H. Martin, Co. F, 3d Infantry of Michigan, 
is detailed as a member of the State Military Board, to fill 
the vacancy caused by the appointment of Capt. Roy C. Van- 
dercook to the position of adjutant general. 

First Lieut. Robert W. Bush, of Troop E, 1st Cav., N.G. 
N.Y., has been unanimously elected captain, vice Wright, pro- 
moted major. Captain Bush joined the troop on Dec. 2, 1896, 
and served as artificer, corporal, sergeant, quartermaster ser- 
geant, and first sergeant, until July 12, 1907, when he was 
elected second lieutenant. He was made first lieutenant in 
September, 1908. 

Major Wright, commanding the 1st Squadron of the 1st 
Cavalry, N.G.N.Y., has arranged a progressive scheme for 
armory rifle practice, which includes rapid fire at 200, 500 
and 600 yards targets. Silhouette targets will be used. At 
200 yards kneeling, one minute will be allowed to fire ten 
shots. At 500 yards in a prone position one minute and ten 
seconds will be allowed for firing and at 600 yards, prone, 
one minute and thirty seconds. A cup will be awarded in 
each troop, and also at headquarters to the man making the 
highest score with the rifle during the season. Captain Sayre 
has offered a cup to the man making the best total score in 
rapid fire during the season. Teams of five will shoot for 
the rifle cup on April 20. 

Adjutant General Verbeck, of New York, has taken an im- 
portant step in commencing the formation of a reserve for 
the New York National Guard by the organization of depot 
battalions. Officers for a number of the battalions have been 
selected, and the securing of a requisite number of enlisted 
men who have been honorably discharged from either the 
Army or the National Guard, is expected will be possible. 
These depot battalions are to take the places of organizations 
that may be ordered out in the service of the United States. 
They would also be used to recruit and drill men to supply 
losses of organizations in active service. The officers of the 
depot battalions are former officers of the National Guard 
or officers now on the supernumerary list. Eventually it is 
intended that the officers and men of the new battalions shall 
be instructed at camp yearly.

Assemblyman Cuvillier’s endeavor to have a_ resolution 
adopted by the Assembly of New York on Feb. 12, requesting 
Congress to pass a bill providing for Federal pay for the 
National Guard, met with opposition by Assemblyman Merrill, 
of Schenectady, the Socialist member. ‘‘As_ a representative 
of the working class,’’ said Mr. Merrill, ‘‘I protest against 
any such recommendation. The working men as a body think 
it is high time to put a stop to any additional military ex- 
pense.’’ The resolution was adopted after Assemblyman 
Cuvillier had submitted statistics from the Adjutant General's 
office showing that the proposed legislation would save the 
state $1,500,000 a year.

T. E. T.—The bills you refer to propose to pay to the 
Volunteers who were enlisted under the Act of 1899 and who 
were discharged in the Philippines after serving beyond the 
term of their enlistment travel pay from the place of dis- 
charge to their homes or places of original enlistment. These 
men were sent home at Government expense, and the benefi- 
ciaries of these bills would be paid the difference between 
travel pay and actual travel expense. Judged by the action 
of the House on the Army Appropriation bill, prospects are 
not very rosy at present for favorable action on the Philip- 
pine travel pay measures. 


A. B. N.—The right of the soldier to demand a trial in the 
case of his being, for a dereliction of duty, required to do 
extra tours of fatigue does not extend to him where his pun- 
ishment was merely the withholding of privileges, under the 
first sentence of Par. 968, Army Regulations. 

COMMISSARY CLERK.—The Venezuelan debt question 
was in 1903 referred to The Hague for settlement. tn 1908 
a dispute arose with Holland on the ground of the harboring 
of refugees in Curacoa. The Dutch Minister was expelled 
and Holland replied by the despatch of gunboats, who de- 
stroyed the Venezuelan fleet and blockaded the ports. Ca- 
racas was not bombarded. In December General Castro left 
for Europe. 


_J. H.—Commissions in the Philippine Scouts are open to 
citizens of the Philippines or of the United States, but not 
to citizens of Porto Rico. Privates who are citizens of the 
U.S. may take the Scouts examination. Appointment to the 
post non-com. staff are made under A.R. 93-96. If you have 
served eight years in the Regular Army you are doubtless 
in possession of your first citizenship papers. One year’s 
residence in the United States entitles you to final papers on 
presentation of honorable discharge from the Army. 

D. M. L.—There is nothing in G.O. 90, 1911, stating just 
what reasons you must give for seeking to purchase your 
discharge from the Army, but you must state your reasons. 
The commanding officer will determine whether it is advisable 
to grant your request and recommend accordingly. 

J. G. H.—Apply through the channel, stating your service 
against the Pulajanes. The Philippine medal authorized for 
the early island service is also issued to those who took part 
in the later engagements against the Pulajanes.

The splendid treatment given to bluejackets of the 
United States Navy compared to the way merchant 
seamen were handled in the old days of sailing ships is 
brought forcibly to mind by the report that the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor has chartered a large, swift 
motor boat to catch the owners and masters of vessels, 
especially the so-called “oyster fleet’? on Chesapeake 


Bay and its tributaries, who are accused of shanghaing 
their men and treating them with great brutality, giving 
them unfit food and filthy quarters. The attention of 
the Department was brought to the subject by the case 
of John McNamara, a reputable family man of Williams- 
port, Pa., who went to Baltimore on business and was 
shanghaied and turned over to Capt. Aldie Dorsey, of 
the oyster sloop Irene and Ruth, and who was drowned 
in attempting to escape from the vessel. It appears that 
MeNamara frantically begged to be put ashore and 
allowed to rejoin his family, but permission was refused. 
Shortly thereafter Captain Dorsey was murdered by 
three members of his crew. two of whom received such 
severe wounds that they died before their trial was called. 
This oyster fleet needs a fast boat to supervise it, as it 
is by no means a small collection of vessels, numbering, 
all told, several thousands. The Marine Review esti- 
mates there are 928 vessels enrolled in Baltimore alone, 
while Crisfield has 678, Annapolis 196 and the various 
Virginia districts 1,429. 





A German oculist has invented a new rifle sight which 
is attracting considerable attention abroad. He points 
out that with the ordinary sights it is impossible to 
form sharp visual images of the backsight notch and 
foresight simultaneously. He therefore does away with 
the backsight altogether, and fixes a mirror below the 
foresight, which reflects to the eye the image of a bright 
silver knob on the barrel. Since the knob appears to 
the rifleman to be only slightly further distant than the 
foresight, it is easy to bring both foresight and knob into 
line with the target. The knob is screened from the eye 
of the marksman, only its reflection being visible. The 
sighting elevation is given by raising and lowering the 
knob. A further advantage of the system is that the 
knob can be readily illuminated by a tiny glow lamp for 
night firing. It is stated that the metal mirror is un- 
affected by rain or sunshine, and can be freed from dust 
in a moment by wiping it with the thumb.

WHAT IS THE LIFE OF AN EDISON 
BATTERY? 








Letter No. 19. Feb. 24, 1912. 


This question is being asked by a great many 
people. 

We are among the number. 

I have told you in previous letters that Mr, Edison 
first produced the type E cells—his protected cruisers 
to be “shot at’—and put them out on service tests. 

One of the largest jewelry manufacturers in New 
York city equipped twenty-one of their delivery 
wagons with these type E cells, and secured an 
average of 3% years of service from them before 
they fell to 65 per cent. of their original capacity. 

On a basis of 300 business days per annum, these 
cells received about 1,050 cycles of charge and dis- 
charge. 

When the type E cells were first put out Mr. 
Edison devised an exceedingly drastic endurance 
test, to which he subjected them, for the purpose of 
wearing them out as quickly as possible, by 
legitimate hard work. This test consisted of 
charging at normal rate, then discharging at high 
rate to one volt per cell. The cells were then short- 
circuited, and left standing, thus short-circuited, 
until the beginning of the next 24-hour period. 

It was found that after 120 cycles of these 


charges and discharges the capacity of the cells 
had fallen to 65 per cent. of the original capacity. 
The test was continued until the capacity had 
dropped to 43 per cent., but this part of the curve 
can be ignored. 

It is therefore apparent that 1,050 cycles of prac- 
ticai use is equivalent to 120 cycles of this abuse. 

When the type A cells were perfected Mr. Edison 
started some of them on this same test. He wanted 
to wear them out, because he had, and still has, a 
multitude of simple processes for resuscitating 
Edison Cells wien they are “all in.”

But when we added new 
electrolyte at the end of the 920th cycle the capacity 
increased again, hesitated a little, then struck a 
straight line gait without even falling to rated 
capacity at any time. 

Even if these cells die to-morrow, and refuse to 
hear the resurrection horn (which I doubt), the 
answer of the above proportion will be about all 
one can ask from any device. It is longer than any 
automobile or submarine boat will last, and be found 
serviceable. 

When one considers that inactivity—remaining 
in a charged or discharged condition indefinitely— 
does the Edison Cell no injury, and as cells used 
for purposes other than for automobile and sub- 
marine boat propulsion are rarely completely dis- 
charged every day, there is really no telling how 
many decades these cells will last.
